In  view  of  the  fact  that  Co-operation  in  every  department 
of  life-  P!eems  to  succeed  f-^r  better  th?n  sino-le  handed  work,  and 
rea''i:^irfr  the  p-reat  recespity  for  concerted  action  on  the  part  of 
the  ch-'-'fch,  in  o-^^der  that  we  rrav  be  able  to  accomplish  the  task 
rndertaJ'en,  "we  recommend  that  every  church  within  the  boun- 
dav  rrf  tb^  ncc-nrj^'o-f "rv^-.  f^il^r  Po-'^'>'''vnte  f'/'cordinfr  to  the  pl?^n 
which  our  conventions  have  instituted. 

We  further  recommerd  that  f^^ery  dollar  collected  by  the 
churches,  be  sent  to  Walters  Durhym^  Ralejgh,  N.  C.  to  be  de- 
posited in  the  Baptist  State  Treasury,  froTii  thence  to  be  disburs- 
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ed  according  to  the  percentage  standard  set  up  by  the  state  con- 
vention according  to  the  needs  and  exigences  of  the  cases  as  they 
present  themselves.

REPORT  ON  ORPHANAGE 

About  nine  hundred  boys  and  girls '.are  being  cared  for  in 
and  through  cur  Orphanage.  The  Mills  Home  now  has  in  round 
numbers  five-hundred,  teaching,  training,  and  building  them  for 
higher  service  in  life.  The  Kennedy  H'C<mie  is  mothering  one- 
hundred-thirty-five  infants.  Two-huiidred-seventy  are  cared  for 
by  their  own  mothers  in  their  own  homes.  Through  these  great 
Christian  agencies';  the  young  life  is  carefully  guided  and  sent 
forth  strong  and  beautiful. 

We  have  two  large  farms — one  at  the  Mills  Home  where  our 
boys,  ^  under  the  right  kind  of  leaderhip,  are  taught  to  doi  all 
kinds  of  work,  planting,  reaping,  harvesting,  dairyng,  and  stock 
raising,  the  other  at  the  Kennedy  Home  v/here  .provisions  are 
raised  to  help  support  those  there. 

Our  glirls  are  earefuUy  trained  ir  house-keeping,  cooking, 
sewing,  laundrying,  and  many  other  duties  which  go  to  m^ake  up 
home  life. 

Our  Orphanage  has  undergone  great  strains  during  the  past 
year  in  the  loss  of  several  outstanding  leaders,  although  new 
ones;  have  filled  their  places  very  successfully. 

The  sad  picture  to  us  is  that  riore  than  800  children  have 
knocked  at  the  door  for  entrance  and  have  been  turned  away  be- 
cause of  ir  sufficient  funds  to  care  for  them. 

Your  committee  reec^r mends  that  the  Pastoi^,  Deacons  and 
Sunday  School  Superintendents  launch  a  campaign  to  get  each 
Sunday  School  in  the  Association  to  set  aside  the  offering  on  the 
first  Sunday  in  each  month  and  the  Thanksgiving  offering  for 
the  support  of  our  Orphanage.

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REPORT  ON  STATE  MISSIONS 

Baptists  have  divided  their  Mission  work  into  three  depart- 
ments, namely:  State  Missions,  Home  Missions,  and  Foreign 
Missions.  State  Missions  have  been  a  vital  part  of  the  Bap- 
tist Movement  in  our  State  since  the  organiization  of  the  Baptist 
State  Convention  one  hundred  years  ago.  The  purpose  o^  State 
Missions  then  was  to  make  discipien  oi  the  people  in  bur  State. 
The  number  of  Baptists  in  North  Carolina  has  grown  from  15,- 
000  in  1830  to  391,819  in  1930. 

This  gi'Owth  shows  how  fjniitful  the  work  of  State  Missions 
has  been  in  North  Carolina.  It  has  been  the  policy  all  the  while 
to  help  pay  pastor's  salary  where  the  church  was  not  able  to  pay 
the  full  ain:oint,  aid  our  schools,  help  in  evangelistic  work,  sup- 
port Sunday  Schools  in  the  matter  of  training  and  organizing  for 
better  work  and  fostering  Young  People's  work. 

Three  things  have  been  emphasized  through  the  years,  name- 
ly: prayer,  men  and  money.  Had  it  not  been,  for  the  prayers  of 
our  people  in  the  past  we  could  never  have  made  the  progress 
that  we  have.  The  result  is  that  God  has  abundantly  blessed  the' 
efforts  made  and  today  we  rank  as  one  of  the  strongest  denom- 
inations in  North  Carolina. 

Men  were  also  needed  to  eari-y  on  the  work  and  the  Lord 
has  blessed  us  by  giving  us  men  and  women  who  were  ready  to 
meet  the  challenge  of  the  most  difficult  fields  and  they  have 
made  heroic  sacrifices  that  the  remotest  sections  of  our  State 
might  have  the  Gospel  message. 

Money  to  carry  on  the  work  has  always  been  the  need  of 
our  Board  of  Missions.  Lack  of  money  to  carry  on  the  work  has 
been  one  of  the  greatest  draw-backs  to  the  spread  of  the  Gospel 
in  North  Carolina.  The  white  hjirvest  fields  are  awaiting  us. 
Baptists  have  the  money,  but  lat?k  vision.  "Yfhere  there  is  no 
vision  the  people  perish."  We  seem,  in  many  instances,  to  be 
retreating  instead  of  advancing.  Let  us  look  at  the  harvest  field 
in  our  midst.  There  are  over  600,000  lost  and  a  vast  host  of  the 
saved  who  are  unenlisted  in  kingdom  service.  We  can  do  three 
tilings  to  change  the  situation,  namely: 

First,  let  us  lay  the  matter  of  our  State  Mission  Work  on 
the  hearts  of  our  people  in  such  a  manner  that  they  will  be  con- 
strained to  support  liberally  the  Cooperative  Program.. 

Second,  let  every  church  inform  itself  concerning  the  great 
"Work  that  is  "being  done  in  North    Carolina  through  our  State 
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Mission  Board  and  unite  in  a  determined  effort  to  relieve  the 
embarrassing  situaticn'^ 

Third,  let  every  pastor  get  the  j.eeds  on  his  own  heart  until 
he  becomes  aflame  with  a  passion  for  the  lost  souls  in  bur  own 
beloved  State.

HEPOET  ON  HOME  MISSIONS 

The  work  of  the  Heme  Mission  Board  for  the  past  two 
years  has  been  a  very  trying  task.  To  begin  Avith,  the  membei*s 
of  ihc  Pccrd  with  one  c::ccpticn  wore  iiev;  to  the  task.  They 
faced,  without  the  knowledge  of  experience,  the  difficult  prob- 
lem of  working  out  the  complicated  affairs  of  a  Board  deeply  in 
debt  and  vv'ith  rapidly  diminishing  receipts. 

The  first  task  was  tlie  selection  of  a  secretary -treasurer. 
After  earnestly  seeking  to  know  the  will  of  God,  Dr.  J.  B.  Law- 
rence of  Missouri  was  unanimously  elected.  He,  as  a  result  of 
many  years  of  service  in  denominational  w^Ox'-k,  had  already 
shown  himself  a  wise  and  efficient  leader.  ¥7e  are  confident 
that  the  Lord  led  in  his  selection. 

The  second  task  was  the  reduction  of  a  budget  for  Mission 
work  so  as  to  come  within  its  receipts.  The  agTeenient  with  the 
bankers  was  that  the  Board  would  set  aside  two-fifths  of  its  re- 
ceipts for  paym.cnt  of  debts.  This  {•greement  is  being  strictly 
cdhcicd  to,  arjicagli  it  has  meant  serious  retrenchment. 

The  auditor's  report  shows  that,  up  to  May  15,  1930,.  pay- 
ment on  the  debt  (interest  and  principal)  amounted  to  $231,- 
633.00  This  year  $250,CG0.G0  mrst  l^e  p?id.  The  Board  wants  to 
do  Mission  work  in  the  Home  Land  among  Indians,  Foreigners, 
Jev/s,  Negroes,  Mexicans,  and  carry  on  the  work  in  Cuba  and 
Panama,  but  WE  MUST  PAY  OUR  PEBTS.  Unless  the  receipts 
of  the  Board  are  increased.it  will  be  necessary  to  reduce  the  work 
stil^  further.  This  will  m.ern  tbo  i.bandonment  of  some  of  the 
fields  which  we  new  occupy,  discharge  the  niiscionaries,  and  close 
some  of  the  stations,  or  leave  them  inadequately  manned.  All 
this  occurs  at  a  time  v/hen  the  fields  were  r.ever  riper  for  har- 
vest, nor  the  need  for  enlargement  so  threat.  x\ll  of  our  Moun- 
tain Schools  m.ust  be  closed.  Our  .snnitorium  at  El  Paso,  Texas 
must  be  disposed  of  and  our  work  in  PanamiR  abandoned.  We 
do  not  wish  to  retrench,  but  we    must  not  go  further  in  .  debt.

REPORT  ON  FORBICtN  MISSIONS 

Although  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  has  labored  under'  many 
handicaps  during  the  past  year^  under  the  able  leadership  of  Dr. 
T.  B.  Ray  and  his  co-workers,  it  has  made  commendable,  progress. 

From.  January  1,  1929  to  May  1,  1930  the  debt  was  reduc- 
ed from  $961,200.17  to  $615,137.22,  oi  about  36  percent.  At  this 
rate  of  reduction  the  Foreign  Board  will, be  able  to  pay  off  all 
of  its  indebtedness  by  1933. 

To  pay  this  heavy  debt,  the  Board  is  applying  to  it  10  per 
cent  of  al\  recdipts  from  the  Co-operative  Program,  together 
with  other  funds  received  from  special  offerings,  etc.  Of  the 
^l'9a,130.81  received  from  the  Lottie  Moon  offering,  $86,130.81 
was  applied  to  the  debt. 

The  above  statement  sounds  rather  encouraging,  yet  as  a 
matter  of  fact,  the  Board  has  been  compered  to  recall  a  number 
of  missionaries  in  order  to  reduce  its  indebtedness.  We  are  now 
supporting  one-hundred  fewer  missionaries  than  we  .  did  threq 
years  ago,  we  have  six  hundred  fewer  native  workers  than  we 
did  three  years  ago,  we  gave  to  ^:hc  Board  $206,369.61  less  this 
year  than  we  d^id  last  for  carryin'jc  on  its  work  of  ''Preaching 
the  Gospel  to  the  ends  of  the  earth." 

Although  the  inecire  of  the  Bojird  was  decreased,  and  the 
number  of  missionaries  was  reduced,  there  were  13,411  addi- 
tiojQs  to  the  churches.  From  May  !1929  to  May  1930  there  were 
thirty  baptisms  for  every  missionary  from  the  home-land  that 
we  are  supporting. 

But,  what  is  the  Tuekaseegee  Baptist  Association  doing  to 
carry  the  Good  News  to  a  lost  and  starvins^  world?  During  the 
year  1929  we  gave  for  this  noble  work'  the  sum  of  $295.26,  or 
an  average  of  $7.77  per  church.  T  believe  that  our  people  would 
give  more  if  they  were  better  infoimcd.  Therefore,  I  recommend 
that  the  Executive  Committee  endeavor  to  raise  funds  from  some, 
private  source  sufficient  to  pay  one  year's  subscription  to  Borne 
and  Foreign  Fields  for  every  active  Baptist  pastor  in  the  Asso- 
ciation who  does  not  already  receive  this  magazine.

IMPORTANT  OHAJSraEB  IN  THE  METHODS  OF  THE  RE- 
LIEF AND  ANNUITY  BOARD 

The  Southern  Baptist  Conventrion  at  New  Orleans  providea 
for  placing  of  all  gifts  through  the  Co-operative  Progi'am  into 
the  Relief  Fund.  After  the  31st  of  December  1930  the  Board's 
Annuity^  Department  wiH  receive  no  more  money  from  the  ben- 
evolent contribr.tions  of  the  churches.  The  relief  beneficiaries 
will  get  the  full  benefit  of  these  gifts.  They  will,  of  course,  con- 
tinue to  receive  also  benefits  of  earnings  on  the  Board's  Relief 
Endowment  and  all  contributions  designated  for  relief.  Not  only 
so,  the  Board  wi^l  strive  to  secure  special  gifts  looking  to  the 
enlargement  of  the  Relief  Fund.  If  our  churches  will  give  the 
money  that  they  should  through  t'le  regular  Co-operative  Pro- 
gram the  relief  beneficiarie^.  of  the  Board  will  receive  very 
much  larger  benefits  and  a  greater  number  of  beneficiaries  will 
be  added  to  the  roll.  It  should  be  clear  to  -our  people  that  the 
Relief  Board  earinot  pa;/  out  money  any  faster  than  it  comes  in, 
but  if  the  money  /is  given  the  donors  may  know  that  the  relief 
beneficiaries  will  get  every  dollar  of  it.

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUOiATION 

Immediately  after  the  landing  of  the  Pilgrim  Fathers  they 
feegan  to  look  forward  to  the  education  of  their  ministers.  For 
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encouragement  they  recalled  that  Paul,  the  first  great  Mission- 
ary preacher,  had  been  highly  educated.  And  so  they  founded 
schools,  primarily  for  the  training  of  the  preachers  that  served 
the  youth  of  their  day. 

That  this  phase  cf  education  has  had  wide  influence  is  evi- 
dent from  the  fact  that  ninety  per  cent,  of  the  lay  workers  of 
•our  country,  eight  justices  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  The  Unite^'^ 
States,  and  seventeen  of  the  twenty  college  bred  men,  who  have 
become  Presidents  of  the  United  States,  have  been  educated  in 
Christian  Colleges.  Also,  I  wish  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that 
m'ore  than  93  percent  of  our  ministers  have  been  trained  in 
Christiai*!  Schools. 

In  connection  with  education  rnd  Christianity  Jamesi  J. 
Hill,  the  railroad  builder  of  the  Great  North  Wtest,  has  said: 

"A  Christian  school  i  a  character  builder.  In  them  the  foun- 
dations which  have  been  laid  in  (he  homos  are  builded  upon  to 
the  great  benefit  of  the  student." 

If  Germany  with  her  superior  education  had  been  sending 
her  manhood  and  womanhood  through  schools  like  Fruitland, 
Sylva  Collegiate  Institute,  Campl)eil.  Chowan,  Mars  Hill,  Mere- 
dith and  Wake  Forest  the  great  tragedy  of  the  world  war  could 
not  have  been  enacted. 

It  is  nry  privilee^e  to  be  principal  of  cne  of  these  schools. 
It  was  founded  for  the  benefit  of  your  children,  I  want  to  im- 
press it  upon  3^our  hearts,  and  see  to  it  that  it  serves  you.

TEItlPERANCE 

Temperance  may  be  designated  (1)  to  mimimize  or  (2)  to 
abolish  the  use  of  alcoholic  liquors  as  beverages.  May  we  con- 
sider it  in  the  light  of  the  second  interpretation,  that  of  total 
abstinence. 

In  the  Old  Testament,  we  find  two  outstanding  examples  of 
total  abstinence,  as  exemplified  in  thf  Jewish  Nazarites  in  Num- 
bers VI:  1-21,  and  in  the  Rechabites  in  Jeremiah  XXXV:  1-6. 
Numerous  other  instances  are  recorded  in  both  the  Old  and  New 
Testaments,  likewise,  we  find  warning  after  warning  against 
and  telUng  the  awful  results  of  using  intoxicating  liquors. 

The  earliest  modern  Temperance  Order  was  that  -of  St. 
Christopher  organized  in  Germany  in  1517,  this  was  followed  by 
the  '"Landgrave  of  Hesse"  in  1000. 

The  Temperance  movement  began  much  earlier  in  the  Unit- 
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ed  States  than  in  England  and  in  1851,  the  people  of  East  Hamp- 
ton, Long^  Island,  endeavored  to  ])rohibit  or  limlit  the  sale  of  in- 
toxicating drinks.  In  1760,  the  reiigicus  societies  began  to  pro- 
test against  drinking,  especially  at  funerals,  and  in  1789,  two 
hundred  met  ,at  Litchfield,  Conn.,  r.nd  organized  the  first  Teni^ 
perance  Society.  In  1790  the  medical  men.  led  by  Dr.  Rush  pro- 
tested against  .the  use  of  spirits  and  four  years  later  advocated 
t<atal  abstinence.  Thd|  first  total  abstinence  pledge  was  drafted 
by  Micaiah  Pendleton  of  Virginia.  This  was  followed  by  a  rec- 
ommendation by  Rev.  H.  Humphreys  and  Dr.  Lyman  Beecher  iit 
1812  for  total  abstinence  from  which  arose  numerous  societies- 
finally  culminating  in  the  organization  of  the  American  Tem- 
perance Union  in  1836.  Then  foiluv/cd  the  Washington  Temper- 
ance Society, in  1840,.  the  Good  TompJar  Society  in  1852,  th^e 
Sons  Temperance  Society  in  1859,  the  ' 'Crusade"  by  women  led 
by  'Our  beloved  Frances  Elizabeth  Willard  in  1873  culminatinS 
in  the  organization  of ,  the  National  Woman's  Christian  Temper- 
ance Union  with  all  of  its  auxiliaries.  The  purposes  of  these 
organizations  are  to  educate  the  young,  form  better  public  senti- 
ment, reform'  the  drinking  classes,  and  to  secure  the  abolition  of 
the  liquor  traffic  by,  State  and  National  legtislation.  The  first  re- 
sult from  the  efforts  of  these  Unions  was  the  enactment  ocH  the 
Maine  Prohibition  Lawr  which  formed  the  basis  of  all  subsequent 
Prohibition  laws  in  the  other  States  until  in  1911  thirty-three 
States  had  adopted  Local  Option.  On  January  29,  1919,  thirty- 
six  States  had  confirired  Nationa'  Prohibition  and  acting  Sec- 
retary of  State  Po%  issued  the  proclamation  prohibiting  the 
manufacture  and  sale  of  liquors-  after  January  20,  1920. 

By  the  above,  we  see  that  the  National  Woman's  Christian 
Temperanae  Union  has  accomplished  one  of  the  objects  for  which 
it  was  instituted,  1  to  wit:  The  enactment  of  lep:is]rti€n  to  prob^ 
bit  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  iiffuor.  The  other  three  are  not 
fully  accomplished  and  our  task  today,  is,  to  educate  the  young, 
fonn  better  public  sentiment,  and  to  reform  the  drinking  classes. 
It  is  an  individual  task,  nn  individual  responsibility  which  must 
be  met  and  solved  by  the  Individ aal.  It's  the  outstanding  question 
in  our  home  life,  our  oomm unity  life,  our  social  life,  our  poli- 
tical life  and  'Oi^r  moral  and  spirit^T.-J  life.  We  cnn  not.  evade  it, 
we  must  face  it  and  we  must  align  ourselves  for  or  against  it. 
T  ike  aP  other  rrcat  cjuesticns  or  iF:->rGF,  we  can  win  the  victory, 
but  it  will  be  ,won  only  when  we  <.^o  t(>  God  in  earnest  prayer  and 
then  exercisa  cur  inherent  rights  at  the  bnllot  box.     This  is  the 
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crucial  period  and  we  will  jwin  or  lose  accordingly  as  we  put  our 
all  in  the  fight  that  is  now  on.  What  will  your  answer  be  ?

REPORT  ON  STEWARDSHIP 

One  of  the  outstanding  heresies  of  Baptfsts,  as  a  body  <y£ 
Christians,  is  our  refusal  to  practice  stewardship  of  the  mater- 
ial blessings  which  God  bestows  upon  us.  We  are  very  orthodox 
on  the  great  doctrines  of  the  Bible  concerning  God  and  His  re- 
lation to  us  as,  for  example,  the  doctrine  of  the  Trinity,  believ- 
ler's  baptism;  individual  , responsibility  to  God;  democracy  of 
the  local  church,  final  perseverance  of  the  saints,  etc. 

The  jloctrine  of  Stevv^ardship  ^Yhich  ,is  as  truly  taught  as 
any  of  the  above  mentioned,  in  l)oth  the  Old  and  New  Testa- 
ments, is  ignored  by  the  majority  of  our  Baptist  people.  In 
First  Timothy  6:10  we  find  the  disease  diagnosed.  "For  the 
love  of  money  ifi  the  root  of  all  kinds  of  evil."  This  is  the 
heresy  that  is  sapping  the  very  lifo  cut  of  all  our  work  as  local 
churches  and  as  a  great  denomination.  This  disease  is  resulting 
ing  dwarfed  souls,  debts,  discouragement,  disorganization,  divis- 
ions, disloyalty,  dishonesty,  disrepute,  disruption,  disrespect,  and 
the  disapproval  of  God. 

The  great  need  of  our  Baptist  brotherhood  today  is,  to  love 
God  more  than  gold;  to  love  men  more  than  money;  to  love  the 
Saviour  ,more  than  self!  More  than  two  million  of  cur  m.em- 
bers  in  the  South  have  not  had  this  need  met  in  their  lives,  but 
are  still  worshiping  the. God  of  gold  to  the  neglect  of  the  God 
of  Heaven  and  earth. 

We  are  not  on^y  stewards  of  our  possessions,  but  also  Stew- 
ards of  the  Gospel  ' of  Christ,  I  Cor.  4:1.  If  the  Gospel  is.  to  be 
taken  to  the  world,  we  must  practif'^  stewardship  in  both  spheres. 
The  two  go  hand  in  hand.  If  we  are  stewards  of  our  money,  then 
the  stewardship  of  the  Gospel  takes  care  of  itself.  The  annual 
income  of  Southern  Baptists  has  been  estimated  at  $1,500,000,- 
000.00.  One  percent  of  this  amount  would  lift  all  debts  on  all 
mis-sion  work  and  put  it  on  a  soraid  basis.  It  is  evident  that 
as  a  whole  we  are  doing  practicall}''  nothing  compared  to  what 
we  ought  to  be  doing  as  steward*?  of  the  Gospel  of  the  Gra^ce  of 
God. 

The  tithe  is  the  only  proportion  taught  in  the  Bible.  Our 
preachers  and  pastors  as  well  as  our  deacons  and  other  members 
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need  to  preach  and  practice  Stewardship  fearlessly  because  it 
is  one  of  the  great  doctrines  of  the  Bible  and  because  it  is 
God's  appointed  plan  for  the  -support  and  extension  of  His 
Kingdom  on  earth.  This  matter  ilias  been  neglected  all  too  long 
in  our  Association  and  throughout  tiie  world.  This  is  not  a  pop- 
ular jSubject  with  many,  nevertheless  it  is  the  Gospel  and  needs 
to  be  preached  as  well  and  as  faithfully  as  salvation  by  Grace. 

There  are  some  hopeful  signs  to  be  seen  however.  There 
are  many,  especially  among  our  youijg  people,  who  are  coming  to 
recognize  their,  stewardship  of  their  possessions  and  tithers  are 
grov/ing  in  number.  Our  peop-e  are  coming  to  reeogiiize  the  im- 
portance of  contributing  systematically  to  (the  work  of  the 
Kingdom. 

lEecommeiidations  *. 

ioui^  committee  recomn.^nds  the  following  for  the  coming 
year :  ^ 

1.  That  the  pastors  in  the  association  be  urged  to  teach,  preach 
and  practice  stewardship  and  tithing  both  by  precept  and 
example. 

2.  That  the  association  in  regular  session  go  on  record  as  fav- 
oring a  program  of  instruction  in  all  our  churches  on  stew- 
ardship and  tithing  as  it  is  taught  in  the  Bible. 

3.  That  we  suggest  to  the  Su.nday  Schools  and  the  Baptist 
Young  People's  Unions  of  the  AssoeiDtion  that  they  aiTange 
special  programs  on  the  subject  c^f  Stewardship  and  apply 
the  truths  as  found  to  the  members  of  the  local  church. 

4.  That  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Association'  be  asked 
to  take  this  matter  up,  and  assist  in  every  way  possible  in 
getting  the  matter  'of  Bible  Stewardship  before  o'.ir  people 
in  such  a  manner  that  the.y*  will  come  to  see  the  need  of 
li^^ng  uri  to  this  great  doctrine  as  faithfuJly  as  to  the  oth- 
ers for  jivhich  we  so  earnestly  contend.

REPORT  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS 

There  have  been  four  periods  in  the  history  of  our  Sunday 
School  work.  1 — Church  opposition — Years  ago  our  pastors, 
deacons  and  church  leaders  actually  opposed  the  teaching  ser- 
vice of  the  church  feeling  that  it  had  no  part  in  our  denomina- 
tional life  and  w^ork.  In  some  inst  anees  the  Sunday  school  was 
not  allowed  to  hold  its  meetings  in  the  church  house.  The  second 
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period  led  to  Church  ToJeration.  Here  we  found  our  leaders 
merely  tolerating  the  Sunday  school.  Many  of  the  church  leaders 
remaining  on  the  outside  until  the  Sunday  school  hour  was  over 
and  expressing  no  interest  or  sympathy  in  the  work  but  not  op- 
enly antagonistic 

Later  we  reached  the  place  Avhen  our  leaders  realized  that 
the  Sunday  school  was  a  part  of  the  church  life  and  that  it  was  a 
help  to  the  church  when  properly  organized  and  directed  and 
largely  through  the  efforts  of  oar  great  Sunday  school  leader — 
Arthur  Flake  reached  the  third  epoch  in  our  Sunday  school  his- 
tory— ^Church  Control.  The  church  looking  after  the  important 
matter  of  selecting  officers  and  teachers.  Today  we  are  entering 
the  fourth  period—that  of  Church  Utilization.  The  church  lining 
up  the  Sunday  school  organization  to  win  the  lost  to  Christ  and 
to  strengthen  the  church  in  all  or  'As  activities  of  developing  it's 
members.  Since  a  large  majcrity  of  our  mral  churcheg  have 
preaching  service  only  once  a  month,  the  church  has  a  wonderful 
opportunity  of  i:s^ng  the  Sunday  school  organization  to  reach, 
teach,  win  people  to  Christ  and  lead  them  out  into  a  life  of  ser- 
vice for  Him  who  gave  His  life  a  ransom  for  many. 

Therefore  realizing  the  present  place  of  power  and  influ- 
ence of  our  Sunday  sehcol  organizations  and  in  v^iew  of  the  fact 
that  our  State  Sunday  School  Department  has  n^ade  a  wonder- 
ful contribution  to  the  enlargemer.t  of  our  work  by  putting  on 
the  Sunday  School  Revival  and  Enlargement  Campaign  in  sev- 
en associations  west  of  Asheville  touching  116  churches  since 
July  1st,  nineteen  of  these  churches  being  in  the  Tuckaseegee 
Association  and  feeling  that  w^e  can  accomplish  much  for  the 
continued  grovvth  of  our  Sunday  school  work  by  keeping  in 
touch  with  these  organizations  through  our  Associational  Sun- 
day School  Organization,  headed  by  D.  G.  Bryson : 

We  recommend  that  each  Sunday  school  cooperate  with  Mr. 
Bryson  in  this  gTeat  movement  by  attending  the  Sunday  School 
rallies.  2nd,  by  following  up  the  ''teacher  training"  by  teacher 
training  classes  taught  by  local  woikers.  3rd.  That  we  adopt 
and  fol'OW  the  Standard  of  Excellence  as  a  program  of  work 
for  our  school  and  4th,  that  every  school  be  true  to  cur  Denomi- 
national Program,  observing  the  Special  Denomination  Days  in 
the  Sunday  school  and  giving  the  people  an  opportunity  to  con- 
tribute to  the  different  objects,  fostered  by  our  denomination.

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REPOET  ON  SYLVA  COLLEaiATE  INSTITUTE 

On  September  3,  1929  Sylva  Collegiate  Institute  opened  un- 
der very  adverse  circumstances  due  to  reverses  in  the  Home 
Misalion  Board  and  to  resignation  of  the  principal,  Prof.  Prick- 
ett,  Prof.  B.  L.  Mullinax  was  seciued  to  take  the  principaPs 
place.  Despite  the  discouraging  note  around  sixty  pupils  pre- 
sented themselves  for  matriculation.  There  were  two  new  fac- 
ulty members  in  addition  to  the  principal,  namely:  Miss  Gladys 
McNeil  from  Alabama,  and  Miss  Eleanor  Monerief  from  Florida. 
Soon  after  the  opening  Miss  McNeil  was  called  home  on  ac- 
count of  her  mother's  illness. 

There  were  difficulties  all  the  way  through  the  year;  in  fact 
those  who  know  the  story  are  inclined  to  regard  last  year  as  the 
"Dark  Age"  in  the  'history,  of  the  InBtitution.  However  that 
noble  band  of  v/orkers  rallied  to  the  situation,  faced  the  prob- 
lems and  saw  them  through  as  best  they  could  in  the  light  that 
was  given  them. 

One  of  the  blessings  that  came  to  counterbalance  the  diffi- 
culties was  in  the  person  of  Mis?  Pose  Cox  whrt  had  charge  of 
the  commercial  and  art  departments 

Through  the  cooperation  of  the  Tuckaseegee  Association  in 
furnishing  money  and  produce,  Mid  with  strict  economy  the 
school  came  to  a  close  with  a  small  deficit  in  comparison  to  that 
of  former  years. 

The  future  looks  brighter.  During  the  summer  a  group  of 
workers  has  been  on  the  campus  cleaning  the  buildings,  improv- 
ing the  grounds,  and  putting  away  many  things,  such  as  berries, 
peaches,  kraut,  tomatoes,  and  apples  for  w^inter  use.  Most  of  the 
old  students  will  return,  and  many  new  ones  are  being  added 
among  whom  are  several  ministerial  students  ^ho  are  seekinS 
to  prepare  themselves  for  Kingdora  service. 

We  trust  that  the,  clouds  are  lifting,  and  that  Sylva  Colle- 
ge'ate  Institute  is  emerging  into  a  Renaissance  of  service  equal 
to  that  Renaissance  of  learning  which  greeted  Europe  after  the 
**Dark  Ages."  ^

REPOET  OK  PERIODIQALS 

Periodicals  are  the  vehicles  through  which  the  intellectual  forces 
of  the  worid  ranvey  their  thoughts  and  opinions.  All  forces,  mora\ 
and  immoral,  religious  and  irreligious,  have  access  to  the  period^- 
icjils  and  literature  of  our  coi.ntry. 

Upan  the  kind  of  literature  we  read  depends,  largely,  the  kind 
of  citizenship  we  have.  The  sanctity  of  the  home,,  the  safety^ 
our  government,  the  stability  of  our  civilization  and  the  enlarge- 
ment of  the  Master's  Kingdom  depend  on  the  literature  read  and 
the  character  of  education  acquired. 

For  nearly  a  century  the  * 'Biblical  Reeorder"^  the  organ  of  the' 
Baptist  denomination  of  North  Carolina^  has  been  fojxnd  in  the 
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▼an  of  the  battle,  fighting  for  the  moral  and  religious  forces  with 
wonderful  and  telling  effect.  It  h<js  endeared  itself  to  every  loyal 
Baptist  who  reads  it,  and  won  the  esteem  and  admiration  of  all 
denominations.  It  should  be  in  every  Baptist  home. 

We  would  not  forget  the  missionary  publications,  some  of  which 
are  ''Home  and  Foreign  Fields",  "Royai  Service",  "The  Window", 
and  "World  Comrades".  These  piiblications  occupy  a  unique  po- 
sition in  the  great  field  of  religious  endeavor,  and  we  would  com- 
mend them  to  the  serious  consideration  of  all  who  wish  to  keep 
abneast  of  the  religiojs  history  oi  the  country.  And,  further,  v/e 
would  emphasize  the  importance  of  the  literature  gotten  out  by 
the  Sunday  School  Board  at  Nashville,  Tenn.  This  literature  is 
invaluable  to  us  in  the  study  and  preparation  of  our  Sunday 
School  lessons  and  gives  us  an  insight  into  the  Scriptures  that  we 
would  probably  not  otherwise  get. 

Any  periodical  that  combats  evil;  that  strenghtens  the  moral 
fibre;  that  broadens  the  mental  vision;  that  stimulates  Christian 
duty,  and  encourages  a  spiritual  uplift,  shoiuld  find  a  welcome  in 
cur  homes.

REPORT  ON  ORPHANAGE 

These  are  some  facts,  briefly  stated,  concerning  the  Mills' 
Home. 

On  November  11,  1885  the  first  child  was  received.  The  last 
one  enrolled  October  1,  3930,  bringing  the  number  up  to  2844  pres- 
ent in  20  families.  635  of  these  135  are  in  the  Kennedy  H>ome.  The 
Kennedy  Home  is  the  Eastern  Branch  of  the  Oi-phanage,  located 
near  Kinston,  N.  C.  It  has  been  in  operation  since  1914.  It  and 
Thomas ville  are  under  the  same  management  at  present 

The  institution  was  first  sponsored  by  the  North  Carolina  Bap- 
tist Orphanage  Association;  but  after  a  few  years  the  Baptist 
State  Convention  adopted  it  as  one  of  its  children. 

The  orphanage  has  had  three  general  managers:  J.  H.  Mills 
from  1885  to  1895;  J.  B.  Boone  from  1895  to  1905;  M.  L.  Kesler 
from  1905. 

For  ten  years  the  mother's  aid  work  has  been  in  operation.  We 
are  now  aiding,in  their  homes,  265  children  with  61  mothers. 
These  added  to  the  number  now  present  in  the  orphanage,  makes 


900  children  in  the  care  of  North  Carolina  Baptists. 

During  the  45  years  of  our  history,  counting  mothers  aid,  we 
have  helped  3682  children.  Perhaps  no  other  orphanage  in  th&> 
world  is  so  bound  up  with  the  Sunday  school  as  ours.  Almost  from 
the  beginning,  our  chief  support  has  come  from  the  once-a-month 
collections  from  the  Sunday  schools.  In  more  recent  years  the 
Thanksgiving  offering  has  been  of  immense  help.  Out  of  more 
than  2200  Sunday  schools,  less  than  600  contribute  regularly. 

Children  are  received  from  2  to  12  and  dismissed  according  to 
preparation  rather  than  age.  We  receive  from  50  to  100  applica- 
tions a  month;  but  most  of  them  are  turned  away  for  lack  of 
room. 

There  are  56  women  and  22  mem  who  devote  all  their  time  to. 
the  orphanage.  The  expense  bill  averages  near  $600  per  day.  2 
barre's  of  flour  a  day  4  bushels  of  meal,  a  whole  beef,  when  used 
all  around,  12  bushels  of  sweet  potatoes,  and  6  bushels  at  Irish 
potatces,  when  they  are  used,  and  other  things  accordingly. 

The  children  go  to  school  half  the  day,  and  those  old  enough  are 
on  duty  the  other  half.  They  make  their  own  clothing  and  do. 
their  own  laundry. 

There  is  a  herd  of  Holstein  milch  cows,  n;  mber  55,  to  milk  suf- 
ficient to  supply  each  child  one  quart  per  day. 

What  becomes  of  them?  That  is  the  great  question.  They  are 
scattered  by  mountain  stream  and  sea  and  on  busy  city  streets. 
Many  of  them  have  held  places  of  usefulness  and  honor.  More 
than  a  generation  of  those  who  once  came  here  have  laid  down, 
their  earthly  tasks.  So  the  stream  of  life  flows  on^  They  are  our 
great  assets  our  unending  hope.

REPORT  ON  CO-OPERATIVE  PROGRAM 

The  cooperative  program  as  has  been  adopted  by  the  Baptist 
State  Convention  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  is  simply 
giving  our  dollar  to  every  cause  that  we  foster. 

The  dollar  is  so  divided  that  lifty  cents  stays  at  home  and  fifty 
cents  goes  away.  The  fifty  cents  out  of  the  dollar  that  we  keep 
in  OUT  own  State  supports  State  Missions,  Christian  Education, 
Hospital,  etc.  The  fifty  cents  out  of  the  dollar  that  we  send  away 
goes  to  Home  Missions,  Foreign  Missions,  Seminary,  Old  Mini- 
sters' Relief.  Thus  we  see  that  the  dollar  as  we  give  it  through 
this  adopted  plan  is  to  strive  to  keep  any  of  our  objects  from  suf- 
fering for  lack  of  funds. 

The  Boards  are  striving  to  keep  in  the  bounds  of  the  Kew  Testa- 
ment plan;  ie :  "to  give  as  every  one  hath  need". 

We  would  advise  the  churches  to  study  this  plan  and  cooperate 
together  as  Baptists  should  to  promote  Christ's  Kingdom  to  the 
uttermost  till  He  comes  agaia.

STATE  MISSIONS 

In  the  history  of  one  hundred  years  this  Convention  has  passed 
a  number  of  trying  points.  The  pangs  of  Civil  War  and  recon- 
struction are  far  behind  us,  and  we  read  the  biograph  of  a  people 
who  struggled  to  stand,  Having  done  all  to  stand",  as  they  let 
stronghold  after  another  go  in  order  that  they  could  make  the 
ones  that  stood  stronger.  Every  effort  was  suspended  except  the 
preaching  to  the  soldiers  in  the  camps.  TLe  great  World  War  was 
not  a  burden  that  so  keenly  taxed  our  strength.  But  we  all  seem 
to  agxee  that  we  have  come  to  the  place  of  all  places  most  critical 
and  trying  ever  reached  in  the  life  of  our  conventional  work.  We 
now  must  face  the  fact  that  the  task  is  ours  and  that  each  Baptist 
in  this  association  ow,es  it  to  himself  and  his  God  to  do  his  part  of 


llie  solution.  The  work  caii  not  fail  till  we  personally  fail;  neither 
cAn  it  sueeeeti  till  I  fill  niv  place  in  the  givat  t<i^k  neeil  mo  to 
liil  it. 

So  tnaixy  <»f  our  Baptists  feel  that  tlie  entiiK*  enterprise  is  a  plan 
of  some  business  men  to  make  a  pers«>ual  fortune.  The  grieat  mass 
of  oar  iiiomboi-ship  is  not  w  hole-heart otJiy  in  tavor  of  lending  their 
support  to  the  greater  causes  of  religion  because  they  are  not  ir.- 
forme«l  by  tlieir  leaders  ami  pastors  toncexniug  State  Missioijs. 
An  anti-mission  |>aslor  means  au  anti-mission  following,  an  ana- 
mission  messa^  means  anti-mission  action.  If  oiu  pastors  were 
tiioroughly  aroused  lo  the  fact  that  it  is  oar  mission  to  spi-ead  the 
whole  Truth  our  bi^ards  would  not  have  met  the  serious  retrench- 
ments of  1030.  THe  lieid  work  m  our  ex'angeii>m  has  been  serioasly 
crippled,  Sunday  school  and  B.  Y.  P.  T.  work  has  been  curtailed. 
Xow,  brethren,  my  conclusion  is  this — that  we  have  gathered  the 
hardest  that  we  sowed.  There  has  not  been  one  soul  saved  by  al- 
lowing our  workers  to  leave  these  fields.  We  pT\)bably  have  at 
the  expense  of  souls  in  these  mountains  sa\ed  a  few  dollars  to 
ourselves:  but  we  have  not  done  our  duty.  The  end  has  not  cora« 
yet  to  anything  except  to  some  of  God  ^  blessings  we  have  denied 
ourselves. 

In  the  most  trying  depression  that  we  have  ever  known  has 
come  through  our  own  neglect.  We  m.-st  nUly  and  meet  the  issue 
face  to  face,

REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS 

We  are  grateful  to  God  for  His  manifest  blessing  upon  the  work 
Southern  Baptists  are  carrying  on  in  the  regions  be^vond. 

The  Foreign  Mission  Board  reports  the  largest  number  of  l>ap- 
lisms  it  has  ever  been  able  to  report  in  any  one  year,  14,415. 
Rumania  again  leads  in  the  nrmber  of  t)ap.i>n^s,  5,5.  0.  itaiy  reports 
a  larger  number  of  baptisms  than  in  any  previous  year,  396.  Gra- 
cious revivals  were  reporte<i  in  the  foreign  fields.  One  of  the 
most  oatsta^nding  e\angelistic  tours  ever  known  was  made  by  Dr. 
George  W-  Truett  through  Brazil,  Argentina  and  Chi  e.  As  a  re- 
sult of  his  ministry,  multitudes  confessed  Christ  as  Savior. 

Our  foieign  mission  workers  consist  of  425  mlS^ionaries.  79  are 
Tit  home  on  fur.ough,  and  2.052  native  missionaries,  who  are  op- 
erated in  fourteen  different  countries. 

The  debt  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board,  -January  1,  192S 
was  $1,145,000,  On  January  1,  1031  it  was  $945,3o6,  a  net  reduc- 
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liou  of  $2000,000.  In  making  the  appropriation  for  1931,  the  Board 
reduced  the  appropriation  ^'280,000  below  the  amount  appropri- 
ated in  1930,  a  reduction  of  20  per  cent.  The  Board  suspended 
temporarily  the  payment  of  10  per  cent  of  program  receipts  upon 
the  debt.  The  Lottie  Moon  offering,  taken  duaing  December  by 
our  women,  enabled  the  Foreign  ^fission  Board  to  pay  the  sala- 
ries of  one  hundred  missionaries  and  to  provide  for  other  despe- 
rately needed  things.  Timely  help  from  the  Avomen  kept  the  work 
of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  from  crushing  disaster  in  a  number 
of  its  fields. 

It  now  rests  with  the  local  churches  and  ever}'  friend  of  For- 
eign Missions  to  save  this  work  Vvhich  is  in  peril.  The  convention 
can  only  pass  resolutions,  but  with  the  churches  and  individual ■> 
rests  the  present  and  future  of  this  work  of  Christ. 
We  pray  you  will  not  let  the  Lord's  work  fail.

REPORT  ON  HOSPITAL 

The  Xorth  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital  at  Winston-Salem  has 
already  demonstrcited  its  worth  and  has  become  a  necessity  in  the 
life  of  our  people.For  eight  years,  our  hospital  has  served  the 
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Baptists  of  North  Carolina.  Duriiij>'  this  time  it  has  admitted  more 
than  fifteen  thousand  patients.  These  have  come  from  all  over 
OUT  State  and  from  other  States.  Two  thousand  six  hundred  and 
hfty-two  patients  were  cared  for  last  year.  Of  this  number  622 
werie  full  charity,  and  599  were  part  pay  patients. 

The  Sunday  schools  of  our  Baptist  churches  have  been  asked 
to  observe  Mother's  Day  the  second  Sunday  in  May  and  make  a 
special  offering  for  the  hospital.  This  money  goes  to  help  care  for 
th.8  charity  patients  and  is  matched  by  a  like  sum  from  the  Duke 
Foundation,  which  makes  possible  double  the  charity  service  that 
otherwise  could  be  rendered.  Last  year  the  charity  work  done 
amounted  to  $45,000.00,  and  this  year  it  will  ^amount  to  around 
$60,000.00.  The  Mother's  Day  offering  has  been  gradually  declin- 
ing. Last  year  the  Mother's  Day  offering  was  $1,225.00  less  than 
the  year  before. 

If  we  would  make  some  arrangement  to  relieve  our  hospital  of 
debt  and  make  a  worthy  Mother's  Day  offering  each  year  for  our 
hospital,  it  would  be  a  paying  institution.  Within  eight  years  it 
has  retired  $40,000.00  of  its  ir>debtedness  and  built  and  paid  for 
a  $50,000.00  Nurses'  Home.  Could  we  hop-e  for  much  more  of  an 
institution  that  does  charity  work*/ 

The  continual  falling  off  of  receipts  and  the  increa&ing  demands 
for  charity  has  made  the  meetir.g  of  these  obligations  an  im- 
possibility. The  Hospital  Board  recommended  at  the  State  Con- 
\ention  at  Raleigh  last  November  that  the  community  sending  a 
charity  patient  be  asked  to  pay  $1.50  per.  day  to  help  bear  the 
expense  and  thus  relieve  the  hospital  of  the  entire  burden. 

We  recommend  that  two  things  be  done  for  the  Hospital :  l.That 
each  Sunday  school  in  the  Association  be  urged  to  put  on  the 
Mother's  Day  prop;Tam  as  suggested  by  the  State  Convention, 
and  take  a  special  offering  for  the  Hospital  at  that  time  and 
send  it  to  Walters  Durham,  Raleigh,  N.  C,  with  designation  that 
it  is  for  the  Hospital. 

2.  That  the  pastors  and  leaders  encourage  people  of  means  to 
leave  bequests  for  the  hospital.  Fifteen  thousand  dollars  will  pro- 
vide a  bed  in  the  ward  of  the  hospital  for  all  time  and  will 
eare  for  24  people  each  year  as  long  as  time  shall  last.

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REPORT  ON  CHUIi^TIAN  DPUCATION 

It  is  a  matter  of  history  that  the  Christiau  church  gave  the 
>vorld  the  idea  of  education.  Practically  all  the  early  educational 
institutions  founded  in  our  own  country  wer-e  Christian  and  were 
founded  by  the  Church  for  the  purpose  of  Christian  education. 
About  one  hundred  years  ago  North  Carolin4  Baptists  realiz^ed  the 
n-etd  of  an  educated  ministry,  in  i8o4  Wake  orest  College  was 
founded  for  this  purpose.  Soon  the  need  for  an  ediiiated  constitu- 
ency was  realized,  so  the  college  was  thrown  open  to  laymen.  This 
beginning  opened  the  way  for  a  ^system  of  schools  which  was  des- 
tined to  include  elementary  schools,  high  schools,  junior  and 
gienior  collegies. 

About  twenty  five  years  ago  the  State  of  North  Carolina  begaii 
her  program  of  public  education.  This  program  has  expanded  so 
that  North  Carolina  Baptists  hav,e  been  forced  out  of  the  school 
business.  To  save  our  ,schoo  s  we  tried  to  make  jtiiiior  colleges 
out  of  most  of  the  high  schools.  This  Avas  an  error,  as  the  plan 
largely  failed,  and  has  led  us  further  into  debt. 

About  six  years  ago  Meredith  College  was  rebuilt  at  a  cost  of 
about  one  and  one  quarter  million  dollars.  Bonds  wer.e  issued  in 
the  name  of  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention.  The  de- 
pression came  on  and  it  has  been  very  difficult  to  meet  the  bond 
payments.  Only  the  Lord  knows  what  the  outcome  wiU  be.  Six 
months  may  find  the  Convention  in  the  hands  of  receiv.ers. 

The  State  Convention  last  November  turned  over  to  the  trustees 
of  Wingate  Junior  College  the  property  of  that  institution. 

Since  the  Convention  an  attempt  was  made  to  consolidate  Mere- 
dith and  Chowan  colleges.  This  resulted  in  Chowan  withdrawing 
from  the  Convention,  and  they  will  attempt  to  operate  on  support 
from  Chowan  and  West  Chowan  Associations. 

Our  pres-ent  system  includes: 

Wake  Forest  College,  Meredith  College,  Mars  Hill  Junior  Col- 
lege and  Campbell  Junior  College. 

Our  So^ith-wide  institutions  include  two  seminaries,  two  mis- 
sionary training  schools,  and  one  Bible  institute. 

The  most  important  thing  before  North  Carolina  Baptists  now 
is  the  Convention  debts,  incrrred  largely  for  Christian  education. 
This  report  appeals  for  united  support  of  the  plan,  suggested  by 
our  leaders.

REPORT  ON  TEMPERANCE 

Temperance  may  be  dsignated  (1)  to  minimize  or  (2)  to  abolish 
the  use  of  alcohoJic  liquors  as  beverages.  May  we  consider  it  in  the 
light  of  the  second  interpretation,  that  of  total  abstinence. 

In  the  Old  Testament,  we  find  two  outstanding  examples  of 
total  abstinence  as  exemplified  in  the  Jewish  Nazarites  in  Num- 
bers VI:  1-21,  and  in  the  Rechabites  to  Jeremiah  XXXV:  1-6. 
Numersous  other  instances  are  recorded  in  both  the  Old  and  New 
Testaments,  likewise,  we  find  warning  after  warning  against  and 
telling  the  awful  results  of  using  intoxicating  liquors. 

The  earliest  modern  Temperance  Order  w^as  that  of  St.  Chris- 
topher organiz-ed  in  Germany  in  1517.  This  was  followed  by  the 
^'LandgTave  of  Hesse"  in  1600. 

The  Temperance  movement  began  much  earlier  in  the  United 
States  than  in  England,  and  in  1851,  the  people  of  East  Hampton, 
Long  Island,  endeavored  to  prohibit  or  limit  the  sale  of  intoxi- 
cating drinks.  In  1760,  the  religious  societies  began  to  protest 
against  drinking,  especially  at  frinerals,  and  in  1789,  two  hundr.ed 
met  at  Litchfield,  Conn.,  and  organized  the  first  Temperance  So- 
ciety. In  1790  the  medica'  men  led  by  Dr.  Rush  protested  against 
the  use  of  spirits,  and  four  years  later  advocated  total  abstinence. 
The  first  total  abstinence  pledge  was  drafted  by  Micaiah  Pendel- 
ton  of  Virginia.  This  was  followed  by  a  recommendation  by  Rev. 
H.  Humphreys  and  Dr.  Lyman  Reecher  in  1812  for  total  absti- 
nence, from  which  arose  numicroi^s  societies,  finally  culminating 
in  th'?  organization  of  the  American  Temperance  Union  in  1836. 
Then  followed  the  Washins^ton  Temperance  Societv  in  1840,  the 
Cr'^od  Templar  Society  in  1852,  tho  Sons  of  Temperance  Society,  in 
1859  +he  "Crusade"  by  women  led  by  onr  beloved  Frances  Eliza- 
beth Willard,  in  1873,  culminating  in  the  organization  of  the  Nat- 
ional Woman's  Christian  Tr-  '--^"ance  Union,  with  all  of  its  auxiL 


iaries.  The  purposes  of  these  organizations  are  to  educg^te  the; 
young,  form  better  public  sentiment,  reform  the  drinking  classes,^ 
and  to  secure  the  abolition  of  the  liquor  ti'aflic  by  State  and  Nat- 
ional legislation.  The  hrst  result  from  the  efforts  of  these  Unions, 
was  the  enactment  of  the  Maine  Prohibition  Law,  which  formed  the 
basis  of  all  subsequent  Prohibition  lavvs  in  the  other  Sstates,  until,, 
in  1911,  thirty-three  States  had  adopted  Local  Option.  On  January 
'^9,  1919,  thirty-six  States  had  confirmed  National  Prohibition,  and 
dieting  Secretary  of  State  Polk  issued  the  proclamation  prohibiting 
the  manufacture  and  sale  of  liquors  after  January  20,  1920. 

By  the  abov.e,  we  see  that  the  National  Woman's  Christian 
Temperance  Union  has  accomplished  one  of  the  objects  for  which 
it  was  instituted,  to-wit:  The  enactment  of  k'gislation  to  prohibit 
the  manufacture  and  sale  of  liquor.  The  other  three  are  not  so. 
fully  accomplished,  and  our  task  today  is  to  educate  the  yo:mg^ 
form  better  public  sentiment,  and  to  reform  the  drinking  classes.. 
It  is  an  individual  task,  an  individual  responsibi'ity  which  must 
be  met  and  solved  by  the  individual.  It^s  the  outstanding  question 
in  our  home  life,  our  community  life,  our  social  life,  our  politi- 
cal life,  and  our  moral  and  spiritual  life.  We  can  not  c^vade  it,, 
we  mast  face  it  and  align  ourselves  for  or  against  it.  Like  al' 
other  groat  questions  or  issues,  wo  can  win  the  victory,  but  it  wi'! 
he  won  only  when  we  go  to  God  in  earnest  prayer  and  then  ex- 
ercise our  inherent  rights  at  the  ballot  box.  This  is  the  crucial 
period  and  we  will  win  or  lose  accordingly  as  we  put  our  all  in 
ih'O  fight  that  is  now  on.  W^hat  will  your  answer  be?

REPORT  ON  SYLVA  COLLEGIATE  INSTITUTE 

Sylva  Collegiate  Institute  is  a  Baptist  School,  owned,  controlled 
and  operated  by  the  Baptists  of  Western  North  Carolina,  west  of 
Bkincombe  county.  The  board  of  trustees  is  made  up  of  men  se- 
lected by  the  different  associations  w.est  of  Buncombe.  The  school 
is  located  at  Sylva  in  Jackson  county,  and  has  a  plant  consisting 
of  abojt  four  acres  of  land  with  a  boys'  and  girls'  doiTnitory,  din- 
ing roomjscienee  department,  administration  building  and  gymna- 
sium. 

Sylva  Collegiate  Institute  is  at  the  present  time  an  accredited 
high  school  and  prepares  any  boy  or  girl  for  entrance  to  any  col- 
lege or  university.  Besides  the  academic  courses  it  offers,  a  student 
may  take  typewriting,  shorthand,  music,  voice  and  expression.  In 
Sylva  Collegiate  Institute  a  student  may  get  anything  offered  by 
the  high  schools  of  the  State. 

The  school  has  been  in  operation  for  thirty-three  years  and 
during  that  time  has  never  missed  a  aessiom  Among  its  gradu- 
ates are  some  of  the  leading  citizens,  not  only  of  our  own  section 
of  the  State,  but  of  the  entire  State,  We  find  graduates  of  Sylva 
we  may  go. 

Collegiate  Institute  fdling  responsible  positions  almost  anywhere 
It  is  the  aim  and  purpose  of  the  trustees  and  faculty  to  give 
'  the  boys  and  girls  more  than  they  can  get  in  other  schools  in  the 
way  of  Christian  training.  It  is  a  Christian  school,  with  Christian 
teachers,  who  try  to  instill  into  the  lives  of  the  pupils  the  nobler 
and  higher  things  of  life.  Character  building  is  our  aim  and 
ambition. 

The  prospect  for  the  cominng  session,  which  opens  on  August 
31st,  are  bright,  but  the  school  needs  and  must  have,  not  only 
the  moral,  but  the  financial  support  of  the  people  in  this  section 
of  the  State.  We  must  realize  that  this  is  our  school,owned,operated 
and  controlled  by  us,  and  worthy  of  our  support.  This  school  is 
the  source  to  which  we  must  look  for  the  training  of  our  boys 
and  girls  in  Christian  work  in  our  mountain  counties. 

However,  before  we  can  train  these  boys  and  girls  they  must 
attend  the  school.  There  are  now  enough  Baptist  boys  and  girls 
who  ought  to  attend  Sylva  Collegiate  Institute  to  fill  every  room 
and  more.  The  Baptists  ought  to  patronize  the  school  more.  We 


ought  to  give  our  boys  and  j^irls  the  advantages  of  the  training 
offered. 

People,  it  is  your  school.  It  is  your  resi)onsibility  to  support  it. 
11  is  your  duty  to  pati-oni/e  it.  It  is  your  privilege  to  be  proud  of 
it.  11  is  your  pleasure  to  work  for  it.  and  it  is  for  the  training 
of  boys  and  girls  and  the  advancement  of  the  Kingdom  of  God 
that  it  is  in  existence.

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REPORT  ON  MINISTERIAL  RELIEF 

This  is  a  question  in  which  every  Baptist  in  the  Southland 
sliould  be  vitally  interested  because  it  is  by  and  through  the  un- 
tiring efforts  of  our  aged  and  pioneering  ministers  that  we  have 
made  the  wonderful  progress  and  growth  during  the  last  fifty 
years  about  Avhich  we  proudly  boast  today.  Truly  we  have  made 
marvelous  growth  and  development  in  membership  and  value  of 
church  property,  for  example,  our  average  yearly  increase  in  mem- 
bei'ship  is  79,633  and  our  increase  in  property  valuation  is  $4,- 
652,198.00  for  the  year  1930,  Yes,  we  are  proud  to  proclaim  our 
marvelous  growth  and  take  great  pride  in  saying  that  we  are  the 
strongest  denomination  in  the  South. 

But  in  face  of  this  boasted  growth  and  dex  elopment,  Dr.  Thom- 
as J.  Watts,  Secretary  of  the  Relief  and  Annuity  Board,  of  Dal- 
las, Texas,  was  forced  to  report  on  April  30,  1931,  that  our  con- 
tributions and  gifts  to  his  Boaixl  dwindled  from  $419,437.25  iu 
3921  to  $113,576.17  in  1930,  an  average  yearly  decrease  of  $33-

We  have  on  the  Reli-ef  Roll  589  ministers,  565  widows  and 
150  children  with  a  great  number  of  applicants  who  can  not  re- 
ceive aid  for  lack  of  funds.  How  long  will  we  continue  to  treat 
this  matter  lightly  J  May  we  begin  here  and  now  to  devote  our- 
selves more  earnestly,  as  a  local  organization,  to  the  proper  con-

Report  On  Orphanage 

It  is  with  a  feeling  of  genuine  satisfaction  that  we  can  report 
the  continued  prosiperity  of  our  oi'phanage  work.  While  there  has 
been  a  decline  in  receipts  for  current  support,  the  orjrhanage 
was  never  closer  to  the  hearts  of  all  our  people.  We  will  especially 
commend  to  this  Aassociation  the  business  efficiencj''  and  eco.nomic 
wisdom  of  our  orphanage  administration.  Social  service  is  service 
to  human  beings.  The  fact  that  this  report  is  made  to  this  body 
is  taken  for  o-ranted  that  it  is  a  part  of  the  program  of  Jesus. 
The  work  of  the  orphanage  has  a  strong  resemblance  to  the  daily 
life  of  Jesus  during  his  earthly  ministry.  If  Christ  be  left  out 
of  this  ministry  it  loses  its  high  quality  and  faUs  to  the  level 
of  sounding  brass  and  tinkling  cymbal.  Put  Christ  in  and  the 
whole  face  of  the  service  changes.  A  cup  of  cold  water  in  his 
name  admits  to  Heaven's  honor  roll,  and  inasmuch  as  ye  did  it 
to  one  of  the  least  of  these  is  not  only  real  social  service  of  high 
order,  but  personal  service  to  Jesus,  Himself.  When  we  f ollof  Jesus 
in  going  about  doing  good,  He  gives  to  the  work  of  our  hands 
eternal  values.  There  are  at  present  at  Thomasville  and  at  the 
Kennedy  Home  635  children.  By  mothers'  aid  we  are  helping 
293  with  68  mothers.  So  now,  in  all,  we  >are  caring  for  928  children. 
During  the  year,  we  have  touched  the  lives  of  perhaps  another 
thousand  by  our  field  service,  by  mothers  aid,  and  in  the  insti- 
tution we  have  cared  for  nearly  four  thousand  children.  Our 
health  and  our  life  both  at  Thomasville  and  the  Kennedy  Home 
have  moved  on  over  the  rough  and  smooth  I'plaees  with  no  ex- 


perie.nces  that  are  not  common  to  wide-awake  children  and  to 
those  who  labor  with  them.  As  a  denomination  we  have  made 
a  bmve  ))eg-inning-  in  the  field  of  child  care,  and  God  forbid  that 
there  be  any  wavering  now,  but  rather  that  the  present  diffi- 
culties challenge  to  the  best  we  have  ever  done.

Report  on  Co-operative  Program 

The  "Co-operative  Program"  is  the  plan  that  has  been  adopted 
by  the  Southern  Bagotist  Convention  that  all  may  co-operate 
together  in  advancing  all  objects  which  we  foster.  Xo  plan, 
however,  perfect  will  work  itself,  and  the  apparent  failure  of 
the  Co-operative  Program  is  really  the  failure  of  the  pastors 
and  churches  to  set  up  the  every  member  canvass,  and  bring  it 
before  every  member  in  every  church  in  our  Association.  In  this 
way  every  m.ember  in  every  church  will  be  asked  to  support  ev- 
ery object  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

When  we  subscribe  one  dollar  to  the  Co-operative  Program,  55 
cents  stays  in  Xorth  Carolina,  and  45  cents  for  all  other  objects 
out  of  Xorth  Carolian,  as  follows:  33  cents  for  State  Convention 
debt;  16  cents  for  State  Missions;  4  cents  for  hospital;  2  cents 
for  ministerial  education.  To  South-wide  objects:  25  cents  for 
Foreign  Missions;  10  cents  for  Home  Missions;  5V2  cents  for 
Seminaries;  3^2  cents  for  our  old  ministers;  1  cent  for  Xew 
Orleans  Hospital. 

This  plan  is  easy  for  every  Baptist  to  see  and  understand  . 

We  recommend  that  all  our  churches  begin  to  make  plans  for 
the  every  member  canvass  this  fall,  and  that  our  pastors  fall  in 
line  and  encourage  such  a  movement.

R-eport  on  Home  Missions  read  by  J.  B.  Ensley.  Discussion 
deferred  until  afternoon  session. 

Report  on  Home  Missions 

The  Home  Mission  Board  was  organized  in  1845,  being  87 
years  ago  During  these  87  years  its  influence  has  been  a  wonder- 
ful power  for  the  upbuilding  of  the  Master's  Kingdom.  Thssre  is 
no  wav  of  estimating  the  value  of  its  service  in  evangelizing  and 
christi^.ni7ing  the  people  in  the  field  of  its  operation.  Possibly 
it  is  unsurpassed  by  any  missionary  organization  in  the  world. 
During  this  period  of  87  years  the  Board  employed  41,062  mis- 
sionaries. These  missionaries  rc^ported  as  a  resuH  of  their  work 
785,500  baiptisms.  They  organized  8,570  churches.  These  785,500 
bf^ptisms  represent  one-fifth  of  the  total  present  membership 
of  the  Southern  Baptists.  These  8,570  churches  organized  by 
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Home  Board  Missionaries  represent  one  out  of  every  three  of 
the  total  member  of  the  churches  Southern  Baptists  now  have. 
The  Board  has  received  'and  expended  $20,500,0'00,  much  of  whicli 
was  s-pent  in  church  building  and  other  enterprises,  and  yet, 
based  on  this  total,  the  785,500  baptisms  reported  by  mission^ 
arios  of  the  Home  Board  cost  an  .average  of  $25.00  each.  This 
is  a  glorious  record  of  achievement  and  should  inspire  our  people 
to  gird  themselves  in  the  strength  of  the  Lord  and  g-o  forward. 

Administration 

During  the  last  two  years  the  Board  had  to  meet  its  obliga- 
tions with,  a  fearfully  decreased  income.  The  receipts  for  the 
last  conventional  yeai*  were  $110,851  less  than  for  the  previous 
year,  yet  the  Board  paid  $81,896  on  the  principal  of  its  debt. 

Tre  Lord  Blessing  The  Work 

The  Board  has  been  forced  to  reduce  its  mission  force,  but  has 
not  abajidoned  any  of  its  mission  fields.  There  were  1,574  bap- 
tisms  among  the  foreigners,  Indians  and  Negroes  last  year,  as 
compared  with  1,543  the  previous  year.  Dr.  OHara  reports  158 
baptisms  for  the  Mountain  School  work.  The  total  number  of  bap- 
tisms in  all  fields  last  year  is  3,128. 

Work  Among  Foreigners. 

Progressive  work  is  being  carried  on  under  the  direction  of  the 
Board  by  38  workers,  supplying  122  churches  and  mission  stations, 
and  doing  other  effective  work  in  the  way  of  schools  etc. 

The  Future  Policy. 

The  board,  as  we  understand,  is  intei-preting  missions  to  be  pri- 
marily the  making  and  baptising  of  decipbvs.  Its  policy  ^s,  there- 
fore, to  major  on  preaching  the  Gospel  in  Cuba  and  Panama,  and 
to  the  foreigners,  the  Indians,  the  Negroes  and  in  the  congested 
centers  in  the  cities  in  the  homeland. 

The  Board  needs  our  help.  Will  we  respond?  This  question 
should  be  answered  in  the  affirmative  by  the  3,850,278  Baptists 
in  our  Southland.

'  ■  J.  B.  Ensley  spoke  on  the  report  on  Home  Missions. 

Report  on  hospitals  by  J.  J,  Hooper,  as  follows:  Bro.  Hooper 
spoke  on  his  report. 

Hospil^ls 

Denominational  and  private  hospitals  care  for  75  per  cent  of 
all  the  patients  of  this  country  and  spend  less  than  one  half  of 
the  money  used  for  this  care.  Fortunately  the  Baptist  Hospital  be- 
longs to  that  class  that  makes  a  dollar  go  a  long  way. 

For  1931  was  our  hardest  year  and  1932  is  even  worse.  Demands 
for  help  greatV  increase  and  income  from  pay  patients  decrsase 
with  the  months.  Many  of  the  smaller  hospitals  ^ave  been  com- 
pelled to  discontimie  taking  charity  patients  and  that  has  in- 
creased the  number  sent  us.  A  large  percentage  of  our  people 
are  out  of  work  or  on  short  time  and  cut  wages.  Many  live  on 
the  farm  and  have  no  money.  Worry,  poor  living  conditions,  too 
7-i?id  economy,  have  increased  the  amount  of  sickness  among  the 
DFople  unable  to  pay,  and  all  of  these  things  combine  to  increase 
our  financial  burden.  At  this  writing  there  are  35  patients  in 
our  Hospital  receiving  help.  They  come  from  21  counties,  all 
the  way  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Tennessee  line.  They  must  be 
cared  for  or  many  of  them  will  die.  But  the  question  is  ^THow 
can  we  do  it?'^ 

We  are  gretting  fewer  pay  patients.  The  first  four  months  of 
this  vear  shows  1317  less  pay  days  than  the  same  period  last 
vear.That  means  less  income  from  pay  patients.  The  indications 
Pre  that  Mother's  Day  offerings  will  be  •'^2,500  00  short  of  last 
year.  So  the  income  has  been  reduced  from  every  source  and 
tho  free  ser^-ice  increased. 

To  meet  these  conditions,  we  have  cut  salaries,  curtailed  ex- 
penses, left  off  equipment  everywhere  and  yet  we  cannot  meet 
the  demands. 

Our  churches  must  help  on  the  patients  they  send  us  or  we

will  be  compelled  to  close  our  doors  to  the  needy  sick  or  go  hope- 
lessly in  debt.  But  we  are  commanded  to  keep  out  of  debt  and 
compelled  to  take  the  sick  by  our  pastors  and  churches.  We 
can't  possibly  do  it  and  so  we  plead  that  each  church  will  send 
us  $1.50  a  day  for  each  patient  that  church  sends.  If  they  will 
do  this  much  we  will  take  care  of  the  patients,  carry  the  load 
and  keep  out  of  debt.  This  is  no  great  burden  on  the  church 
because  they  only  have  to  help  one,  but  we  have  around  2,000 
cases  a  year  that  must  be  helped  and  if  each  church  will  carry 
its  part,  we  can  keep  going,  if  not,  we  will  be  ruined. 

Fellow  Baptists,  these  are  your  brothers  and  sisters.  This  is 
your  Hospital.  You  built  it  to  care  for  these  very  needy  sick. 
Shall  we  be  compelled  to  qiiit  this  charity  work,  or  go  out  of 
business  in  these  times  that  need  us  most?  These  people  will 
die  now  unless  we  save  them.  We  appeal  to  you  to  provide  the 
means  to  care  for  them. 

Take  Mother's  Day  Offerings.  Send  that  $1.50  a  day  when  yo^i 
send  a  'patient.  Send  your  pay  patients  to  us.  Pray  for  us.  Talk 
about  our  Hospital.  It  is  one  of  the  best  in  the  land.  Join 
hands  with  us  in  the  battle  for  health  anS  life.  We  challenge 
you  in  the  name  of  Christ  and  sick  humanity.  Will  you  ring  true?

Ministerial  iRelief 

The  achievements  of  the  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  since  its 
organization,  fourteen  years  ago,  are  notable  and  worthy.  Most 
of  our  people,  however,  know  very  little  about  the  business  of 
this  Board.  Hence,  I  shall  set  forth  some  of  the  facts  contained 
in  the  Board's  report  to  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  at  St. 
Petersburg,  Florida,  in  May  last.  Since  I  am  to  report  only  on 
ministerial  relief  I  shall  omit  those  facts  relating  to  Annuities. 

First,  The  Board  paid  during  1931  benefits  totaling  $211,017.59. 
Of  this  sum  $132,356.41  was  paid  to  Relief  Beneficiaries. 

Second,  There  were  1,514  ministers,  missionaries,  widows,  and 
orphans  >rided  through  the  Relief  Department. 

Third,  The  benefits  in  the  relief  department  were  reduced  in 
March  of  this  year  from  $132,000.00  to  $100,000.00.  This  was 
due  to  the  inabilitv  of  the  Board  to  make  up  the  lack  of  gifts 
from'  the  churches  from  its  reserve.  The  Relief  Reserve  has  been 
completely  exhausted  and  heavy  drafts  have  been  made  upon 
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the  small  earnings  reserve.  No  more  reductions  in  reserves  can 
be  made. 

Fourth,  The  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  is  supposed  to  receive 
7  per  cent  of  South-wide  benevolences.  Only  3^  per  cent  of  the 
gifts  of  our  people  for  South-wide  causes  actually  gets  to  the 
Belief  and  Annuity  Board.  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  so  many 
of  our  people  designate  their  gifts  and  so  little  money  is  des- 
ignated to  this  cause.  The  Board  in  its  report  begs  for  a  more 
equitable  division  of  gifts. 

Fifth,  The  business  affairs  of  the  Board  are  carefully  handled 
by  Committees  on  which  are  able  business  and  professional 
men  residing  in  Dallas,  Texas.  Its  funds  are  invested  in  sound 
securities  in  which  there  has  been  practically  no  default  either 
in  principal  or  interest.

Report  on  Christian  Education  read  by  W.  G.  Reed,  prefpared 
by  L.  L.  Shaver.  Bro.  Herbert  Baucom,  of  Wake  Forest  College, 
and  James  Morgan,  Raleigh,  spoke  on  Christian  Education. 

Christian  Education 

A^Hien  our  Baptist  people  began  their  educational  program  they 
did  not  have  the  opposition  of  a  state  school  system.  Now  the 
state  has  entered  the  field  of  education  under  the  leadership  of 
men  and  women  who  have  been  educated  in  our  Baptist  schools. 
We  must  uphold  our  Baptist  institutions  that  we  have  now  so 
that  our  state  schools  will  be  under  the  leadership  of  Christian 
teachers,  who  by  their  lives  will  hold  before  the  students  the 
Christian  ideal.  They  may  not  teach  religion  in  their  classroom, 
but  .^s  Christian  men  and  women,  they  will  live  it. 

We  now  have  Meredith  College,  Wake  Forest  College,  Mars 
Hill  Junior  CoPege  and  'Campbell  Junior  College.  These  schools 
need  more  physical  equipment.  They  cannot  hope  to  compete  with 
our  state  schools  in  every  way,  but  they  can  be  sma  1  efficient 
schools  that  jplaee  the  emphasis  upon  the  Christian  content  in 
education.  By  this  method  we  will  furnish  a  large  proportion 
of  Christian  leaders  of  tomorrow. 

In  addition  to  denominational  schools.  Baptists  .are  maintaining 
student-secretaries  on  the  campuses  of  non-denominationa'  schools 
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to  care  for  the  religious  interest  of  the  students.  Thi-s  is  fostered 
through  the  Baptist  Student  Union  (B.  S.  U.)-  There  are  more 
Baptist  boys  and  girls  in  state  schools  than  in  denominational 
schools.  One  of  our  Jackson  County  girls  is  at  present  president 
ofe  the  State  B.  S.  IT.  Let  us  strengthen  and  enlarge  the  work 
of  the  B.  S.  U.

Report  cn  Temperance 

Temperance  is  a  question  that  has  been  and  is  being  discussed 
throughout  our  country. 

Much  is  being  said  in  behalf  of  Temperance  but  very  little 
is  done.  Men  write,  talk  and  publish  articles  in  its  behalf;  but, 
is  that  sufficient? 

Laws  have  been  enacted  by  our  government  that  would  abolish 
all  strong  drinks.  Has  it  won  out?  If  not,  Avhy  not? 

Strong  drink  is  the  direct  cause  of  about  90  per  cent  of  all 
crimes  committed  in  our  land.  More  lives  are  lost  by  the  use 
of  liouor  than  anv  other  cause  in  our  country.  Hence,  the  high 
r-ost  of  running  the  courts  of  our  land  is  caused  by  liquor.  The 
prisons,  both  state  and  federal,  are  filled  at  the  expense  of  our 
t;ix  payers. 

We  need  enforcement  of  our  laws  against  the  violators.  The 
morals  of  our  country  would  be  much  better.  Our  churches  and 
Sunday  school  rooms  would  be  better  filled. 

So'^'e  of  the  direct  causes  of  liquor  are:  The  downfall  of  our 
di'^us'hters;  the  ruin  of  womanhood.  It  turns  honest  men  into" 
jifirs,  making  dishonest  "people  out  of  the  truthful.  What  other 
cu-'-se  cnus^s  as  much  trou'^^'o  for  onr  nation? 

Are  we  being  loval  to  Him  (Christ)  as  we  should  be?  He 
^•""-hes  ns  to  be  Temp'^rate  in  all  things,  T  Cor.  9:25;  Titus  2:2; 
Heb  2:15. 

What  plass  or  kind  of  p'^opl'^  should  Temp^rar-c^  l^pp-in  w^^-h  ^ 
"''he  watchmen  on  Zion's  Walls,  a  community  that  is  agiainst 
drunkenrie!=:s,  is  a  prosperous  place  when  people  are  kind  to 
each  other. 
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There  are  many  other  things  that  are  hurtful  and  sinful  that 
people  indulge  in.  For  instance,  much  use  of  the  cigarette  hy 
})oth  sexes.  It  is  time  for  the  fathers  and  mothers  to  rise  up 
and  take  a  stand  against  the  evils  that  befall  the  present  gen- 
eration. We  must  begin  in  our  homes  to  train  our  children  against 
"Old  King  Alcohol '  and  what  it  is  doing  to  our  human  race. 
It  has  ruined  thousands  of  homes;  made  orphans  all  through  our 
land,  causing  hungry  and  destitute  thousands  to  go  without  the 
comforts  of  life. 

What  will  we  do  and  what  can  we  do  as  Christians  to  make 
the  world  better  to  live  in?

Sylva  Co'Iegiate  Institute 

Sylva  Collegiate  Institute,  from  its  beginning  until  now,  has 
always  been  n  cheiished  denominational  object  with  all  of  our 
Associations  in  the  western  part  of  North  Carolina,  and  any 
nppeal  for  its  needs  has  never  fallen  on  deaf  ears  or  irresponsive 
hearts;  but,  to  the  contrary^  our  Baptists  ^and  friends  of  the 
school  have  responded  nobly  and  liberally. 

But,  as  we  are  all  aware,  a  great  retrenchment  was  begun  with 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  and  all  its  Agencies  or  Boards, 
and,  as  a  result,  the  Home  Mission  Board  was  forced  to  go  out 
of  the  Mountain  School  business  last  year.  Beginning  with  Jan- 
uary 1,  1931,  the  Home  Board  withdrew  all  appropriations  foj' 
maintenance  from  all  Home  Board  Schools,  leaving  the  respons- 
iljilitv  for  financing  the  operation  of  the  schools  to  the  Trustees 
and  friends  of  these  schools. 

In  mjeeting  this  emergency,  the  Local  Trustees  of  Sylva  Col- 
legiate Institute  together  with  the  co-operation  of  the  local 
churches  throughout  this  section,  m.ade  a  special  effort  to  supply 
i^ie  loss  sustjained  by  the  withdi'awal  of  the  support  of  the' 
Board.  The  response  was  gratifying  and  the  school  was  able  to 
continue  its  work  'ast  year.  Xew  policies  were  inaugurated  as 
to  the  employment  of  'principal  and  faculty.  Mr.  C.  L.  Cope  was 
elected  as  principal  and  the  whole  responsibility  of  financing 
the  school  thrown  upon  his  shoulders.  He  was  to  engiage  a  full 
faculty  and  was  to  employ  this  faculty  with  the  distinct  under- 
standing and  agreem(\nt  that  all  rop>9i'ating  expenses  be  pai4 
before  any  'payments  on  salaries  were  to  be  made. 
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Notwithstanding  all  these  handicaps  we  had  an  enrollment  of 
50  high  school  students  and  about  the  usual  enrollm.ent  in  the 
grades.  We  had  a  graduating  class  of  13  this  year. 

We  feel  that  the  spirit  of  the  faculty  in  bearing  the  financial 
losses  last  year  is  worthy  of  mentioning.  Heretofore,  the  Trus- 
tees along  with  the  Home  Mission  Board  have  been  faced  each 
year  with  a  deficit,  but  this  year,  the  burden  has  been  borne  by 
the  principal  and  his  associates.  They  met  it  fearlessly. 

We  regret  to  advise  you  that  conditions  have  forced  us  to 
suspend  operation  of  the  school  for  this  year.  However,  if  plans 
that  lare  now  in  the  process  of  materializing  do  materialize, 
Sylva  Collegiate  Institute,  the  High  school  that  you  heretofore 
knew,  may  be  Sylva  Collegiate  InstituTe,  the  outstanding  Junior 
College  of  Western  North  Carolina.  Folks,  it  can  be  done  if 
^^  e  Ba-pl  ists  of  our  western  Associations  are  determined  that  it 
shall  be  so.  Consecration,  concentration  and  cooperation  will  bring 
it  to  pass.

Article  1.  This  association  shall  be  called  the  Tuckasei^ee  Bap- 
tist Association.

The  association  shall  be  comp'osed  of  representatives 
selected  by  'Missionary  Baptist  churches  which  have  been  received 

Ariti'cle  5.  This  association  shall  have  no  power  to  lord  it  over 
the  representatives  are  sdected. 

iArticle  4.  Each  church  shall  send  to  the  clerk  of  the  association 
two  weeks  prior  to  the  convening  of  the  body  a  letter  containing 
full  information  concerning  the  church,  using  the  blank  form  sug- 
gested fo-r  this  purpose  by  our  state  denominational  headquarters. 

Article  5  This  association  shall  have  no  power  to  lord  it  over 
God's  heritage,  nor  shall  it  have  any  clerical  power  over  the 
churches  or  infringe  on  any  of  their  internal  rights. 

Article  6.  The  association  shall  have  a  moderator,  vice-mode- 
rator, clerk,  treasurer,  historian,  Sunday  sichool  superintendent, 
and  Baptist  Young  People's  Union  president.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  Sunday  School  superintendent  and  the  Baptist  Y'oung  People's 
Unions  president  to  effect  such  organization  as  is  necessary  to  do 
effective  work  in  the  Sunday  schools  and'  the  Eapt4st  Young  Peo- 
ple's Unions  of  the  association  and  to  report  annually  to  the  as- 
sociation. 

Article  7.  The  association  shall  have^the  right  to  determine  what 
churches  shall  be  admitted  as  members  of  this  body. 

Article  8.  This  association  shall  have  the  right  to  withdtraw 
her  fellowship  from  any  church  for  not  complying  with  her  rules, 
or  for  violating  the  orthodox  principles  of  the  Gospel. 

Article  9.  Each  church  in  the  association  shall  be  entitled  to 
three  delegates  and  one  additional  delegate  for  each  $10.00  con- 
tributed to  any  of  the  causes  fostered  by  the  denomination. 

Article  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  to  have  the  Articles 
of  Faith  and  Constitution  printed  in  the  minutes  annually.  It 
shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  to  send  to  the  clerk  of  each 
church,  not  less  than  six  weeks  prior  to  the  convening  of  the 
association,  the  blank  form  to  be  used  in  making  up  the  churches' 
ass'ociaitional  letter. 

Article  11.  The  association  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  Trustees 
for  the  Sylva  Collegiate  Institute,  consisting  of  twenty-one  mem- 
bers; seven  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  The  first  seven, 
to  serve  one  year,  the  second  seven  to  serve  two  years,  the  third 
seven  to  serve  three  years.  These  trustees  are  empowered  to  re- 
ceive and  hold  school  property  for  the  association;  to  select  teach- 
ers, and  attend  to"  such  other  business  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  educational  interests  of  the  association.  The  association  shall 
appoint  seven  trustees  annually  and  fill  all  vacancies  that  occur 
by  resignation  or  otherwise.  Said  trnstees  are  required  to  report 
annually  to  the  association. 

Article  12.  This  constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present. 

Article  13.  There  shall  be  an  executive  committee  composed  of 
the  moderator  and  clerk  and  as  many  other  members  as  the  asso- 
ciation may  deem  wise,  which  committee  shall  be  elected  annually.

REPORT  ON  PERIODICALS 

'There  are  three  ways  of  promoting:  religion:  by  preaching, 
by  personal  testimony  and  by  printed  page.  If  any  one  of  these 
three  ways  is  neglected,  Kingdom  work  suffers. 

Since  there  is  being  placed  in  the  hands  of  our  people  more 
''Cheap  literature"  than  ever  before,  it  becomes  still  more  essen- 
tial that  we  place  in  our  homes  wholesome  literature  to  counter- 
act the  other. 

For  ninety-eight  years  the  Biblical  Recorder  has  served  North 
Carolina  Baptists.  The  past  year  was  financially  the  most  trying 
in  twentty-five  years.  The  circulation  has  been  on  the  decline  each 
year  since  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-nine.  Not  only  must  this 
decline  be  stopped,  but  we  must  greatly  inorease  the  circulation 
during  the  next  few  years  if  we  are  to  go  forward  in  our  denomi- 
national work  at  home,  and  on  the  foreign  (fields.  To  this  end  we 
reeommend  that  each  pastor  in  this  Association  urge  his  people 
at  least  to  double  their  subscriptions  to  the  Recorder  this  year. 

There  are  other  publications  fostered  by  certain  departments 
of  our  work  that  Bhould  be  read  my  many  of  our  people. 

Charity  and  Children,  published  by  The  Mills  Home,  gives 
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valuable  information  not  only  about  our  Orphanage,  but  also  about 
Other  phases  of  the  work. 

Royal  Service,  Home  and  Foreign  Fields,  and  World  Comrades 
are  missi'onary  publications  that  should  reach  and  be  read  in  every 
Baptist  home  in  the  Southland.

REPORT  ON  ORPHANAGE 

Do  not  judge  from  the  Brevity  of  /this  report  that  this  insti- 
tuion  is  just  drifting  along  without  accomplishing  any  worthy 
results.    This  is  not  the  cas^  at  all. 

Since  November  11,  188'5,  the  date  the  first  child  was  enrolled 
until  July  24,  1933  w^  have  enrolled  30-22  children  in  this  home.  At 
piesent  there  are  633  children  at  Thomasville  and  the  Kennedy 
Home  at  Kingston.  To  this  number  should  be  added  215  children 
who  are  receiving  the  benefit  of  the  Mother's  Aid,  one  phase  of  the 
^ork  making  a  grand  total  of  848. 

The  Auditors  report  reveals  the  fact  that  the  daily  cost  of 
maintaining  the  institution  will  average  $4i25.  That  it  cost  the 
Orphanage  $20.25  per  month  to  care  f  or  one  child. 

That  one  day's  supply  of  food  would  require  one  whole  beef, 
2  barrels  of  flower,  4  bushels  of  corn  meal,  12  bushels  of  teweet 
potatoes,  6  bushels  of  Irish  potatoes  and  other  items  in  proportdon. 

Before  closing  your  'Committee  wants  to  say  that  this  insti- 
tution is  dependent  to  a  large  degree  upon  2374  Sunday  Schools 
for  its  support.  The  once  a  month  offering  and  the  Thanksgiving 
offering.    Less  than  600  Sunday  Schools  Contribute  to  its  support.

For  more  than  thirty  years,  this  Association  along  with  a 
num'ber  of  other  Associations  in  Western  North  Carolina,  felt  that 
in  Sylva  iCollegiate  Institute  we  had  an  institution  an  which  our 
boys  and  girls  could  receive  a  Chrstian  Education  and  then  go  out 
to  higher  institutions  of  learning  or  enter  life's  work  with  a  well 
rounded  education  in  which  the  heart'  has  been  trained  as  well  as 
the  mind. 

Baptist  and  other  friends  of  the  school  were  very  zealous  in 
their  support  of  the  institution  and  it  became  a  vital  pan  of  the 
Baptist  life  in  this  section.  'Churches,  B.  Y.  P.  U.'s,  Sunday 
Schools  and  other  denominational  orgamizations  were  strengthen- 
ed by  its  influence  all  over  this  section.    From  its  halls  have  gone 
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isome  of  the  finest  young  men  and  women  that  this  country  has 
had  and  are  to-day  serving  nobly  in  the  task  that  God  has  assigned 
to  their  hands  and  are  reflecting  the  credit  and  honor  upon  the 
denomination  that  gave  them  the  opportunity  f'or  the  training  that 
they  received  a*  ;S.  iC.  I. 

To-day,  Sylva  Collegiate  Institute,  like  many  others  of  her 
class  and  rank,  stand's  idle  and  numerous  boys  and  girls  worthy 
of  a  Christian  Eiducati'on,  are  deprived  of  it,  probably  because  mian 
or  men  sought  to  substitute  their  plan  or  plans  for  God's  plan.  We 
do  not  know  what  the  future  holds  for  the  school,  (but  we  do  know 
that  the  Baptist  in  this  section  has  lost  a  mighty  power  for  good 
from  her  ranks.

Report  as  follows : 

STATE  MISSIONS 

About  one  half  of  the  church  members  in  Niorth  Carolina  are 
Baptist.  This  is  probably  due  to  the  aggressive  iState  Mission 
program  of  our  State  Mission  Board.  iChurches  that  were  once 
poor  and  aided  by  the  State  Mission  Board  have  not  remained  poor. 
For  example,  a  church  once  aided  by  the  Board  gave  last  year  to 
cause  outside  of  the  local  church  more  money  than  twenty-five 
entire  associations. 

The  board  has  also  aided  churches  located  in  strategic  places, 
such  as  college  centers. 

Due  to  the  lack  of  funds,  the  board  was  able  last  year  to  aid 
only  about  one  third!  the  number  of  churches  as  was  aided  a  few 
years  ago. 

'The  Sunday  School  and  B.  Y.  P.  U.  Departments  have  done 
splendid  work.  Some  time  ago  5000  people  in  85  ichurches  were 
studying  Sunday  School  iMethods. 

Splendid  work  has  been  done  through  our  Building  Evangelist 
and  our  representative  to  the  colored  Baptist  of  North  Carolina. 
Due  to  the  lack  of  sufficient  funds  both  these  departments  will 
have  to  be  discontinued. 

'The  work  at  Oteen  and  the  work  with  our  Indian  brethren  will 
be  continued  as  h€retofore. 

One  of  the  finest  opportunities  and  one  of  the  greatest  re- 
sponsibilities ever  before  us  is  the  rural  church.  Dr.  Truitt  once 
said:  "Save  that  little  country  church.  It  may  not  give  much 
monay,  but  it  will  give  you  preachers  of  the  Gospel.'* 

Your  committee  recommends  the  observance  of;  iState  Mis- 
sion day  in  every  Sunday  'School  in  the  Association.  The  last 
Sunday  in  October  has  been  designated  for  that  purpose.  Lets 
make  a  great  mission  offering  on  that  date.

Report  on  Fctreign  Missions  as  follows: 

REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS 
History 

On  May  8,  1845  a  group  of  our  Baptist  Fathers  met  in  Au- 
gusta. Ga:,  and  organized  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  "For 
^the  purpose" — as  stated  in  the  Constitution  adopted  at  that  first 
session — **of  carrying  into  effect  the  benevolent  intentions  of  our 
constituents  by  organizing  a  plan  for  eliciting,  combining  and  di- 
recting the  energies  of  the  whole  denomination  in  one  sacred  effort 
for  the  propagai'ion  of  the  gospel." 

One  of  the  chief  agencies  adopted  by  the  Fathers  at  the  first 
session  of  the  Convention  for  carrying  out  their  plans  for  the 
propogation  of  the  gospel,  was  the  Foreign  Mission  Board. 
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At  the  October  meeting  of  the  Board  last  fall,  Dr.  Charles  E. 
Maddry,  Former  North  Carolina  State  iSecretary  of  the  Baptist 
State  Convention  was  elected  Executive  Secretary  with  Dr.  T.  B. 
Ray  as  associate.  Dr.  IMaddry  succeeds  Dr.  J.  F.  Love  who  iren- 
dered  such  faithful  service  until  his  home  going.  This  makes  two 
North  Carolina  Baij^tist  leaders  to  hold  this  important  office  in 
succession. 

The  Present  Distress  of  the  Work 
Ditring  the  last  decade  receipts  have  fallen  so  low  that  it  is 
heart  breaking  to  think  of  the  cuts  necessary  to  balance  the  budget 
and  try  to  live  within  the  income.  iThe  Foreign  Mission  budget 
has  been  reduced  more  than  50  per  cent  since  1926.  A  a  result 
native  workers  have  been  dropped,  missionaries  forced  to  resign 
and  appropriations  reduced  at  all  places.  Last  year  we  gave 
$805,578.32  for  Foreign  Missions.  In  1926  we  gave  $2,272,197.96 
which  means  that  within  six  years  the  Foreign  Mission  Board 
received  68  per  cent  less  or  32  per  cent  of  the  amount  in  1926. 
Thirty  trained  IMlssionaries  have  been  forced  to  stay  at  home  and 
through  death  resignation  and  broken  health  the  Board  has  lost 
147  Missionaries  in  the  last  six  years  and  no  one  has  been  sent 
to  fill  these  vacant  places.  We  are  made  to  wonder  how  long  our 
mission  work  can  continue  at  (the  present  rate  of  decrease  of  men 
and  money. 

'The  women  of  the  ISouthland  through  the  Lottie  Moon  offer- 
ing, which  amounted  to  $129,296.97,  came  to  the  rescue  and  pro- 
vided for  103  missionaries  and  their  families  and  saved  the  For- 
eign Mission  Board  from  emibarrassment. 

Gratifying  Progress 

Despite  the  declining  receipts  there  has  been  gratifying  pro- 
gress on  all  fourteen  mission  fields  where  our  missionaries  are  at 
work.  They  have  never  seen  such  a  wave  of  old-fashioned  New 
Testament  Ervangelism.  In  China,  especially,  where  civil  war  and 
all  its  ills  curse  the  country  multitudes  of  the  lost  are  turning  to 
Christ. 

There  are  now  185,126  church  members  on  the  fourteen  mis- 
sions fields  and  17,284  baptisms  were  reported  last  year.  This  is 
691  more  than  were  reporited  the  year  before.  There  are  803  or- 
dained native  preachers  which  is  ten  times  as  many  as  we  had 
25  years  ago. 

Our  Debts 

On  Jan.  1,  1932  the  debt  on  the  Board  was  $1,145,657.08.  Dur- 
ing 1932  the  principal  was  reduced  $30,479.91  and  up  to  May  1933 
it  was  further  red^uced  $20,490.90  leaving  a  balance  of  $1,094,686.27 
due. 

At  the  Convention  in  Washington  the  Baptist  Hundred  Thous- 
and Club  movement  was  launched  to  pay  off  the  debts  on  the  Con- 
vention and  set  the  agencies  free.  The  idea  being  that  those  who 
loin  will  pay  $1.00  per  month  over  and  above  their  church  pledge 
for  the  cancellation  of  the  debts  as  rapidly  as  possible.  This  was 
favored  'by  many  and  seems  a  hopeful  solution  if  the  people  will 
respond  in  a  worthy  manner.  Our  leaders  in  North  Carolina  did 
not  find  sufficient  reason  to  support  it  and  yet  one  can,  if  he  wishes, 
become  a  member  and  send  his  conbribution  to  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board  designated  for  the  Hundred  Thousand  Club  and  it  will  be 
applied. 
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Recoinmendations 

Your  committee  recommends  the  following: 

1.  That  We  pledge  our  support  to  the  Cooperative  program  as 
the  best  method  yet  found  to  carry  on  our  mission  work. 

2.  That  we  urge  all  our  churches  and  pastors  to  inform  them- 
selves on  the  subject  of  Missions  as  to  achievememts,  needs 
and  possibilities,  and  in  the  light  of  the  facts  and  the  call  of 
the  Great  Commission  do  our  duty  in  this  great  cause. 

S.   .That  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Association  take  steps 
to  enlist  our  churches  in  the  support  of  Missions  by  securing 
the  cooperation  of  the  pastors  in  preaching  on  IMissions  and 
taking  an  offering  for  Missions  at  least  once  a  quarter.

Reading  report  on  Home  Missions  as  follows:  by  R. 
F.  Jarrett : 

During  the  past  decade,  our  most  prosperous  years,  we  have 
thought  of  our  missions  work  in  terms  of  dollars  and  cents.  We 
have  thought  bonds,  banknotes,  interests,  and  debt  paying.  We 
had  almost  lost  sight  of  the  larger  aspect  of  the  work,  but  as  a 
-matter  of  fact  we  still  have  missionaries  in  the  field  winning  souls 
*  ,to  Christ. 

The  South  is  a  great  mission  field,  consisting  of  more  than  a 
tnillion  square  miles  of  territory  and  about  40,000,000  people. 
This  vast  expanse  of  territory  is  known  as  the  Bible  Belt,,  but  as 
a  matter  of  fact  only  40.3  per  cent  of  our  population  over  ten  years 
of  age  are  enrolled  as  members  of  any  church.  Of  this  40,000,000 
people  about  15,000,000  are  Negros  and  foreigners.  In  large  sec- 
tions Catholicism  is  as  powerful  and  intolerant  as  it  is  anywhere 
in  the  world. 

Despite  adverse  donations  the  Board  has  wrought  well  during 
the  past  few  years.  It  of  course  has  been  operating  on  an  ever 
decreasing  incline,  but  it  has  balanced  the  budget  each  year,  lived 
within  its  income,  met  its  payments  promptly  and'  reduced  its  debt 
$659,374.00.  While  doing  this  of  course  it  has  been  necessary  for 
the  Board  to  reduce  its  workers,  but  it  has  not  abandoned  any 
mission  Ifields.  During  the  past  years  ithere  were  a  total  from  all 
departments  of  3128  baptisms.  In  several  departments  there  were 
more  baptisms  this  year  than  last. 

The  board  has  interpreted  missions  to  be  largely  the  making 
and  baptising  deciples.  It  has,  therefore,  concentrated  on  preach- 
ing the  gospel  in  Cuba  and  Panama,  and  to  the  foreigners,  the 
Indians,  the  Negroes,  and  the  congested  centers  in  the  cities  in  our 
homeland. 

It  is  for  this  task  that  Southern  Baptist  are  asked  to  give  to 
Home  Missions.  There  was  never  a  greater  need  than  now.  May 
we  not  disappoint  the  Master  in  these  trying  times  when  it  is 
Christ  or  Chaos.

Report  on  Ministerial  Relief  read  by  G.  C.  Snyder,  and  adopt- 
ed.   Report  as  follows: 

MINISmEIRIAL  RELIEF 

The  benevolent  work  of  the  Board  from,  iits  foundation  by  the 
convention  has  been  conducted  under  two  divisions. 
First:  Relief,  and  second  Annuities. 

The  Board  has  never  deviated  from  these  two  methods  of 
operation,  though  it  has  broadened  the  scope  of  its  annuities  De- 
partment. The  funds  thait'  it  has  gathered  through  the  years  for 
ReMef  have  (been  applied  strictly  to  Relief  work,  and  the  funds 
gathered  for  Annuity  have  been  applied  strictly  in  that  direction. 
These  two  funds  are  administered  separately  and  neither  is  drawn 
upon  for  the  payments  of  benefits  through  the  other. 

The  Relief  and  annuity  Board  has  magnified  this  phase  of 
its  woik  in  every  proper  way  open  to  it.  Thousands  of  our  church- 
have  never  been  developed  to  the  point  of  providing  the  neces- 
sary current  support  for  their  ministers.  So  long  as  we  have  such 
churches  the  denomination  will  be  ^compelled  to  come  to  the  aid 
of  these  ministers  when  they  can  no  longer  serve.  Would  God; 
that  more  of  our  ministers  would  bring  the  cause  of  Ministerial 
Relief  squarely  and  freely  to  the  attention  of  their  churches.  If 
they  could  be  induced  to  do  this  there  would  be  many  special  gifts 
land  on  the  alter  by  itheir  members  for  Ministerial  Relief.  In  a 
time  of  depression  like  this  the  needs  of  aged  ministers  increase 
while  the  benefits  decrease,  and  the  loved  ones  upon  whom  these 
aged  ones  have  leaned  being  themselves  in  Ifinancial  straits,  are 
often  not  able  to  supplement  the  reduced  benefits,  which  the  Relief 
Board  send  them.  Thus  they  are  often  found  in  a  pitiful  condi- 
tion, and  we  should  think  of  them  as  legion,  for  they  are  many. 
Every  penny  given  for  iMinisterial  Relief  is  so  applied  without  the 
deduction  of  any  costs  of  operation  whatsoever. 

The  Annuity  depaitment  is  exceedingly  important  that  mini- 
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sters  and  churches  give  consideration  to  this  phase  of  the  Board's 
work.  It  is  for  the  purpose  of  'preventing  dependency  in  old  age 
on  the  pairt  of  our  ministers  and  their  widows.  A  truly  worthy 
service  is  being  rendered  through  this  department. 

We  should  study  to  know  morg  of  these  Departments  that  we 
might  give  more  freely.

REPORT  ON  STEWARDSHIP 

'Stewardship  is  trusteeship.  Everyone  is  familiar  with  the 
principle  of  trusteeship,  as  when  a  banker  receives  and  holds  in 
trust  the  money  of  depositors;  or  when  a  lawyer  holds  and  adminis- 
ters the  funds  of  orphan  children.  Stewardship  is,  then,  adminis- 
tering that  which  belongs  to  another  for  the  benefit  of  the  owner. 
The  go'cds  which  a  trustee  holds  are  eommitted  to  him  "in  trust" 
just  as  in  the  parable  of  Jesus  the  ten  pounds  were  committed  to 
the  ten  servants  to  be  used  for  their  master's  benefit. 

Christion  stewardship,  as  taught  in  the  New  Testament  means 
that  the  Christion  holds  that  which  he  possesses  as  G'od's  to  be 
used  for  Him. 

iStewardship  is  inevitable  for  the  Christion  as  between  man 
and  man  the  matter  of  assuming  a  trust  is  optional,  but  as  be- 
tween man  and  God  everyone,  iSaint  and  sinner  alike,  is  a  steward, 
because  life  itself  is  a  trust.  God  s'o  considers  it.  Our  daily  bread 
as  well  as  our  daily  breath  is  from  God.  The  sinner  may  not  ack- 
nowledgp  this  trust,  but  the  Christion  is  bound  to  do  so.  No 
dutiful  Christion  will  try  to  evade  it.  To  acknowledge  it  and  live 
accordingly  bring  life's  riches  blessings. 

There  is  abundant  scriptural  background  for  the  r>"'incir!al  of 
Stewardship  and  for  the  giving  of  the  tithe  as  well.  Not  only  in 
scripture,  but  also  in  history,  may  be  found  interesting  examples 
of  the  practice  of  these  great  principles. 

It  is  vital  that  our  young  people  begin  to  assume  a  personal 
interest  in  God's  plan  of  financing  their  church.  For  too  often  our 
churches  fail  to  call  on  the  young  membership  to  consider  the 
finances  of  the  church.  On  them  rests  the  hope  of  tomorrow  and 
they  must  be  enlightened  in  order  to  effectively  carry  out  God's 
plan  of  scriptural  giving. 

May  it  be  the  hope  and  purpose  of  every  member  of  this  as- 
sociation that  stewardship  and  systematic  giving,  according  to 
scriptural  me'':hods  may  become  the  happy  solution  of  all  financial 
problems  of  the  Kingdom  of  God.

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CHRISTION  EDUCATION 

Realizing,  after  the  return  from  captivity  that  the  future  ex- 
istence of  the  Hebrew  people  would  depend  not  upon  their  military 
strength,  but  upon  their  moral  unity  they  began  the  evolution  of 
,a  religious  scho'ol  system  to  meet  the  national  need.  In  64  A.  D. 
a  school  was  established  in  every  village,  made  attendance  com- 
pulsory for  all  male  children  and  provided  religious  instructons. 
As  a  result  we  have  today  the  interesting  result  of  a  homogenious 
people  Christian  Education. 

IThis  educational  system  was  brought  to  America  by  the  Pil- 
grims. They  began  immediately  the  training  of  their  people  in 
the  Christion  faith.  This  phase  of  edueati-on  has  greatly  influenc- 
ed, not  only  our  ministers,  but  others  i«i  different  walks  of  life. 
Ninety  percent  of  the  law  workers  of  our  country,  eleven  justices 
of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  iStates,  27  of  the  Presidemts 
of  the  United  States,  94  per  cent  of  the  ministers  have  been  train- 
ed in  Christian  Scho'ols. 

'Building  on  the  old  Hebrew  moral  law  and  the  importance  of 
the  pe  sonal  life,  Jesus  miade  his  appeal  to  the  individual,  and 
sought  the  moral  regeneration  ^of  society  through  the  moral  regen- 
dration  of  the  individual  men  and  women.  In  a  series  of  simple 
sermons,  Jesus  set  forth  the  basis  of  Christion  Education,  which 
he  aftsr  him  his  deciples  offered  to  the  world. 

Our  few  remaning  Christian  Schools  cannot  compete  with  our 
state  schools  in  every  way,  but  they  can  be  efficient  schools  that 
place  emphasis  upon  Christian  Education.  Therefore  let  us  as  a 
Baptist  denomination  rally  to  the  support  of  these  schools  and 
help  them  to  administer  to  the  young  people  of  the  country  the 
great  principles  for  which  the  master  lived  and  died.

Report  on  Hospitals,  read  by  R.  L.  Cook.  Report  as 
follows: 

"HOSPITALS' 

We,  your  committe  submit  the  following  report  to  the  Tuck- 
sseigee  Baptisit  Association.  Ten  years  ago  our  Hospitals  was 
but  a  shei,  unfinished,  and  unfurnished.  There  were  many  people 
wr.o  opposed  this  new  adventure  and  others  who  felt  that  it  would 
be  a  burden  on  our  denomination,  but  how  the  years  have  demon- 
strated the  wisdom  of  those  who  gave  birth  to  the  great  institu- 
tion and  v^on  the  symlpathies  of  those  who  doubted  or  waited  to 
see  the  outcome,  21,000  patients  have  been  cared  for  in  these 
years,  and  over  9,000  have  ibeen  helped  financially.  Either  is  part 
pav  or  free  patients.  Our  death  rate  has  been  remarkably  low 
and  most  of  those  who  eome  to  us  for  help  went  ba,Lk  home  re- 
joicing in  new  health.  A  fine  nu-^ses  home  has  been  built  and  paid 
for  Bit  the  cost  of  $50,000.  $6,000.00  of  our  indebtedness  has  been 
p^ia.  \ve  have  carstuiiy  selected  from  our  medical  fraternity  one 
of  the  finest  staffs  of  physicians  and  surgeons  in  the  South,  and 
the~e  men  are  giving  their  best  of  time  and  skill  for  the  healing 
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of  those  who  go  to  our  institution.  A  statewide  condition  of  sym- 
pathy and  cooperation  has  been  developed.  We  are  grateful  to 
our  Baptist  people  for  their  response  to  the  challenge  of  our  Hos- 
pitals for  the  care  of  'our  needy  sick,  and  assure  them  that  we  are 
looking  into  the  next  decade  with  great  hope  and  enthusiasm. 

In  the  year  that  threatened  the  very  existance  of  our  strong- 
est institution,  the  hospital  received  continued  evidence  "of  love  and 
sympathy  of  our  Baptist  people  and  have  been  able  to  render  its 
greatest  ministry  of  healing  and  life  this  has  been  our  hardest  year. 
Distressing  financial  conditions,  work  and  unfavorable  living  con- 
ditions have  greatly  increased  our  demands  for  free  service  and  at 
the  same  time  our  income  from  all  sources  has  greatly  decreased. 

Private  Hospitals  have  'been  compelled  to  limit  the  amount  of 
charity  work  and  .that  has  thrown  a  larger  number  of  patients  on 
the  Baptist  hospital,  from  all  over  the  State.  These  people  must 
help  in  this  emergency  our  Baptist  hospital  is  located  at  Winston- 
(Salem  this  is  our  hospital,  fellow  Baptist.  We  urge  that  you  will 
make  possible  the  opportunity  for  thes^  needy  sick  ones.  They 
are  our  brothers  and  sisters,  our  Baptist  children  that  need  our 
he]j).  Do  not  force  us  to  close  our  doors  to  one  of  these  little  ones 
shi'd  leave  them  to  go  on  handicapped  by  disease  or  deformity.  We 
appeal  to  you  to  meet  the  needs  by  these  two  simple  means,  which 
can  be  met  by  every  church  in  the  association  without  embarrass- 
ment to  any  individual.  First,  pray  for  us.  iSecond,  talk  about 
the  hospital  and  make  a  liberal  Mother's  Day  offering.  Send  us 
your  pay  patients.  ;Send  an  offering  along  with  your  charity  pat- 
ients and  we  will  give  them  the  best  we  have  to  aid  them  in  ihe 
ibattle  for  health  and  life.

Two  out  of  every  three  people  in  the  South  aire 
unsaved.  This  is  our  problem.  Mr.  Baker,  'Misisionary,  sh'oveled 
isnow  in  Greenville,  S  C.  to  earn  bread  for  his  faonily.  No  wonder 
he  had  nothing  to  send  to  his  son  Herbert  who  is  a  Margaret  Fund 
student  at  Mars  Hill  College.  Third,  in  our  pirayer  life  a  remarka- 
hle  answer  to  prayer  has  taken  place  in  our  midst  in  the  return 
of  the  Powells  to  Africa.  When  we  launched  out  in  faith  believ- 
ing the  answer  comes.  Fourth,  with  our  young  people.  The  R.  A.

Constitution 

Article  1.  This  association  shall  be  called  the  Tuckaseige  Bap- 
tist Association.. 

Article  2.  The  primary  object  of  this  association  is  to  .cxtcna 
Christ's  kingdom  at  home  and  abroad. 

Article  3.  The  association  shall  be  composed  of  repres,entatives 
selected  by  Missionary  Baptist  .churches  which  have  been  received 
Article  4  Each  church  ^hall  send  to  the  clerk  of  the  association 
two  weeks  prior  to  the  convening  of  the  body  a  letter  containinf; 
full  information  concerning  the  churcli,  using  the  blank  form  sug- 
gested for  this  purpose  by  our  state  denominational  headquarters. 

Article  5.  This  association  ishall  have  no  power  to  lord  it  over 
Good's  heritage,  nor  shall  it  have  any  clerical  power  over  th<» 
churches  or  infringe  on  any  of  their  internal  rights. 

Article  6.  The  association  shall  have  a  moderator,  vice-moder- 
ator, clerk,  treasurer,  historian,  Sunday  school  .superintendent, 
and  Baptist  Young  People's  Union  president.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  Sunday  school  superintendent  and  the  Baptist  Young  People's 
Union  president  to  effect  such  organization  asi  is  necessary  to  do 
effective  work  in  the  Sunday  schools  and  the  Baptist  Young  Peo- 
ple's Unions  of  the  association  and  to  report  annually  to  the  as- 
sociation. 

Article  7.  The  association  shall  have  the  right  to  determine 
what  churches  shall  be  admitted  as  members  of  this  body. 

Article  8  This  asgociation  shall  have  the  right  to  withdra.v>' 
her  fellowship  from  any  church  for  not  complying  with  her  rules, 
or  for  violating  the  orthodox  principles  of  the  Gospel. 

Article  9.  Each  church  in  the  association  shall  be  entitled  to 
three  delegates  and  one  additional  delegate  for  each  $10.00  con- 
tributed to  any  of  the  causes  fostered  by  the  denomination. 

Article  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  ,clerk  to  have  the  Articles 
of  Faith  and  the  Constitution  printed  in  the  minutes  annually.  It 
shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  to  send  to  the  clerk  of  each 
church,  not  leasi  than  six  weeks  prior  to  the  convening  of  the 
association,  the  blank  form  to  be  used  in  making  up  thd  church'? 
associational  letter. 

Article  11.  The  association  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  Trustees 
for  Sylva  Collegiate  Institute,  consisting  lof  twenty-one-  meTi- 
bers,  seven  of  whom  ishall  constiltnte  a  quorum.  Th^  first  seven 
to  iserv.e  one  year,  the  second  seven  to  serve  two  years,  the  third 


seven  to  serve  three  years.  These  trustees  are  empowered  to  re- 
ceive and  hpld  school  property  for  the  association;  tg-  select  tQacbt. 
ers,  and  to  attend  to ,  such  other  business  aiS)  may  be  necessaiy  for  i 
the  educational  interests  of  the  -association.  The  associaition  shall 
appoint  isieven  trustees  annually  and  fill  all  vacancieh  that  occur 
by- resignation:  or  otherwise.  Said  trustees  are  required  to  report 
annually  to  the  association. 

Article  12.  This  constitution  may  be  a,ltered  or  amended  by  a 
tAvo-thirds  v<5lie- of  the  members  present.

Report  on  Periodicals,  or  Religious  Literature. 

In  considering  this  question,  suppose  we  think  of  it  purely  from 
the  standpoint  of  our  denominational  publications. 

The  Bible  should  be,  and  is,  the  basis  of  all  our  reHgious  liter- 
ature; and  the  reading  of  such  literature  should  never  be  consider- 
ed as  sufficing  for  our  reading  of  the  Bible.  No  literature  ,can 
ever  do  that ;  and  may  it  be  said,  to  the  credit  of  our  denomination 
that  all  our  publications,  ably  edited  as  they  are,  never  infer  that 
their  readers  lessen  their  z^al  for  Bible  reading;  but  the  whole 
force  of  the  publications  is  for  more  earnest  and  prayerful  Bible 
reading  and  study.  May  our  people  become  more  deeply  interested 
in  Bible  reading  and  study  until  we  again  restore  it  to  its  proper 
place  in  our  hearts  and  homes. 

Coming  now  to  Periodicals,  Or  Denominational  Literature,  we 
have  our  Sunday  School    Quarterlies,  Teachers  and    Bible  Helps, 
which  are  very  helpful,  indeed,  and  no  student  or  teacher  can  af 
ford  to  fail  to  avail  himself  or  herself  of  their  use. 

Royal  Service  is  the  magazine  published  by  our  W.  M  U.  orga- 
nization, and  is,  in  fact  w'hat  its  name  suggests. 

Charity  and  Children  is  the  publication  of  our  Orphanage,  at 
Thomasville,  and  is  indeed  interesting  and  helpful,  for  ^ur  young 
people  in  particular. 

Home  and  Foreign  Fields  is  published  by  our  Board  of  Missions 
and  i^i  very  interesting  and  instructive  to  all  Missionary 
Baptis,ts.  If  all  the  Baptists  of  the  Southland  were  regular  read- 
ers of  this  magazine,  oxt"  interest  in  and  our  contribution  to  the 
mission  cause  would  multiply  a  great  many  times. 

The  Biblical  Recorder  has  been  the  organ  of  North  Carolina 
Baptists  for  more  than  one  hundred  years,  and  should  be  in  every 
Paiotist  home  in  the  state..  No  Baptist  can  keep  pace  with  our  de- 
nominational progress,  unless  he  or  she  is  a  reorular  reader  of  the 
Recorder.  What  a  tragedy  it  is  that  our  people  are  so  indiffer- 
ent to  all  these  publications,  when,  in  most  instances,  you  can  find

REPORT  ON  STATE  MISSIONS 


To  mention  the  name,  "State  Missions",  is  to  use  a  term  preg- 
nant vdth  meaning  and  far-reaching  in  significance.  It  is  "The 
Great  Commission"  localized.  The  program  of  State  MissioniS  is 
one  of  preaching,  teaching,  and  traimng.  These  phases  of  the 
work  are  car-ried  on  through  m  ssionary  pastors,  which  might  be 
termed  State  Missions  proper;  the  Department  of  Sunday  School 
Avork  Vhich  is  the  teaching-  ageiiiCy  and  is  headed  by  Mr.  Perry 
Morgan,  Raleigh,  and  the  Deparment  of  B.  Y  P  U.  work  repre- 
senting the  training  activities  of  our  State  Mission -work,  with  Miss 
Winnie  Rickett  as  thei  leading  spirit.  ^Mr.  M.  A.  Huggins,  our  gen- 
eral secretary,  has  the  general  oversight  of  all  the  work  of  State 
Missions.  Under  his  wise  and  efficient  leadership  the  work  is 
<xoing  foiVard  in  a  remarkable  way.  The  debts  are  being  steadily- 
and  materially  reduced.  At  thei  present  rate  we  have  reason  to  be- 
lieve that  we  will  soon  be  out  of  debt.  No  new  debts  are  being 
made.  No  money  has  been  borrowed  in  two  years  and  the'  obliga- 
tions have  been  met  on  time.  Let  usi  pray  that  the  day  wiU  soon 
da\vi\  when  the  work  of  State  Missions  will  go  forward  unhamper- 
ed by  debts. 

Needs 

According  to  Mr.  Huggins  there  are  several  pressing  needs. 
There  are  at  least  fifty  gi'oups  of  churches  in  real  need  of  as- 
sistance. There  is  an  urgent  need  for  two  General  Missionaries. 
These  needs  must  wait  upon  our  generosity.  There  should  be  a 
worker  among  our  Negro  brethren  to  assist  them  in  their  teachino; 
and  training  actiA^ties.  "We  ought  to  be  taking  the  Gospel  to  th-*^ 
■Tews  and  fore'oners  in  our  midst..  At  present  we  are  doing  nothing; 
to  take  the  Gospel  to  any  of  the  different  nationalities  in  our  midst 
The  rationalities  most  largely  represented  in  our  own  State  are 
Negroes,  Jews,  Greeks,  Italians,  Chinese,  and  Russians.  How  we 
""o  n  ed  make  l^he  Gospel  accessible  to  thesie !  Do  we  not  feel  the 
need  and  tJie  obligation  to  give  these,  our  adopted  neighbors,  the 
iressage  of  Salvation  as  it  is  in  Jes'us  Christ?  Evel-y  foreiofner 
plains  to  go  back  home  sometime.  Why  not  give  them  the  GosT)el 
and  let  them  2:0  back  as  (missionaries  of  the  Cross  of  Christ?  The 
only  work  beins:  done  among  other  nationalities  is  among  the  In- 
dians in  Robeson  and  Swain  counties.. 

Recommendations 

1.  That  October  be,  set  apart  as  State  Mission  month  in  our 
churches  and  present  the  material  sent  out  for  information  and 
instruction  to  our  Sunday  School  Superintendents. 


2.  That!  we  urge  .eadh  churcK  and  Sunday  School  to  take  >an  of- 
fering on  one  Sunday  during  the  month  for  State  Missions  and  send 
to  Mr.  M  A.  Huggins.

FOREIGN  MISSIONS 

A  glance  at  the  follow' ng  facts  will  show  what  Southern  Bap- 
tists have  been  and  are  doing  with  the  job  of  Foreign  Missions. 
The  hoard  which  was  organized  in  1845,  has  its  headquart,ers  in 
Richmond,  and  Dr.  Charles  E.  Maddry,  a  North  Carol'nian,  as  its 
Exec  tivo  Secretary.  The  Board  is  carrying  on  work  in  thirteen 
foreign  countries — Africa,  Argentina,  Brazil,  Chile,  China,  Hun- 
gary, Italy,  Japan,  Jugo-Slavia,  Mexico,  Palestine,-  Syria,  Ron- 
miania,  and  Spain.  Brazil  hast  two  missions,  and  China  five.  On 
these  fi,eldis  there  are  2,509  out  statio.ns  and  2,730  churches.  More 
than  70%  of  these  churches,  (1949)  are  self-supporting.  The  total 
membership  is  191,073.  There  was  an  increase  this  year  of  15,969 
by  baptism.  There  are  2,295  Sunday  Schools  w  th  90,257  students 
enrolled,  1,243  Woman's  Missionary  Societies  with  a  memberships 
of  26,654;  and  1,127  Young  Peoples'  Organizations  with  24,231 
members.  The  contribx^tlions  of  natives  last  year  was' $349 ,092 -03  ■ 
This  was  an  average  of  $1.82  per  member. 

On  all  these  fields  there  are  393  active  foreign  missionaries  and  ' 
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2,354  native  workers.  Of  the  native  workers,  841  are  ordained. 
There  are  275  schools  caiing  for  17,696  pupils.  There  are  twenty- 
seven  hospital  buildings,  twenty-one  in  China  and  six  in  Africa 
These  hospitals,  with  402  beds,  last  year  cared  for  14,083  patients 
•and  gave  236,810  treatments. 

In  recent  months  tw,enty-six  miss'onaries  have  died  or  resignea. 
The  Board  has  appointed  nineteen  .new  missionaries,  and  eight 
former  ones  to  take  their  places. 

It  is  a  glorious  privilege  g  ven  to  us  that  we  may  have  part  in 
this  iexoeedingly  important  work.   What  a  pity  that  any  church  or 
indi\'idual  member  of  any  church  fails  to  have  part  in  it!

Report  o,n  Home  Missions  read  by  W.  C.  Reed.  Report  as  fol- 
lows: 

REPORT  ON  HOME  MISSIONS 

"Ye  shall  be  witnesses  unto  me  both  in  Jerusalem,  and  in  all 
Judea,  and  in  Samiaria,  and  unto  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth" 

During  the  past  year  the  Hcfme  Mission  Board  has  operated 
under  very  trying  financial  conditions.  It  has  been  necessary  to 
exercise  the  isitrictest  economy,  and  in  so  doing  the  Board  has  been 
able  to  increase  its  missionary  force  plightly,  and  at  the  same  time 
it  has  paid  $61,346  92  on  the  principal  of  its  debts. 

The  Board  and  its  chief  creditors  have  worked  out  an  adjust- 
ment of  its  debts  that  provides  for  a  five-year  extension  of  the 
principal.  This  puts  the  debts  in  satisfactory  shape  and  guarantees 
to  the  Board  an  operating  and  mission  budget  while  paying  it.s 
debts. 

The  Home  Mission  Board  believes  that  the  Hundred  Thousand 
Chib  is  a  workable  method  for  pay"  ng  the  debts  of  the  different 
agencies  of  the  denomination  and  should  be  pushed  with  all  visror. 
This  partc'ular  Board  had  received  up  to  May  first  $18,729.03  from 
this  club. 

Our  Home  Mission  Board  is  do'ng  work  among  the  foreigners, 
Indians,  deaf-miutes,  Negroes,  and  Jews.  It  also  condi^cts  a  Rescue 
Mission  in  New  Orleans,  Louisiana,  and  finances  the  mission  work 
in  Cuba  and  Panama.  There  are  a  number  of  other  insftutions 
imder  the  control  and  direction  of  this  Board  that  are  self-sustain- 
ing or  that  are  financed  by  some  other  method. 
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In  spite  of  the  handicaps  of  the  Board,  it  has  wrought  well  and 
Crod  has  wonderfully  blessed  the  efforts  of  its  WGi-kers,  The  re. 
port  more  baptisms  during  the  past  year  than  have  been  reported 
in  any  year  during  the  past  several  years.

REPORT  ON  TEMPERANCE 

Shocking  changes  witnessed  in  recent  months  in  the  United 
States  touching  the  quest'on  of  temperance  as  related  to  stranj; 
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drink  have  turned  back  the  hands  on  the  moral  clock  a  generation 
and  in  the  glow  of  a  itarnsitory  and  tragic  victoiy,  the  advocates 
of  strong  drink  feel  secure,  while  a  nation  revels  in  drunken  de- 
bauchery and  the  moral  sag  deepens. 

The  repeal  of  the  Eighteenth  Amendment,  in  the  1  ght  of  recent 
results,  was  nothing  less  than  a  national  calamity.  Since  its  re- 
peal liquor  runs  riot  and  once  peaceful  towns,  hamlets  and  coun- 
tr5''-side  are  disturbed  by  the  alarming  increase  in  public  drunks 
and  the  moral  decline. 

Repeal  is  a  failure  already.  Witness  the  enormous  increase  in 
the  use  of  liquor  as  a  beverage  according  to  government  statistics ; 
public  drunks  have  multiplied  as  by  magic;  its  great  revenue  pro- 
ducing .expectations,  as  promised  by  its  advocates,  are  utter  faii- 
uires.  Drunken  drivers  increase  and  violent  death  as  a  result  is 
mounting  on  every  hand,  and  our  highways  are  becoming  lanos  of 
death. 

This  picture  is  dark  but  across  it  all  there  is  light.  Decency, 
morality  and  Christianity  awakened  by  a  vision  of  the  human  ruin 
being  wrought  will  revolt  and  in  His  name  and  power  bring  back 
a.n  era  of  prohibition  for  the  protection  of  our  American  homes 
and  for  the  sobriety  of  mankind  in  this  nat'on.

RESOLUTION  OF  THE  ONE  HUNDRED  AND  FIFTH 
ANNUAL  SESSION  OF  THE  TUCKASEIGEE  BAPTIST  AS^ 
SOOIATION,  PASSED  AT  JOHN'S  CREEK,  AUGUST  17,  193  i 

WHEREAS,  there  appears  a  movement  on  foot  by  certain  per- 
sons and  oi'ganizations  to  influence  [he  next  legislature  to  change 
or  perhaps  nullify  our  prohibition  laws  in  the  face  of  the  decisiv^^ 
vote  of  the   -people  of  North    Carolina  on  November  7,  1933,  and 

WHEREAS,  public  drunkenness  and  debauchery  is  rap'dly  on 
the  increase  in  Jackson  County  and  is  bringing  about  an  apparina 
condition  in  which  to  rear  the  children  of  homes  in  our  midst,  most 
of  which,  if  indeed  not  all,  being  the  direct  pesult  of  'the  laxness  or 
failure  of  law  enforcement  in  Jackson  County,  and  especially  i> 
reference  to  the  prohibition  laws,  and 

WHEREAS,  conditions  in  Jackson  County  as  a  result  of  the  fail 
ure  and  laxness  in  the  enforcement  of  the  liquor  laws  have  bocomo 
alarming,  and  good  citizenship,  moralit^^  and  Christianity  demand 
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of  u&  a  isipeedy  and  decisive  action  to  not  only  arrest  and  turn  back 
the  tide  of  vice  and  crime  pervading  our  counuty,  but  also  to  clean 
up  the  terrible  existing  conditions  for  the(  sake  of  our  homes  and 
our  childrm  and  all  that  they  mean^  to  us  now  and  in  the  future ; 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED: 

1.  That  thel  Tuckaseigee  Baptist  Association  go  on  record  as  op- 
posing any  change  in,  or  tampering  with,  our  State  prohibition  laws 
making  the  sale,  possession  or  'transportation  of  intoxijcatiAg  liq- 
uors or  beverages  legal. 

2.  That  we  pledge  ourselves  and  urge  our  people  ito  vote  and  use 
their  influence  for  tJie  election  to  office  of  only  those  persons  who 
are  frankly  and  openly  out  and  out  in  favor  of  both  the  retention 
and  enforcement  of  oUf  prohibition  laws. 

3  That  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  placed  in  the  minutes  of 
this  .  Association ;  that  a  copy  be  given  the  local  newspaper  foi 
publication,  and  that  copies  be  given  to  those  who  may  be  elected 
as  representative  and  senator  from  our  county  and  senatorial  dis- 
trict.

Roport  of  Stewardship,  by  Mrs.  J.  G.  Murray,  read  by  the  Mod- 
erator. Report  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  STEWARDSHIP 

"The  earth  is  the  Lord's  and  the  fullness  thereoif ;  the  world 
and  they  that  dwell  therein".  (Psalm  24:1)  Thus  does  the  Psalm- 
ist set  forth  the  first  principle  of  stewardship — the  recognit'on  of 
God's  ownensihip  of  all  things.  The  prophets  concur — "The  silver 
is  n  ine  and  the  gold  is  mine,  sa'th  the  Lord  of  hosts"  (Hjaggai 
2:8)  and  again,' 'Every  beast  of  the  forest  is  mine,  and  the  eattlo 
on  a  thousand  hills"  (Ps.  50:10). 

The  world,  then,  ''and  they  that  dwell  therein",  belong  to  God 
(1)  By  creation.  "All  things  were  made  by  Him  and  wHhout  Him 
was  not  anything  made  that  was  made"  (John  1:3)  (2)  by  re- 
creation or  redemption.  "For  God  sent  not  His  Son  into  the  world 
to  condemn  the  world,  but  that  the  world,  through  Him  might  be 
saved".  (John  (3:17)  "Ye  are  bought  with  a  price. Q  Cor.  6:20 
7:23). 

Being  then,  doubly  H"s,  what  can  be  the  attitude  of  God's  crea- 
ture toward  His  creation,  save  to  use  it  for  the  glory  of  the  Crea- 
tor? A  steward  is  one  who  administers  that  which  belongs  to  an- 
other for  the  benefit  of  the  owner.  It  is  hard  to  emphasize  too 
strongly  the  fact  that  this  stewardship  extends  and  appl'es  to 
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every  phase  of  human  possessions  and  relationships.  Are  you  a 
good  steward  of  the  position  the  Lord  *ihas  given  you'?  Do  you,rie- 
gardless  of  consequences,  throw  your  influence  always  on  the  side 
of  the  right  for  the  glory  of  God  ?  One 's  time  belongs  to  God, 
too — ^every  minute  is  a  gift  straight  from  the  hand  of  God.  How 
do  you  use  these  precious  gifts  ?  To  give  Him  the  one  day  in  seven 
which  is  His  is  not  sufficient.  The  good  steward  w'U  delight  to 
use  the  oth'cr  days  to  His  glory  and  the  upbuilding  of  His  King- 
dom. A  deacon  said  to  h^s  pastor:  ''There  is  never  a  day  when 
I 'm  too  busy  to  do  something  for  the  Lord.  Sometime  during  the 
day,  I  can  find  ^tdme  for  some  kind  of  .church  work.  Call  on  /me.'* 
May  his  tribe  increase  I 

To  a  good  many  people,  stewardship  means  tithing.  "VVTiile  this 
is  indeed  a  part,  iit  is  only  a  siriall  part  of  stewardship.  God's 
Word  is  very  clear  (on  Itthe  subject.  Read  MalaChi  3:8-10  and  be 
branded  a  thief,  not  by  the  writer  of  this  report,  not  by  any  man, 
but  by  God  Himself,  if  you  hiave^  not  given  to  Him  the  tenth  of 
your  income  which  is  His.  In  Matthew  23  :23,  we  find  Jesus  saying 
"Ye  tithe  m'nt,  anise  and  cummin — These  ought  ye  to  have  done." 
If  Jesus  says  I  ought  to  tithe,  then  Avith  all  the  love  and  devotion 
of  a  heart  deeply  conscious  of  His  death  on  the  Cross  for  me,  I 
hasiten  to  do  the  thing  which  He  says  I  ought  to  do,  and  not  only 
to  give  Him  the  one-tenth,  but  to  use  the  nine-tenths  for  His 
glory 

Have  you  by  grace,  through  fa"th,  been  saved  from  your  isins? 
Then  be  a  good  steward  of  the  manifold  grace  of  'God  and  do  all 
in  your  power  to  tell  the  "good  tidings"  to  ''.every  creature", 
whether  that  creature  lives  in  J.acksoii  ,county,  North  Carolina  or 
in  Pingtu,  China. 

Another  phase  of  stewardship  wh'ch  has  in  recent  years  become 
very  real  to  the  writer,  is  the  stewardship  of  sorrow  When  dis- 
appointment, anxiety,  bereavement  and  sorrow^  come  to  the  child 
of  God,  a  real  avenue  of  service  is  opeiiied  up  to  him,  if,  relying  on 
God 's  promise  of  grace  and  strength  for  the  houir  of  trial,  he  is 
able  to  be  calm  and  poised,  trusting  God  implicitly  and  thus  say- 
ing to  the  wiorld  in  actions,  more  loudly  than  any  words  could 
say,  "I  am  God's  trustful  child.   He  takes  care  of  His  own.'* 

A  family  in  Sylva  has  had  one  sorrow,  anxiety  and  trial  after 
another  in  recent  years.  Yet,  through  it  all,  they  have  been  sweet 
tempered,  faithful  and  trust^'ng.  Truly  they  are  "living  epistles, 
known  and  read  of  all ' '  with  wihom  they  come  in  eontacft. 

Summing  up   the  question  of   stewardship   then,   may  I  quote 
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Paul's  advice  to  the  Christians  at  Corinth:  "Whatsoever  ye  do, 
do  all  to  the  glory  of  God"  (1  Cor.

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

Definition 

We  mean  by  Christian  Education,  training  young  people  in 
such  manner  as  to  instill  the  prneiples  and  teachings  of  Jesus 
Christ.  This  in  its  broad  sense  is  a,ecomplished  in  three  special 
ways:  (1)  Training  in  the  home  by  precept  and  example  on  the 
part  of  parents;  (2)  Training  in  the  church,  which  has  provided 
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the  Sunday  School  and  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  for  the  instruction  and  de 
velopnient  of  the  young  in  Bible  knowledge  and  Christian  living  j 
(3)  The  school  should  be  a  place  where  the  teacher  and  the  sub- 
ject matter  taught  are  in  harmony  with  and  in  sympathy  with  the 
principle  and  teachings  of  Jesus. 

Ordinar  ly  when  we  speak  of  Christian  Education  we  think  of 
our  schools  and  colleges.  W^e  have  at  present  under  the  direct  con- 
tl'ol  of  our  State  convention,  Wake  Forest  College,  Meredith  Col- 
lege, Mars  Hill  College,  and  Campbell  College.  We  also  have  three 
Baptist  colleges  not  under  direct  control  as  follows;  Chowan  Col 
lege,  Wingate  Junior  College,  .and  Boiling  Springs  Junior  College. 
We  have  one  Baptist  high  school  in  our  State,  Fruitland  Institute, 
Henderson  ville. 

W,e  ought  to  support  our  schools  with  our  prayers,  our  sons  ana 
daughters,  and  with  our  money.

REPORT  ON  W.  M.  U.  WORK 

It  is  with  a  heart  full  of  love  and  gratitude  to  our  Heavenly 
Father  for  the  wonderful  blessings  that  He  has  bestowed  upon  us 
during  the  year  1934,  that  I  bring  this  annual  report  ito  this 
Association.  All  has  not  been  accomplished  that  we  had  hoped 
for.  Some  of  our  most  loyal  leaders  have  been  greatly  hindered 
by  Providence — sickness  and  sorrow  in  their  homies.  In  spite  of 
all  handicaps  and  problems,  some  advancement  has  been  made. 

Througlh  all  the  ages  God  has;  had  a  platee  for  women.  In  this 
enlightened  ag^e  of  right-thinking  people  it  isi  useless  to  argue  the 
need  of  Woman's  Missionary  work,  for  it  has  demonstrated  its 
value  among  God's  redemptive  forces.  The  entering  of  women  into 
this  larger  christian  service  is  an  epoch  in  our  church  life.  Th<^, 
cry  goes  up  from  loyal  Southern  Baptist  women  ''What  shall  T 
render  unto  the  Lord  for  all  His  benefits  -to  me "  And  may  the 
answer  come  ringing  back  through  our  mountains  as  never  be 
fore,  "Service".  Our  field  is  larger  and  there  is  an  open  door  of 
service  on  every  hand.  We  need  to  build  our  plans  around  thi) 
words  of  the  Master,  "Look,  Give,  Go,  Pray''. 

Our  Associational  meeting  was  held  with  Scott's  Creek  Church. 
Many  our  our  leaders  were  absent  on  account  of  sickness,  but  wo 
had  a  great  day.  Mrs.  J.  R.  Morg^aii,  our  iDivisional  Leader  wa.^. 
with  us  and  gave  us  new  courage  and  determination. 

In  our  Association  we  have  more  than  forty  churches,  and  onh 
eight  have  any  organization  of  a  missionary  nature.  Only  a  small 
per  cent  of  our  great  host  of  women  and  children  are  enlisted  ir. 
our  missionary  work. 

We  have  one  new  society  to  report.  A  W.  M.  S.  been  organ- 
i'^.ed  in  the  Hamburg  Church,  Glenville 

Our  financial  aim  for  last  year  was  $545.00.    We  fell  far  short 
o-tr  g-^al.  giving  only  $217.18.  What  might  our  story  have  been 
if  all  our  churches  had  been  enlisted ! 

We  earnestly  ask  for  the  help  and  co-operation  of  every  pastoi 
in  strengiihening  the  weak    organizations  and  putting  new  ones  in 
churches  having  none.    The  harvest  truly  is  great,  and  laborers  are 
few.    May  we  all  ask,  "Lord,  what  wilt  thou  have  us  to  dof

REPORT  ON  HOSPITALS 

Our  Baptist  program  of  service  ought  to  be  as  .near  like  Christ's 
])rogram  as  posssible.  His  pmgram  included  ministry  to  the  physi- 
cal ills  of  men.  A  great  deal  of  His  time  was  spent  in  this  form 
of  service.  Often  physical  healing  preceded  spiritual  healin^i. 

Southern  Biaptijgts  were  late  in.  entering  'this  field  of  service. 
Not  until  the  period  of  the  75  Million  Campaign  (1919-1924)  was 
itihe  field  entered  either  by  the  Southemi  Baptiisit  Convention  or  any 
of  the  v>jtate  conventions. 

The  Southern  Baptist  Hospital  at  New  Orleans,  La.,  was  built 
in  1C23.  The  plant  is  valued  at  over  a  million  dollars.  Out  of 
money  received  from  the  Co-operative  Program,  from  the  One  Hun 
dred  Thousand  Club,  and  from  pay  patients,  the  hospital  is  pay- 
ing its  bonded  indebtedness  when  due  and  paying  all  mnning  ex- 
p  nises.    Last  year  the    hospital  put  $26,311.01    ^nto  charity  work. 

The  Sotither.n  Baptist  Sanitorium  at  El  Paso,  Texas,  under  the 
control  of  the  Home  Mission  Board,  is  operated  on  its  own  income 
North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital  at  Winston-Salem  was  opened 
May  '28,  1923.  From  then  until  July  28,  1934,  25,454  patients  have 
be.ni  treated.  The  average  number  of  patients  per  day  for  the  first 
six  months  of  this  year  was  67.  The  average  number  of  charity 
patients  for  the  same  period  was  22  per  day.  The  expenses  of 
those  cases  is  partiallj^  cai-ed  for  by  Mother's  Day  offering,  which 
amounted  to  $13,057.97.  But  $14,676.00  was  spent  on  .charity  case^: 
during  the  first  six  months  of  this  year.  It  is  very  clear  that 
Mother's  Day  offering  on'sht  to  be  stressed  in  our  Association. 
The  churches  in  our  As-iociation  th;it  took  nn  offering  last  Moth- 
er's Day  were :

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Our  hospital  is  one  of  the  best.  It  has  on  its  staff  60  doctors. 
There  are  42  nurses  of  high  Christian  character.  These,  with  all 
employees  of  the  hospital,  strive  to  niake  a  cheerful  Christian  at- 
mosphere that  is  condttcive  to  health.  Speaking  from  a  personal 
standpoint,  I  can  say  that  twelve  of  the  most  pleasant  sick  days 
of  my  life  were  spent  there.  I  was  there  as  a  part  pay  patient,  but 
every  attention  posssible  wasi  paid  me.  I  have  never  been  in  a 
hospital  where  things  moved  so  smoothly  and  pleasantly.  .It  is  a 
joy  to  be  there,  though  sick. 

I  beg  that  we  shall  give  our  hospital  a  large  place  in  our  denom- 
inational life  and  thinking.

The  Report  on  Old  Ministers'  Relief  was  read  by  W.  C.  Reed, 
and  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  MINISTERIAL'  RELIEF 

Through  its  relief  department,  the  Relief  and  Annuity  Board 
aids  worthy  ministers  and  widows  of  ministers  and  indirectly  the  or 
phan  children  of  such  on  the  basis  of  service  and  need. 

Since  the  funds  that  have  come  into  the  hands  of  the  Board 
have  decreased  during  these  lean  years,  the  amount  paid  out  to 
needy  ministers  has  proportionately  decreased.  Durng  the  year 
1923  the  Board  paid  out  $67,082.30  in  relief  benefits.  This  was 
paid  to  1,182  ministers  and  w"'dows.  This  is  an  average  of  $56.75 
per  person.  fWihile  this  amount  is  exceedingly  small,  it  has  proved 
a  great  blessing  to  those  who  have  received  it. 

So  far  as  I  am  able  to  ascertain,  there  are  only  two  of  our  aged 
ministers  in  this  association  who  are  receiv'ng  aid  from  this  fund, 
Bro.  J.  D.  Sitton  and  ,Bro.  J.  T.  Carson.  Theae  brethren  receive 
$36.00  each,  per  year.  There  is  one  other  brother,  Rev.  A.  C. 
Queen,  who,  by  all  means  should  be  sharing  this  fund.

steps  ;n  our  association  whereby  our  local  churches  may  be  more 
cautious  in  the  ordination  of  our  young  men  to  the  ministry  with 
no  church  in  view:     Therefore,  we  recommend:

Second,  That  any  man  who  has  ])een  licensed  by  a  local  church 
to  the  gospel  ministry  shall  preach'  and  exercise  his  calling  Miere- 
ever  <he  may  desire  to  do  so  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  two 
years  before  he  shall  be  eligible  for  ordinatianl  unless  some  church 
shall  call  him  as  its  pastor. 

Third,  That  the  association  encourage  all  young  ministers  who 
may  be  fottnd  worthy  to  make  progress  and  prove  themselves  cap- 
able of  spreading  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  throughout  our  bounds

ARTICLE  1.  This  association  shall  be  called  the  Tuckaseigree 
Baptist  Aspoc  ation. 

ARTICLE  2.  The  primary  ol)ject  of  this  association  is  to 
extend  Christ's  kinf^dom  at  home  and  abroad. 

ARTICLE  3.  The  association  shall.be  composed  of  repre- 
sentatives selected  by  Missionary  Baptist  churches  which  have  been 
received. 

ARTICLE  4.  Each  church  shall  send  to  the  clerk  r.f  the 
associat  on  two  weeks  prior  to  the  convening  of  the  body  a  letter 
containing-  full  information  concerning-  the  church,  using  the 
blank  form  suggested  for  this  purpose  by  our  state  denominational 
headquarters. 

ARTICLE  5.  This  association  shall  have  no  power  to  lord  it 
over  Cod's  heritage,  nor  shall  it  have  any  clerical  po\\'er  over  the 
churches  or    nfringe  on  any  of  their  internal  rights. 

ARTICLE  G.  The  association  shall  have  a  moderator,  vice- 
moderator,  clerk,  treasurer,  historian,  Sunday  school  superinten- 
dent, and  Baptist  Young  People's  Union  president.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  Sunday  scho  >1  superintendent  and  the  Baptist  Young 
People's  Union  president  to  effect  such  organization  as  is  necessary 
to  do  effective  work  In  the  Sunday  schools  and  the  Baptist  Young 
People's  Unions  of  the  ass  iciation  and  to  rejjort  annuolly  to  the 
association. 

ARTICLE  7.     The  association  shall  have  the  right   to  deter- 
mine what  churches  shall  be  admitted  as  members  of  this  bo:lv. 

ARTICLE  S.  This  association  ^^hall  have  the  right  to  with- 
draw her  fellowsh'ii  from  any  chui-ch  for  n  )t  complying  with'  her 
rules,  or  for  violating  the  ortliodox  principles  of  the  Gosijel. 

ARTICLE    9.     Each   chui-ch   in   the  associat'on   shall   be   en-  , 
titled  to  three  delegates  and  one  add  tional  delegate  for  each  $10.00 
contributed  to  any  of  the  causes  fostered  by  the  denomination. 

ARTICLE  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  to  have  the 
Articles  of  Faith  and  the  Constitution  pr  nted  in  the  minutes  'an- 
nually. It  shall  abo  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  to  send  to  the  clerk 
of  each  church,  not  less  than  six  weeks  prior  to  the  conven'ng  of 
the  association,  the  blank  form  to  be  used  in  making  up  the 
church's  associational  letter. 

ARTICLE  11.  The  association  shall  app  lint  a  Board  of 
Trustees  for  Sylva  Collegiate  In-titute,  consisfng  of  twenty-  no 
members,  seven  of  who  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  The  first  seven 
to  serve  one  year,  the  second  seven  to  serve  two  ye-irs,  the  th  rd 
seven  to  serve  three  years.  These  trustees  are  empowered  to  re- 
ceive and  hold  school  property  for  the  association;  to  select  teach- 
ers, and  to  att-^nd  to  such  other  business  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  educational  inlerests  of  the  association.  The  association  shall 
appoint  seven  trustees  annually  and  fill  all  vacancies  that  occur 
by  resignation  or  otherw  se.  Said  tiiustees  are  required  to  report 
annually  to  the  association. 

ARTICLE   12.     This  constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended 
hy  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  nif^mbers  present. 

ARTICLE   13.     There  shall  be  an   executive  committee  com- 


pos.ed  of  the  moderator  and  clerk  and  as  many  other  members  as 
the  association  may  deem  wise,  which  committee  shall  be  elected 
annually. 


Recommendation 

We,  The  Tuckaseifcee  Association  in  session,  at  John's  Creek 
Baptist  Church,  Cowarts,  North  Carolina,  having  forty-one 
churches  to  constitute  our  m.embership,  and  h-aving  more  than 
fifty  ordained  ministers  in  our  territory,  with  many  of  our  chur-ches 
having  only  once  a  month  preaching  and  many  of  our  ordained 
ministers  having  no  work  at  all,  believe  it  necessary  to  take  some 
steps  in  our  association  whereby  our  local  churches  may  be  more 
cautious  in  the  ordination  of  our  young  men  to  the  ministry  with 
no  church  in  view:    Therefore,  we  recommend: 

First,  That  this  Association  in  session  appoint  a  presbytery  con- 
sisting of  not  less  than  five  pastors  t®  sit  in  session  and  pass  upon' 
the  qualifications,  advantages  and  possibilities  for  pastoral  work 
of  any  man  or  church  who  mav  desire  a  young  man  ordained. 

Second,  That  any  man  who  has  been  licensed  by  a  local  ehurch 
to  the  gospel  ministry  shall  preach  and  exercise  his  calling  where- 
ever  he  may  desire  to  do  so  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  two  years 
before  he  shall  be  eligible  for  orddnation  unless  some  church  shall 
call  h'-m  as  its  pastor. 

Third,  That  the  association  encourage  all  young  ministers  wh® 
may  be  found  worthy  to  make  progress  and  prove  themselves  cap- 
abl©  of  spreading  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  throughout  our  bounds 
and  elsewhere.

Report  on  Temperance  by  J.  T.  Gribble  and  read  by  the  clerk, 
was  adopted  without  dj'scussion. 

Report  On  Temperance 

In  considering  this  subject,  your  committee  has  elected  to 
discuss  it  in  a  general  way  as  applied  to  two  or  three  of  the  present 
day  evils  most  prevalent  in  our  land.  The  object  of  such  a  dis- 
cussion is  not  to  minimize  the  many  other  evils  associated  with 
this  question,  but  to  attempt  to  magnify  the  evils  of  the  two  or 
three  basic  intemperance  which  lead  to  all  the  other  evils. 

An  interpretatiim  of  the  word  Temperance  is  moderation  and 
another  is  self  control  and  it  is  in  the  light  of  these  interpretations 
that  yeur  committee  desires  to  deal  with  this  subject. 

FIRST.  May  we  consider  the  use  of  intoxicating  liquors. 
There  are  two  courses  open  to  us  to  deal  with  this  evil.  One  is 
by  legislative  acts  and  tbe  other  by  an  educational  program  to 
convince  and  convert  the  young  people  to  the  idea  that  there  is 
no  evil  so  distructive  to  all  the  finer  and  better  qualities  of  man 
than  the  use  of  alcohol  in  any  form,  and  when  we  become  con- 
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vinced  as  a  christian  people  that  the  use  of  alcoholic  beverages  is 
as  dangerous  and  destructive  as  hell  ittself,  then  we  shall  be  in  a 
frame  of  mind  and  soul  to  earnestly  teach  it  to  ©ur  children  and 
our  neighbor's  children.  It  is  a  fact  that  upon  the  fact  that  John 
Barley  Corn  was  out-lawed  and  we  need  not  fear.  Legislative 
acts  are  easily  raodified  or  replaced,  ljut  a  truly  converted  soul  is 
stable.    Herein  lies  the  hope  and  security  of  the  temperate  life. 

SECOND.  Closely  allied  to  intoxication  is  gluttony.  Again 
we  would  suggest  that  the  educational  program  inaugurated  as  to 
alcohol  be  broadened  to  cover  the  evils  resulting  from  gluttonous 
habits  which  are  greatly  stimulated  and  encouraged  by  the  use  »f 
intoxicating  beverages. 

THIRD.  As  a  resuft  of  the  indulgence  in  the  two  evils  just 
named,  we  have  debauchery.  Here  too,  we  should  resort  to  the 
task  of  faithfully  teaching  by  precept  and  example  that  honor, 
integrity,  virtue,  modesty,  pui-ety  and  uprightness  of  heart  and 
mind  cannot  be  obtained  by  engaging  in  or  countenacing  intoxi- 
cation, gluttony  or  debauchery  in  any  sense  and  that  these  along 
with  hoards  of  other  evils  allied  with  them,  or  as  dangerous  and 
destructive  as  the  deadly  poisons  against  which  they  are  daily 
warned.

Report  On  Foreign  Missions

mand of  Jesus  today  as  it  was  19  00  years  ago.  When  he  said  to 
his  12  deciples  on  a  mountain  in  Gallilee,  All  powers  in  heaven  and 
in  earth  is  given  to  me.  Go  ye  therefore  into  the  world  and  preach 
the  Gospel  to  all  nations.  And  now  nearly  two  thousand  years  has 
gone  into  the  past  and  still  an  unfinished  task  is  before  us.  What 
will  we  do  about  it?  Our  association's  last  record  is  shameful,  when 
we  see  from  the  minutes  of  our  last  session  that  nearly  six  thous- 
and church  members  gave  the  paltry  sum  of  $19.40  in  a  whole  year 
to  assist  in  carrying  out  the  Saviors  greatest  command  to  his  fol- 
lowers. The  challenge  cif  Jesus  to  his  churches  is  *'Go  and  I  will 
go  with  you  to  the  end  of  the  t-ask."  Do  we  accept  the  challenge? 
This  is  his  only  plan,  he  will  make  no  others. 

We  command  and  insist  that  every  pastor  in  this  association 
cooperate  w  th  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  at  Richmond,  Va..  in 
this  plan  and  efforts  to  stimulate  and  revive  the  mission  spirit  in 
the  church  to  which  they  minister  and  preach  more  on  the  world 
wide  mission  causes.  What  mission  spirit  or  interest  we  now  have 
is  doomed  t  >  decay  if  we  don't  preach  it,  teach  it,  and  practice  it.

Report  on  State  M  ssions,  read  by  I.  K.  Stafford  as  follows: 

Report  On  State  Missions 

From  its  beginning,  the  State  Mission  program  has  amply 
justified  itself  because  of  the  service  it  has  rendered  and  the  per- 
manent and  fruitful  work  it  has  accomplished.  If  we  would  have 
a  strong  Home  and  Foreign  Mission  program,  we  must  keep  the 
h  ime  base  strong.  The  outposts  must  depend  on  the  home  base 
for  support  and  reinforcements.  State  Missions  is  the  Great  Com- 
mission localized  "Beginning  at  Jerusalem."  The  program  of 
State  Missions  has,  from  the  beginn'.ng  in  North  Carolina  been  one 
of  preaching,  teaching-,  and  training.  Mr.  M.  A.  Huggins  has  the 
general  oversight  of  all  our  Baptist  work  in  North  Carolina  being 
the  General  Executive  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  North  Caro- 
lina Baptist  State  Convention.  Under  his  wise  and  efficient  leader- 
ship the  work  is  going  forward  in  a  remarkable  way.  W"e  are 
deeply  indebted  to  him  for  the  progress  that  has  been  made  in 
reducing  debts  and  reviving  the  morale  and  spirit  of  the  Baptist 
of  North  Carolina.  If  our  people  will  share  the  increased  bles- 
S"ngs  that  have  been  bestowed  upon  us  the  success  of  State  Mis- 
sions is  assured.  The  work  of  preaching  the  Gospel  in  the  State 
Mission  program  is  :n  the  hands  of  missionary  pastors  who  are 
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laboring-  in  needy  fields.  There  were  fifteen  new  mi>ssionary  pas- 
tors added  the  first  of  the  year.  Rev.  M.  O.  Alexander  came  to  the 
assistance  of  Brother  Huggins  and  a  worker  araong  the  negroes 
was  also  added.  The  Sunday  School  work  which  is  the  teaching 
program  is  in  charge  of  Mr.  Perry  Morgan  assisted  by  Mr.  L.  L- 
Morgan.  These  two  brethern  are  doing  their  best  to  boost  Sun- 
day School  work  in  our  state  and  have  made  consistent  progress. 

The  training  activities  known  as  the  B.  T.  U.  (Baptist  Train- 
ing Union)  is  directed  by  Miss  Winnie  Rickett  a.ssisted  by  Miss 
Mabel  Starnes.  Our  work  is  in  good  .  hands  and  needs  only  the 
support  of  the  local  churches  to  be  made  a  success. 

Needs 

There  are  many  weak  churches  and  groups  of  churches  that 
need  assistance  to  secure  an  efficient  pastor  that  he  might  lead  them 
to  become  self  supporting.  In  many  instances  a  small  investment 
would  yield  large  returns  in  souls  saved  and  support  for  the  King- 
dom of  God.  We  ought  to  be  taking  the  Gospel  to  the  other  na- 
tionalit  es  in  our  midst.  Our  State  can  rise  no  higher  morally  or 
spiritually  than  we  lift  these  strangers  within  our  gates.  There  are 
seven  nati(^)nalities  that  are  rather  numerous  in  our  state  ;»s  fol- 
lows: Indians,  Negroes,  Jews,  Greeks,  Italians,  Chinese,  and  Rus- 
sians. How  we  do  need  to  take  the  Gospel  to  these!  Almost  every 
foreigner  plans  to  go  back  home  sometime.  W^hy  not  give  him  the 
Gospel  and  make  a  good  citizen  of  him  while  here  and  then  when 
he  goes  home  let  him  be  a  missionary  for  our  Christ? 

Reconiiiiendations 

That  we  set  apart  the  month  of  October  as  State  Mission 
month  and  seek  to  enlist  each  church  , and  Sunday  School  in  the 
observance  of  State  Mission  Day  at  which  time  they  take  an  offef- 
ing  for  State  Missions  and  send  to  Mr.  M.  A.  Huggins,  Raleigh,  N. 
C,  designated  for  State  Missions. 

That  we  urge  our  churches  to  adopt  a  budget  for  the  coming 
year  and  take  an  every  member  enroMpient  for  the  financial  sup- 
port of  Kin-dom  enterijrises  both  at  home  and  abroad. 

That  we  urge  the  churches  to  adopt  some  plan  to  help  care  for 
the  Mills  Home  since  that  does  not  come  in  the  items  of  the  Co- 
operative Program. 

That  the  churches  be  asked  to  take  an  offering  on  Mother's 
Day  for  our  Baptist  Hospital  at  Winston  Salem,  N.  C.

Report  on  Stewardship,  read  by  E.  H.  Stillwell. 

Report  Of  Stewardship 

"Will  a  man  rob  God?  Yet  ye  rob  me?  But  ye  say  wherein 
have  we  robbed  thee?  In  tithes  and  offerings."  That  we  are 
stewards  of  all  that  we  possess  is  evident  because  we  brought  noth- 
ing into  this  world  and  it  is  certain  that  we  can  take  nothing  out. 
"The  earth's  is  the  Lords  and  the  fullness  Ihereof,  the  world  and 
they  that  dwell  therein."  We  not  only  owe  God  the  tithe,  but  we 
are  obligated  for  the  proper  use  of  all  our  substance.    Thus  we  are 
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stewards  of  all  our  property  and  will  surely  be  held  to  account 
for  the  use  we  make  it.  It  is  not  ours,  but  merely  entrusted  to 
us  for  a  short  time  to  be  used  for  his  glory  and  for  the  advance- 
ment of  his  kingdom,  and  for  the  w^elfare  of  mankind.  The  real 
test  of  stewardstiip  is  in  the  way  we  make  use  of  out'  material  pos- 
sessions. These  should  be  decidated  to  God  and  we  should  seek  his 
guidance  in  the  beet  way  to  use  them.  No  man  can  wrong  in 
the  matter  of  stewardship  who  honestly  seeks  His  will  in  the 
proper  use  and  investment  of-  his  goods.  The  good  steward  will 
not  stop  at  giving  the  tenth,  but  will  strive  to  use  every  dollar  in 
such  a  way  as  will  best  prove  a  worthy  stewardship.  This  will  in- 
sure the  Gospel,  the  expansion  of  His  Kingdom,  the  support  of 
charity,  the  dissemination  of  wholesome  learning,  the  relief  of 
suffering,  and  the  welfare  of  His  people  everywhere. 

But  we  are  not  only  stewards  of  our  material  blessings,  we  are 
stewards  of  our  talents  and  oi  our  capacities.  We  are  undoubt- 
edly responsible  to  God  for  the  right  use  of  our  mental  gifts,  our 
spiritual  powers — in  the  word,  our  talents.  This  is  as  real  as  that 
of  our  material  possessions,  and  possibly  even  more  sacred.  There- 
lore,  "hav  ng  g  fts  differing  according  to  the  grace  that  is  given  to 
VIS.  whether  ijroi)hecy,  let  us  prophesy  according  to  the  proportion 
i>f  our  fa  th;  or  ministry,  let  us  give  ourselves  to  ministering;  or 
he  that  teacheth,  to  his  teacher;  or  he  that  exhorteth,  to  exhorta- 
tion. "  Moreover,  we  are  stewards  of  our  influence  and  of  our  per- 
sonality.   Woe  to  him  who  causes  his  weaker  brother  to  stumble! 

Then,  too,  we  are  stewards  of  our  time.  Most  assuredly  we 
shall  be  held  accountable  for  the  way  in  which  we  are  entrusted 
with  time  as  we  are  entrusted  with  money  and  with  talents.  We 
should  value  time  highly  and  not  squander  it,  for  time  is  the  stuff 
tliat  life  is  made  of.  We  have  only  one  life  to  live.  We  shall  not 
pass  this  away  again.  Time  is  a  sacred  trust  and  the  wrong  use  of 
it  will  forfeit  our  right  to  length  of  days. 

Finally,  we  are  stewards  of  God's  truth.  This  is  indeed  the 
most  important  and  most  sacred  trust  of  aW.  We  are  entrusted 
with  God's  message  to  mankind.  What  shall  we  do  with  it?  Shall 
we  rightly  divide  the  word  of  truth?  God  has  no  other  plan.  We 
are  his  messengers;  we  are  his  mouthpiece.  Shall  we  prevert  the 
Word?  Shall  we  twist  the  Truth?  Shall  we  withhold  the  Gospel? 
Then  we  shall  be  unworthy  stewards  of  his. 

In  conclusion,  we  quote  from  the  report  of  the  State  Promo- 
tion Committee  in  urging  "that  earnest  effort  be  made  to  build 
up  in  every  church  member  a  sense  of  stewardship.  And  as  an 
outlet  for  it  we  would  urge  that  tithing  be  presented  as  the  mini- 
mum standard  for  all  Christians,  and  let  our  aim  be  a  stewardship 
revival  in  every  Baptist  church  in  the  Tuckaseigee  Association. 

Bro.  T.  F.  Deitz  spoke  of  the  report  on  Foreign  Missions. 

Bro.  .1.  E.  Brown  read  the  report  on  Ministerial  Relief  as  follows: 

Report  On  Ministerial  Relief 

Our  board  has  done  well  since  its  foundation  in  this  great 
phrase  of  denominational  work.     The  field  has  grown  larger  and 
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the  needs  more  pressinj^-  and  we  should  not  grow  slack  in  our  sup- 
port of  this  object  because  those  veterans  who  come  in  early  in  the 
day  and  labored  in  the  heat  need  our  help  now,  when  thc^y  are 
far  spent. 

The  great  work  of  supplement  service  to  pastors  in  fields  not 
able  to  support  them  is  a  worthy  one,  but  the  difference  between 
the  changing  need  our  veteran  preachers  and  the  aid  they  are  re- 
ceiving calls  for  a  more  religious  response  than  many  of  our  pres- 
ent churches  have  even  c£»nsidered.  The  call  to  the  Christian  min- 
istery  was  accepted  by  the  best  brain  and  brawn  of  our  fathers' 
day.  Men  who  could  have  gone  into  other  fields  of  service  and 
amassed  fortunes  are  in  want  today  because  they  chose  to  be 
Baptist  preachers.  They  have  served  bravely,,  and  without  a 
murmer  they  accept  their  condition  of  life  with  as  much  calmness 
as  they  did  the  sacred  call.  Think  of  those  fourteen  hundred  of 
our  ministers  now  partially  or  totally  unable  to  serve  as  active 
pastors  who  served  through  their  active  years  in  churehes  that 
would  not  pay  them  enough  to  live  on  much  less  than  a  little  to 
start  a  saving  for  age  and  days  of  helplessness. 

He  called  them  to  preach.    They  honored  the  call.    What  are 
we  do'ng?     Can  we  leave  them  now  neglected  and  in  want  as  a 
penalty  for  having  been  our  pastors?    God  forbid  such.    They  loved 
Him  and  His.    We  must  not  prove  false  to  such  a  sacred  cause.

CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE  1.  This  association  shall  be  called  the  Tuckaseige-c 
Baptist  Association. 

ARTICLE  2.  The  primary  object  of  this  association  is  to 
extend  Christ's  kingdom  at  home  and  abroad. 

ARTICLE  3.  The  association  shall  be  compo£ed  of  represen- 
tatives s-elected  by  Missionary  Baptist  churches  which  have  been 
received. 

ARTICLE  4.  Each  church  shall  send  to  the  cl^rk  of  the 
association  two  weeks  prior  to  the  convening  of  the  body  a  letter 
containing  full  information  concerning  the  church,  using  tae 
blank  form  suggeted  for  this  purpose  by  our  state  denominational 
headquarters. 

ARTICLE  5.  This  assoeiation  shall  have  no  power  to  Icrd  it 
over  God's  heritage,  nor  shall  it  have  any  clerical  power  over  the 
churches  or  infringe  on  any  of  their  internal  rights. 

ARTICLE  6.  The  a&S'o elation  shall  have  a  moderator,  vice- 
moderator,  clerk  treasurer,  historian,  Sunday  school  superinten- 
dent, and  Baptist  Young  People's  Union  president.  It  shall  be  th^ 
duty  of  Sunday  school  superintendent  and  the  Baptist  Young 
People's  Union  pres"dent  to  ^ffect  ,:Uch  orgrniziticn  as  is  necsssar/ 
to  do  effective  work  in  the  Sunday  Schools  and  the  Baptist 
People's  Unions  of  the  association  and  to  report  annually  to  the 
assoeiation. 

ARTICLE  7.  The  association  shall  have  the  right  to  deter- 
mine what  churches  shall  be  admitted  as  memberg  of  this  body, 

ARTICLE  8.  This  association  shall  have  the  right  to  with- 
draw her  fellowship  from  any  church  for  not  complying  with  hen 
rules,  or  for  violating  the  othodcx  principles  of  the  Gospel. 

ARTICLE  9.  Each  church  in  the  association  shall  be  en- 
titled to  three  delegatCiS'  and  one  additional  delegate  for  each 
$10.00  contribute  to  any  of  the  causes  fostered  by  the  denomina-; 
$10.00  contributed  to  any  of  the  causes  fostered  by  the'denomina- 
tion. 

ARTICLE  10.  It  shrill  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  to  have  the 
Articles  of  Faith  and  the  Constitution  printed  in  the  minutes  an  > 
nually.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  to  send  to  the  cleii-s 
of  each  church,  not  less  than  six  weeks  prior  to  the  convening  of 
the  association,  the  blank  form  to  be  used  in  making  up  the 
church's  asscciational  letter. 
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ARTICLE  11.  The  as-sociation  shall  apoaint  a  Board  of. 
Trustees  for  Sylva  Collegiate  Institute,  consisting  of  twenty-one 
membtrs,  seven  of  who  shall  cons'titute  a  quorum.  The  first  seven 
to  serve  one  year,  the  second  seven  to  serve  two  years,  the  third 
seven  to  serve  three  years.  These  trustees  are  empowered  to  re- 
ceive and  hold  sehool  property  for  the  association;  to  select  teach- 
ers, and  to  attend  to  such  other  business  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  educational  interests  of  the  association.  The  association  shall 
appoint  seven  trustees  annually  and  fill  all  vacancies  that  occur 
by  resignation  or  otherwise.  Said  trustees  are  required  to  report 
annually  to  the  association. 

ARTICLE  12.  This  constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended 
by  a  two -thirds  vote  of  the  members  present. 

ARTICLE  13.  There  shall  bs  an  executive  committee  com- 
posed of  the  moderator  and  clerkand  as  many  other  members  as 
the  association  may  deem  wise,  which  committee  shall  be  elected 
annually.

REPORT  ON  ORPHANAGE 
The  year  1935  brings  the  Baptist  Orphanage  of  North  Carolina 
to  the  close  of  50  year&'  experience  and  service.  On  November  11, 
1885,  the  first  child  was  received  and  since  that  time  more  than 
4,CC0  children  have  been  received  and  cared  for.  It  has  stood 
as  a  light  upon  a  hill  for  needy  children  in  North  Carolina  for 
all  these  years.  It  has  suffered,  but  lived  through  many  trials 
and  hardships.  It  has  had  to  turn  down  many  children  because 
of  the  insufficient  funds  to  car^  for  them. 

The  orphanage  of  North  Carolina  chief  support  has  been  the 
Sunday  schools.  In  recent  years  the  Thanksgiving  offering  nas 
been  a  great  help.  The  sad  thing  is  that  only  about  300  Sunday 
school,  out  of  the  2,500  in  the  state,  are  giving  an  offering  to  the 
orphanage  once  a  month. 

I  recommend  that  the  pastorg,  and  all  leaders  of  the  church 
in  our  association  to  launch  a  campaign  to  get  each  Sunday  school 
and  church  in  our  association  to  give  an  offering  once  a  month 
to  the  orphanage;  and  to  get  all  church  to  cooperate  in  getting  a 
car  load  of  produce  for  the  ophanage  every  Thanksgiving.

Report  on  Foreign  Mission  read  by  Rev.  T.  F.  Deitz. 
REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSION 

We  are  glad  to  report  that  th^  Foreign  Mission  situation  is 
more  encouraging  than  it  was  was  a  f'^w  years  ago  wher;  so 
many  o*  our  foreign  missionaries  had  to  be  called  home  on  ac- 
count of  limited  funds.  But  we  are  happy  to  say  that  the  pasc 
year  has  been  the  best  since  the  serious  decline  and  then  the  de- 
pression came  upon  us.  In  many  ways  we  seem  to  be  facing  a 
new  day;  new  encouragement  has  oome  to  our  missiona..oi  and 
workers  in  many  places  in  the  far  East  because  of  the  visits  of 
the  Maddry's  Weatherspoons,  Truetts  and  Rushbrooks.  The  work 
has  been  organized  |n  a  very  definite  and  efficient  way  and  \l 
far  better  understood. 

We  also  note  two  thousand  more  baptisms  on  the  varioUi? 
fields  than  the  previous  year.  There  were  15,969  baptisms  in 
1934,  ancf  17,794  in  1935.  Roumania  leads  the  list  with  6,050 
baptisms;  Brazil  4,634,  China,  4,115;  North  China  alone  reporting 
2,475;  Africa  had  1,065  baptisms.  So  the  work  goes  forward  in 
this  vital  way 

Furthermore,  for  thg  first  time  in  several  yearg  the  Board 
was  able  last  fall  to  send  out  several  new  missionaries.  Twenty - 
three  were  appointed  at  the  October  meeting  of  the 
Board  and  some  others,  the  sons  and  daughters  of  missionaries 
already  on  the  fields  wer^  also  appointed,  and  there  were  severa) 
re -appointments  of  those  who  for  several  years  have  been  home. 
In  all  thirty-three  were  sent  forth  to  the  work.  Still  this  doesn't 
bring  thfe  numbes  up  to  normal,  as  there  have  been  several  deatns 
and  resignations  and  retirements  in  the  last  year.  Tn©  number 
now  stands  417  which  is  much  below  what  it  was  a  few  years  ago. 

Also  the  debt  has  been  reduced  some  four  hundred  thousand 
dollars.  The  plan  now  is  to  cancel  the  debt  entirely  by  1938. 

What  will  this  association  do  to  to  help  pay  it?  It  is  a  shame 
on  the  6,000  Baptists  of  this  old  association  that  last  year  we 
gave  the  poltry  sum  of  $25.00  to  this  cause,  and  the  Minutes  show 
that  about  three  churches  out  of  the  forty-two  gave  that. 

What  does  Jesus  think  of  this  host  of  Baptist  who  are  paying 
so  little  attention  to  His  great  command  to  spread  the  Gospel  to 
the  ends  of  the  earth?  Do  we  not  hear  Him  say,  "Go,  and  I  go 
with  you  to  the  end  of  the  ages?" 

What  a  tragedy  for  a  christian  association  to  be  anti -mission. 
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ary?  And  yet  call  themselves  missionary  Baptist.  Let  us  do  bet- 
ter or  change  our  name.

Report  on  Homg  Mission  waiS  read  by  Bro.  H.  M.  Hocutt  as 
follows: 

REPORT  ON  HOME  MISSIONS 
The  Home  Mission  Board  last  year  appointed  27  new  mission- 
aries, making  a  total  of  283  missionaries  working  in  894  mission 
churches  and  mission  stations.  There  were  over  4,000  conver- 
sions and  baptism.s,  eighteen  new  churches  were  organized  and  62 
m.ission  stations  opened. 

In  Cuba,  the  missionaries  made  31,855  visits,  held  2,802  praye- 
mcetingis,  and  conducted  4,987  preaching  services.  In  the  home- 
land, in  addition  to  the  multiplied  thousands  of  prayer  and 
preaching  services  conducted,  5,563  individuals  were  reached  by 
personal  evangelism.  Of  these,  578  were  Italians,  1,610  Indians, 
1,974  Mexicans,  and  nearly  1,000  were  negroes.  Moreover,  9,326 
Bibles  and  Gospels  were  distributed. 

In  the  ministry  of  teaching,  the  Board  U  maintaining  56d 
Sunday  Schools  wth  11,554  pupils.  It  also  maintains  Acadia  Bap- 
tist Academy  in  Southern  Louisiana,  the  Anglo -Mexican  Insri- 
tute  at  El  Paso,  Texas,  the  Mexican  Baptist  Institute  at  Bastrop. 
Texas,  and  does  other  efficient  and  effective  work  in  Christian 
education. 

Time  would  fail  us  to  tell  of  all  the  benevolent  work  being 
done  by  our  Board  such  as  that  of  our  Southern  Baptist  Sana- 
torium at  El  Paso,  the  orphanage  for  Mexican  children  at  Bas  . 
trop,  Texas,  the  free  clinic  for  poor  children  in  Cuba,  and  almost 
innumerable  other  services,  the  spiritual  ministri^g  back  of  which 
as  Miss  Kelly  suggests,  "cannot  be  estimated  until  the  Judgment 
Day." 

The  Budget  cf  Operations 

In  1935  the  Board  received  from  all  sources  $416,576.85.  Thic: 
was  $82,880.82  more  than  was  received  in  1934.  The  budget  for 
1936  is  $150,000.00  fcr  mission  work,  and  $194,896.67  for  interest 
and  principal  on  debts.  The  Board  is  operating  within  the  budget 
and  for  over  two  years  has  operated  without  borowir.g  money. 

The  Board  has  received  frcm  the  Hundred  Thousand  Club  up 
to  July  1,  1936,  $107,  818.88,  all  of  which  hag  been  paid  on  the 
principal  of  its  debt. 

The  Home  Mission  Board  was  never  more  conscious  of  its 
rtrwardship  and  never  more  determined  to  meet  that  stewardship 
than  it  is  right  now.  We  believe  that  the  paramount  issue  before 
Southern  Baptists  is  whether  the  homeland  is  to  be  made  Chris- 
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tian,  or  is  to  become  progressively  pa&an  and  go  the  way  of  all 
nations  that  forget  God.  The  Home  Mission  Board  is  set  for  the 
saving  of  the  homeland.

Rev.  Forester  spoke  to  the  report. 
STATE  MISSIONS  REPORT  TO  THE  TUCKASEIGEE  ASO. 

We  do  not  have  to  find  an  excuse  for  putting  in  our  Mission 
program  into  the  Baptist  Churches  of  the  Southland;  but  we  move 
into  it  because  of  our  BIBLE  MARCHING  ORDERS.  Southern 
Baptists  believe  in  following  the  Divine  BOOK.  The  Bible.  Tha 
Scripture,  "Ye  shall  be  witnesses  unto  me  both  in  Jerusalem,  and 
in  all  Judea,  and  in  Samaria  and  to  the  uttermost  part  of  the 
earth,"  is  enough  for  working  Baptists  to  see  that  Jesus  gives  the 
onward  March,  command  to  all  New  Testament  Christians.  Wit- 
nesses in  "Jerusalem",  means  that  we  are  to  be  missionary  at  the 
home  church  and  all  Judea,  means  that  we  are  to  be  missionary 
out  there  in  the  state  we  live  in,  "in  Samaria"  leads  New  .^Testa- 
ment Baptist  in  to  the  Southland  with  the  gospel,  "A  nd  inio  the 
uttermost  part  of  the  earth,"  means  just  what  it  sayis  and  sapys 
just  what  it  means. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  believe  in  Home  Missions.  They  be- 
lieve Jesus  last  earthly  command,  "Go  y^  therefore  .  .  "  Ye  shall 
be  witnesses  unto  me  ....  in  all  Judea,"  which  means  send  the 
word  of  LIFE,  take  the  word  of  LIGHT  into  all  the  state  of  North 
Carolina.  The  Tuckaseigee  Baptist  Association  believes  in  support- 
ing the  greatest  program  ever  launched,  that  of  helping  Jesus 
save  the  world.  Religion  is  the  only  force  that  will  save  it  too. 
This  association  will  make  its  gifts  of  prayer,  money  and  put  out 
effort  individually  to  take  the  cause  of  Christ  to  needy  hearts  of 
the  State  and  world.  The  whole  Bible  is  a  Missionary  Book  and 
thanks  be  to  God  we  are  believers  of  the  Bible  and  we  are  mi;5- 
sionary  Baptist.  This  state  program  will  make  progress  in  the 
forty -one  churches  of  this  association  because  of  the  above  fact 

Our  great  State  Missionary  M.  A.  Huggins  is  helping  to  place 
a  pastor  in  every  church  of  North  Carolina.  160  churches  reported 
no  pastor  in  1935,  while  613  churches  reported  not  even  one  bap- 
tism and  363  of  the  2,384  Sunday  Schools  of  the  state  reported 
as  great  Sunday  School  enrollment  as  church  membership.  Each 
year  since  our  great  layman  missionary  secretary  has  been  in  of- 
fice the  program  has  been  on  the  incline,  1,050  churches  of  the 
2410  churches  of  th©  state  report  a  B.  Y.  P.  U.  and  1,484  churches 
report  a  W.  M.  S.  The  State  mission  program  has  two  splendidl 
missionary  preachers  whose  duty  it  is  to  go  over  the  state  and  aid 
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the struggling  churches  and  organize  new  work  thus  strengthen- 
ing the  whole  state  mission  program,  viz,  Brothers  Pipes  c.nd  M. 
C.  Alexander. 

The  State  Mission  program  tried  to  place  a  pasior  at  every 
college  center  to  aid  in  the  religious  life  of  the  students  there. 
Miss  Mabel  Starnes  of  the  B.  T.  U.  department  is  rapidly  intro- 
ducing- B.  T.  U.s  in  th-e  churches  of  the  state.  Mr.  L.  L.  Morgan 
and  his  approved  number  of  Sunday  School  helpers  are  l^^din^? 
churches  into  a  greajt  Sunday  School  revival  spirit  .and  into  a 
spirit  of  efficiency.  The  State  W.  M.  U.  work  pushes  on  out  into 
unclaimed  fields.  There  are  seven  nationalites  in  the  state  look- 
ing to  Baptists  for  the  gospel  as  follows,  Indians,  negroes,  Jews, 
Greeks,  Italians,  Chinese  and  Russians. 

If  each  Baptist  Church  of  this  association  will  pray  and  ask 
God  the  will  of  heaven  concening  the  Co-operative  program  of 
Missionary  Effort,  we  will  give  more  time  to  its  causes  and  moniy 
will  come  in  for  itg  support.  Pray  for  the  great  state  mission  pro- 
gram. 


Bro.  R.  F.  Mayberry  spoke  about  the  goals  of  our  association, 
and  also  a  Stewardship  Revival  in  our  association.

Report  on  Ministerial  Relief  read  by  J.  P.  Reed  as  follows: 
RELIEF  DEPARTMENT 

During  the  past  year  the  amount  paid  to  1,065  ministers  and 
their  widows  in  whose  homes  it  was  estmated  there  were  150  dc 
pendent  children  wag  $73,485.37.  This  year  1936  began  w^ith  1,160 
beneficiaries  and  the  number  m^y  be  increased  durino:  the  year. 
7  percent  of  the  Southwide  Co-Operation  Program  of  the  South, 
ern  Baptist  convention  has  been  allotted  to  this  Relief  Fund  which 
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amounted  to  only  $42,377.89  thig  past  year.  Our  board  received  in 
designated  gifts  and  income  from  invested  funds  in  the  Sate  an 
additional  sum  of  $23,595.85  or  a  total  for  cur  relief  work  only 
$65,973.74.  This  amount  with  the  net  earning^  on  our  Relief 
Endowment  and  Trust  FundiS-  is  insufficient  to  pay  our  beneficaries 
a  reasonable  allowance.  They  do  not  average  more  than  $70.00 
per  person  per  year.  This  cause  has  been  sadly  overlooked  by 
our  denomination.  Its  needs  should  be  stressed  in  every  Baptist 
church  in  our  aissociations. 

The  board  at  its  annual  meeting  in  February  gave  hearty 
approval  to  an  appeal  to  the  churches  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
convention  for  at  least  one  Fellowship  Offering  each  year  and  senr 
direct  to  the  State  officers  and  marked  "Fellowship  Offering''; 
such  offerings  to  be  used  for  aged  ministers,  their  waives  and 
widowis  and  this  to  be  used  in  the  State  from  which  it  comes.  Our 
aged  ministers  and  their  v/ives  should  not  be  shut  off.  We  should 
mtoot  this  responsibility  in  the  fear  of  God.  They  gaVg  away 
their  opportunity  for  earthly  gains  that  we  mght  learn  the  story. 
Let's  not  forget  them.

TUCKASEIGEE  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION  REPORT 
ON  STEWARDSHIP 

We  are  stewards  of  all  that  we  possess.  We  brought  nothing 
into  this  world  and  it  is  certain  that  wo  can  take  nothing  out. 
We  owe  God  not  only  the  tithe,  but  ar©  obligated  for  the  proper 
use  of  all  cur  goods.  It  ls  good  to  recognize  that  God  owns  one- 
tenth  of  our  worldly  goods.

Then  we  are  stewards  of  our  time.  We  shall  b,g  held  to  stric: 
account  for  the  proper  use  of  time.  Time  is  a  sacred  trust.  Time 
is  not  ours.  It  is  God's.  Our  liveg  are  not  ours.  They  belong  to 
God.  The  wrong  us©  of  time  with  forfeit  our  right  to  length  of 
days. 

Finally,  we  are  stewards  of  God's  Wo-rd.    This    is  the  most 
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sacred  trust  of  all.  God  has  entrusted  us  with  his  message  to 
mankind.  What  shall  w.e  do  with  it?  Shall  wg  rightly  divide  the 
word  of  truth?  God  ha^  no  other  plan.  We  are  to  be  his  messen- 
gers and  his  mouthpiece.  Shall  we  withhold  the  'Word  of  Truth? 
Then  we  ar,©  unworthy  stewards  and  unprofitable  servants.

Report  on  Hospitals  read  by  P.  L.  Elliott  as  follows: 
HOSPITALS 

A  christian's  obligation  to  others  is  without  bound.  It  begins 
by  helping  him  to  become  acquainted  with  Christ,  and  continues 
throughout  life,  touching  every  phase  of  human  activity.  Religion 
Is  preeminently  a  spiritual  reality,  but  it  muist  have  a  ground  to 
find  its  expression.  That  ground  ig  found  only  in  human  relation- 
ship. "Thou  Shalt  love  the  Lord  thy  God  with  all  thy  heart"  is 
the  great  commandment;  but  "Love  thy  neighbor  as  thyself"  is 
its  only  expresision. 

There  is  no  human  relationship  that  bears  the  human  heart 
so  completely  as  human  suffering.  Realizing  this  we  have  provided 
in  our  organized  work  for  the  care  of  the  sick.  A  certain  percent 
(4)  of  our  undesignated  gifts  soes  for  the  support  of  our  hoispitals 
That  which  our  N.  C.  hospital  at  Winston -Salem,  rec3ivc.s  from 
this  source  is  applied  on  debts.  A  special  offering  taken  on  Moth- 
er's Day  is  u£ed  exclusively  to  care  for  our  sick  who  are  unable  to 
provide  hospital  care  for  themselves.  As  many  are  taken  care  of 
as  that  offering  will  justify. 

There  are  some  dangers  that  we  face.  We  may  allow  thl? 
general  work  to  weaken  our  individual  efforts  to  serve  the  sicL?: 
in  our  own  communiti&s,  and  thus  lose  the  human  touch.  Being 
at  a  distance  from  the  hosptalg  cur  ardor  may  cool,  and  we  may 
fail  to  provide  adeo.uately  for  the  needs.  And  again  we  may 
come  to  think  that  we  have  discharged  our  obligation  when  we 
have  cared  for  their  sick  bodies.  This  hospital  like  every  othe: 
part  of  our  organization  is  only  a  means  to  a  greater  service 
and  not  an  end  within  tself.  The  irLStructions  of  the  Master  to 
those  going  out  (Luke  10:9)  was  .  .  .  "Heal  the  sick  .  .  .  and  say 
unto  them  'The  kingdom  of  God  is  come  high  unto  you'  ".  Toe 
first  command  is  but  an  avenue  to  the  second,  which  is  our  real 
task. 

We  urge  that  every  church  in  this  association,  in  addition  to 
its  support  of  the  cooperative  program,  take  a  special  offering  on 
Mother's  Day  for  the  Baptist  Hospital  at  Winston-Salem,  N.  C.

Historians  report  of  E.  H.  Stillwell  as  follows: 

TUCKASEIGEE  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION  REPORT  OF 
HISTORIAN  1935-1936 

There  are  at  present  forty-two  churches  with  a  combine i 
membership  of  5,113  in  the  bounds  of  this  association  as  reported 
in  the  last  minute.  Scott's  Creek  leads  with  350.  Big  Ridge  has 
the  smallest  membership,  namely  43.  Two  churches  have  all-tim? 
prtaching  and  seven  have  half-time.  The  other  thirty -three  have 
once_a_month  preaching.  During  the  associational  year  1934- 
1935  thirty. -four  revivals  were  held,  resulting  in  171  baptism.s. 
Fifty -nine  families  read  the  Biblical  Recorder.  All  the  churches 
use  Baptist  literature  in  all  their  organizations.  Sixteen  churches 
report  weekly  prayer  meetings.  Thirty-four  report  Sunday 
Schools.  These  have  a  combined  enrcllrtient  of  3,259  and  an 
average  attendance  of  2,096.  The  total  number  of  officer^  and 
teachers  in  theSg  Sunday  Schoolg  is  297,  67  of  whom  hold  normal 
diplomas.  None  of  the  Sunday  schools  reached  the  standard  of 
excellence  which  rates  as  Al.  Two  churches  reported  Daily  Vaca- 
tion Bible  Schools. 

There  are  at  present  39  ordained  ministers  within  the  bounds 
of  our  Association.  Six  of  these  have  had  college  training  and 
three  hold  degrees  from  standard  cclleges.  All  have  been  schooled 
in  the  sacred  Book  and  have  been  commissioned  by  the  Lord  of 
Glory  to  preach  the  unsearchable  truths  contained  therein.  The 
past  year  has  witnessed  the  loss  of  four  of  our  best -loved  minis, 
ters:  R.  N.  Deitz.  A.  C.  Queen,  J.  G.  Murray,  and  I.  K  Stafford. 
Two  of  these  Brothers  Deitz  and  Queen  passed  to  their  reward. 
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"Bleissed  ar^  the  dead  who  die  in  the  Lord."  Brother  Murray  wis 
compelled,  after  a  heroic  fight,  to  give  up  his  work  at  Sylva  be- 
cause of  ill  health.  Birother  Stafford  was  called  from  his  work  at 
Cullowhee  to  another  field  of  labor  in  the  Buncombe  Association. 
Three  Godly  ministers  have  come  to  us  to  fill  the  gaps  made  in 
the  ranks  by  the  going  of  Brother  Murray' and  Brother  Stafford,. 
Rev.  H.  M.  Hocutt  has  been  called  to  Sylva  from  Kemp,  Texas ^ 
and  Rev.  R.  C.  Shearin  comes  to  Scott's  Creek  from  Cheroke  ^ 
County  and  Rev.  Fred  Forester  comes  to  Cuullowhee  from  Covinj^,- 
ton,  Texas.  We  welcome  these  faithful  servants  of  God  into  our 
Association  and  wish  for  them  unbounded  success  in  their  new 
fields  of  labor. 

Thirty  churches  in  the  Tuckaseigee  Association  now  own 
their  own  houSg  of  worship,  twenty -nine  of  these  being  wooden 
structures  and  one  brick.  Only  three  nrovide  pastorium::,,  or 
homes  for  the  preachers.  Eleven  churrh  buildings  have  separate 
Sunday  School  rooms.  Nineteen  are  one -room  buildings.  Th«? 
combined  value  of  all  church  poperty  in  the  Association  ig  rcughly 
estimated  at  $108,250.00,  according  to  the  last  minute  of  the  as- 
sociation. All  the  churches  arg  supposed  to  place  their  preachers 
on  a  salary  basis  but  the  pay  of  m_any  of  the  faithful  men  of  God 
is  pitifully  inaderuate,  Sylva  paid  the  highest  salary  as  recorder^ 
in  la£t  minute.  This  w^as  $1,373.32.  Long  Branch  reported  $8.67 
for  pastor's  salary,  this  being  the  smallest  galary  paid.  The  aver- 
.age  salary  paid  for  the  associational  year  1935-1936  was  $142.00, 
The  total  amount  spent  by  all  the  churches  during  the  same  year 
for  preachers'  salaries  was  $4,460.92.  The  total  amount  raised 
for  home  expenses  by  all  the  churches  during  the  same  period  was 
$8,358.45,  including  pastors'  salaries.  Total  amount  raised  during 
that  period  for  the  Cooperative  Program  was  $422.29.  Tne  tot^l 
amount  raised  by  all  the  churches  for  other  objects  than  home 
expenses  during  this  same  period  was  $1,098.12.  And  the  grand 
total  spent  by  all  the  churches  during  this  time  for  all  objects  wa:: 
$9,500.70. 

During  the  past  associational  year  no  new  churches  have  been 
constituted.  No  changes  have  been  made  in  the  Constitution.  Nc 
church  organizations  have  been  suspended.  Thg  statuus  of  S,  Cv 
I.  r€m,ains  the  same.  Nine  churches  reDort  Young  People's  won 
Nine  report  W,  M.  U.  Work.  Notwithstanding  the  many  hin- 
drances, God's  Kingdom  is  advancing  within  our  bounds.

REPORT  ON  STATE  MISSIONS 
By  Fred  Forester 

Missionary  Baptist  believe  the  Bible  is  the  Divine  Inspired 
Word  of  God.  They  believe  the  New  Testament  contains  their 
Articles  of  Faith.  They  hold  dear  to  their  hearts  the  whole  Bible. 
Baptists  believe  the  teachings  of  Jesus.  His  words  give  us  our 
great  marching  orders  for  four  and  one-half  million  Southern 
Baptists.  The  secret  of  their  growth  is  found  in  this  Scripture— 
"Ye  shall  be  witnessed  unto  Me — Baptists  have  always  sent 
out  witnesses,  they  have  witnessed  for  Jesus  even  at  the  sword 
point  and  in  face  of  jail  doors.  We  are  determined  to  carry  out 
Jesus  last  command  to  us—  "Go  ye  therefore  and  teach  all  nations, 
baptizing  them  in  the  name  of  the  Father  and  of  the  Son  and  of 
the  Holy  Ghost"-Matt.  28:19.  In  Acts  1:8  Jesus  gave  a  command 
for  all  the  followers  of  all  times  to  come,  "Ye  shall  be  witnesses  un- 
to Me  both  in  Jerusalem,  and  in  all  Judoa,  and  in  Samaria,  and  unto 
the  uttermost  part  of  the  earth."  We  claim  the  Bible  is  our  creed 
and  "way  hill"  a  Book  of  instructions  and  a  "Sword". 

Therefore  North  Carolina  Baptists  believe  in  State  Missions  and 
will  try  to  carry  the  Gospel  to  ttae  ends  of  this  state.   We  believe 
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the  words  "Jerusalem  and  Judea"  refer  us  to  work  in  the  home 
community  and  to  the  State  we  live  in.  "Ye  shall  be  witnesses 
unto  me  in  all  Judea."  Under  the  direction  of  Mr.  M.  A.  Huggins 
our  great  layman  State  Sec.  and  Missionary  here  is  a  program  of 
preaching,  witnessing,  and  teaching  carried  to  all  parts  of  this 
state.  Mr.  L.  L.  Morgan  directed  a  great  S.  S.  Training  program 
bringing  to  Shelby  more  than  1000  S.  S.  workers  for  two  days  of 
training.  The  S.  S.  forces  under  his  direction  conducted  training 
classes  in  Western  N.  C.  reaching  the  14,000  in  classes  adding  604 
new  classes.  The  B.  T.  U.  a  part  of  the  State  Mission  program 
under  Mr.  Brooks  and  Miss  Starnes  report  62,116  receiving  this 
much  needed  training  in  N.  C,  giving  out  more  than  14,000  awards 
for  study  courses  in  1936.  The  State  Missionary  Board  through 
Miss  Mitches  carries  a  Religious  program  to  every  campus  of  the 
state  enlisting  every  student  possible  into  religious  work.  Work 
foj-  the  layman  under  Chairman  R.  N.  Simms  for  the  men  conduc- 
ted associational  rallies  this  year  thus  reaching  thousands  of  men. 
Schools  over  the  state  for  the  Pastors  are  being  promoted  in  the 
name  of  State  Missions.  There  is  a  Pastors  circulating  library 
of  500  books  that  we  may  get  any  book  or  books  by  writing  a  card 
to  M.  A.  Huggins  and  paying  the  return  postage  on  the  book. 

The  State  Mission  Board  keeps  Rev.  E.  M.  Harris  at  Sanitorium 
to  work  with  500  tubercular  patients  and  to  minister  to  170  girls 
at  Samarcand  who  have  been  sent  there  by  the  courts  of  N.  C.  The 
State  Mission  Board  pays  the  traveling  expenses  only  of  W.  R. 
Hackney  of  Charlotte  and  G.  C.  Wilder  of  Asheville  to  minister  to 
the  deaf.  He  recently  held  17  services  with  610  attending  and  seven 
converted.  Rev.  Wayne  Williams  has  been  serving  the  Oteen 
inmates  for  years  preaching  and  holding  services  with  tuberculosis 
patients  from  U.  S.  Veterans  lists.  Some  work  is  being  done  for 
the  Negroes  and  Indians.  The  State  Mission  Board  has  63  Mission- 
ary Pastorial  assistants  paying  a  great  part  of  their  salary;  this 
group  is  serving  133  churches  and  preached  6,208  sermons  last 
year.  It  has  been  recommended  that  the  State  Board  minister  to 
the  inmates  of  the  State  prisons.  Brothers  J.  C.  Pipes  and  M.  O. 
Alexander  are  State  Missionaries  to  help  strengthen  weak  churches 
and  carry  the  gospel  of  "Doing"  over  the  State. 
This  great  State  Mission  Board  needs  the  prayerful  support  of  all 
North  Carolina  Baptists.

We,  your  committee,  beg  leave  to  report,  that  the  year  1936-1937 
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was  one  of  the  best  in  point  of  supporting  our  Orphanage. 

November  '36  we  shipped  32,000  pounds  of  produce  from  this 
association  and  nearly  all  of  our  churches  made  cash  contributions. 
The  produce  sent  amounted  to  more  than  $400.00  and  there  was 
more  than  $200.00  cash.  So  all  together  we  gave  more  than  we 
usually  do. 

There  is  with  the  churches  now  200  dozen  fruit  jars  to  be  filled 
and  sent  some  time  in  October.  We  are  happy  to  make  this  the 
largest  offering  of  its  kind  from  this  section. 

We  are  hoping  that  the  Social  Security  Act  will  enable  us  to  cut 
down  the  many  applications  and  give  us  a  better  chance  to  hand 
pick  over  children  for  that  institution.

There  are  three  ways  of  promoting  religion;  by  preaching,  by 
personal  testimony  and  by  the  printed  page.  Some  people  do  not 
come  to  church,  and  that  means  that  we,  as  a  Baptist  denomination 
must  reach  them  in  some  way.  Therefore,  we  must  reach  them  by 
the  printed  page  or  the  Kingdom  work  will  suffer. 

The  fact  that  "Cheap  Literature"  is  being  placed  in  the  hands  of 
our  people  makes  it  more  essential  that  we  place  in  the  homes  of 
our  people  wholesome  literature  to  counteract  the  other. 

The  Bibical  Recorder  has  served  our  people  that  is,  the  Baptist 
of  North  Carolina,  for  about  one  hundred  and  two  years.  The 
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past  few  years  have  been  most  trying  years,  financially,  for  many 
years.  We  must  greatly  increase  the  circulation  during  the  next 
two  years  if  we  are  to  go  forward  in  our  denominational  work  at 
home,  and  on  foreign  fields.  We  recommend  that  each  pastor  in 
this  association  urge  his  people  to  increase  their  subscription  to 
The  Recorder  this  year. 

There  are  other  publications  fostered  by  certain  departments  of 
our  work  that  should  be  read  by  our  people.  Charity  and  Children, 
published  by  the  Mills  Home  gives  valuable  information,  not  only 
about  our  orphanage  but  also  about  other  phases  of  work.  Royal 
Service  and  World  Comrades,  are  missionary  publications  that 
should  be  read  in  every  Baptist  home  in  the  Southland.

REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS 

For  the  calendar  year  1936,  the  Board  received  from  the  several 
states  of  the  convention  the  sum  of  $959,794.74.  In  addition  to  this 
amount,  there  was  an  income  from  the  endowment  fund,  special 
gifts  for  debts,  and  from  the  sale  of  property  which  amounted  to 
$1,040,574.57.  Thus  for  the  first  time  in  several  years  the  total 
income  passed  the  million  mark. 

The  goal  set  by  the  Woman's  Misisonary  Union  for  the  1936 
Lottie  Moon  Christmas  offering  was  $175,000.00  and  the  amount 
received  was  $291,761.72.  There  was  set  aside  $100,000.00  of  this 
offering  to  pay  the  salaries  of  125  missionaries.  This  offering 
has  been  a  life  saver  for  the  Board. 

Since  January  1,  1933  the  Board  has  appointed  90  new  mission- 
aries and  reappointed  28,- making  a  total  of  118  replacements.  On 
April  1,  1937,  there  were  56  emeritus  missionaries  on  pension,  and 
415  missionaries  in  the  active  service  of  the  Board, 

Owing  to  the  lack  of  funds  there  were  no  new  missionaries  ap- 
pointed at  the  semi-annual  meeting  of  the  Board  in  April,  1937. 
A  long  look  into  the  future  can  not  justify  any  enlargement  until 
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Southern  Baptists  increase  their  gifts  to  the  cooperative  program. 

We  have  work  now  in  sixteen  different  foreign  countries.  In 
these  lands  there  are  63  missionaries  who  are  60  years  of  age  and 
over.    The  need  for  replacements  is  indeed  acute  and  desperate. 

Requirements  for  those  who  are  to  fill  the  places  where  the  need 
is  very  great  is  being  raised  each  year;  therefore  only  the  very 
best  of  tiiose  that  have  heard  the  call  will  be  chosen  to  carry  the 
good  news  to  the  foreign  fields. 

With  the  return  of  prosperity  in  the  economic  and  business  life 
of  the  South,  there  has  not  been  the  corresponding  recovery  and 
increase  in  the  gifts  of  our  people  to  the  great  program  of  Jesus. 
Unless  our  people  raise  the  standard  of  giving,  we  will  never  be 
able  to  m@et  the  challenge  and  opportunities  that  call  to  us  from 
the  four  corners  of  the  earth.  God  help  us  to  wake  up  here  in  the 
Tuckaseigee  Association  and  hear  the  call  from  the  foreign  fields, 
"Come  over  into  Macedonia  and  help  us". 

Let's  become  missionary  in  practice  as  well  as  belief,  or  change 
our  name  to  Stingy  Baptists.  This  sin-cursed  world  is  dying  for 
the  Gospel  of  Christ.  Let's  arise  and  get  busy  at  the  task  while 
it  is  day,  for  the  night  cometh  when  no  man  can  work.

REPORT  ON  HOME  MISSIONS 

In  this  work  of  Christianizing  the  homeland,  we  are  serving  the 
world.  A  triumphant  missionary  program  in  our  own  country  is 
necessary  if  we  would  push  our  conquest  for  Christ  in  lands  afar. 
A  Christianity  which  does  not  conquer  at  home  will  not  be  able 
to  conquer  abroad.   We  cannot  give  v/hat  we  do  not  have. 

The  Home  Mission  Board  is  lifting  up  Christ  in  the  homeland 
among  the  Indians,  the  foreigners,  the  Negroes,  the  underprivileged 
in  the  cities  and  congested  industrial  sections,  and  in  Cuba  and 
Panama.  In  all  of  its  departments  of  work,  including  the  field 
force,  the  Sanatorium,  the  rescue  missions,  the  good  will  centers, 
and  schools,  the  Board  has  327  missionaries  working  in  850  mission 
stations.  During  the  past  convention  year  we  have  placed  in  the 
field  35  new  missionaries.  This  enlargement  of  our  work  was 
made  possible  by  the  receipts  from  the  Bottoms  Trust  and  un- 
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solicited  designations. 

On  fields  in  the  South  missionaries  opened  39  new  stations  last 
year,  bringing  the  total  of  churches  and  stations  to  640.  The 
churches  have  a  membership  of  11,755;  during  the  year  2,137  were 
added  by  baptism,  and  there  were  3,633  professions.  The  mission- 
aries delivered  16,431  sermons,  distributed  5,858  Bibles  and  gospels 
and  256,335  tracts. 

Three  new  churches  were  organized  in  Cuba,  where  the  Board 
has  72  workers.  These  misionaries  made  42,383  visits  and  distri- 
buted 552,994  tracts. 

A  new  department  of  the  Board's  work  is  that  of  evangelism,  of 
which  Dr.  Roland  Q.  Leavell  is  superintendent.  The  purpose  of 
the  department  is,  through  evangelistic  conferences,  the  circulation 
of  fresh  and  stimulating  literature,  and  simultaneous  revival  cam- 
paigns in  strategic  centers,  to  keep  aflame  the  spirit  of  evangelism. 

The  Board  has  adjusted  its  budget  so  as  to  operate  on  a  cash 
basis.  For  the  past  three  and  one-half  years  no  money  has  been 
borrowed  for  current  work.  The  budget  fixed  for  the  year  was 
$150,000.00  for  mission  work  and  overhead,  and  $203,820.00  for 
interest  and  principal  on  the  debt.  For  the  calendar  year  1936  the 
Board  received  from  all  sources,  $443,455.00,  which  was  $46,291.00 
more  than  was  received  in  1935.  Of  this  amount,  the  women  gave 
$113,981  in  the  Annie  W.  Armstrong  offering,  all  especially  desig- 
nated, and  $56,720  came  from  the  Bottoms  Trust.  During  the  past 
year  $108,313  was  paid  on  the  debt.

REPORT  ON  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

The  year  closing  June  30,  1937  was  the  greatest  in  the  history 
01  the  14  years  of  ministry  of  the  Baptist  Hospital  located  at  Winston 
Salem- -greatest  in  number  of  patients  admitted,  in  number  of 
churches  contributing  to  its  support  and  greatest  in  amount  con- 
tributed. 

About  5,000  patients  applied  for  treatment  during  the  year.  Of 
this  number  1,000  could  not  be  admitted  for  want  of  room.  The 
hospital  never  turns  away  patient  as  long  as  there  is  an  empty 
bed. 

The  Nurses'  Home  is  now  being  enlarged — the  capacity  double — 
also  plans  are  underway  to  enlarge  the  Hospital. 

During  the  year  1,000  mothers  were  returned  to  their  3,000 
children;  4,000  patients  returned  home  to  20,000  fathers  and  mothers 
brothers  and  sisters,  and  200,000  interested  kinsmen  and  friends. 
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The  Hospital  has  a  staff  of  5  internes,  66  doctors,  and  55  nurses. 
The  hospital  and  doctors  are  rendering  a  vast  amount  of  free  ser- 
vice to  sick  and  distressed  humanity — not  less  than  $160,000  for 
the  year — these  patients  coming  from  practically  every  section  of 
the  State. 

The  Hospital  depends  very  largely  on  the  Mother's  Day  offering 
for  providing  treatment  to  those  who  cannot  pay.  This  offering 
last  May  was  a  little  more  than  $20,000.00.  Hospital  linen,  such 
as  sheets,  pillow  cases,  towels,  etc.,  has  been  donated  in  increased 
quantities  this  year  by  Woman's  Missionary  Unions  and  other 
church  ©rganizations. 

As  a  Christian  Institution,  this  Hospital  always  endeavors  to 
minister  to,  not  only  the  suffering  body,  but  to  the  distressed  mind 
and  spirit  as  well.

REPORT  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS 

The  Tuckaseigee  Baptist  Association  reported  last  year  4300 
persons  enrolled  in  Sunday  School  with  an  average  attendance  of 
about  2600.  Our  minutes  of  this  year  should  show  we  believe  a 
considerable  increase  over  last  year. 

We  have  had  several  Sunday  School  Conventions  in  our  Associ- 
ation this  year  under  the  leadership  of  Brother  Paul  Buchanan. 
He  has  done  fine  work  in  our  Association.  We  have  not  had  a 
Sunday  School  revival  this  year  umder  the  supervision  of  our  State 
Secretary,  as  we  did  last  year  it  being  deemed  advisable  not  to  have 
one  skice  we  had  an  associational  B.  T.  U.  revival,  however  we 
believe  that  we  should  look  forward  to  the  coming  year  and  enlist 
all  the  Sunday  Schools  in  our  county  in  another  Sunday  School 
Revival. 

The  place  of  the  Sunday  School  in  the  life  of  the  church  can  not 
be  over  estimated.  One  of  our  former  Presidents  of  the  United 
States  said  "That  the  Sunday  School  is  the  greatest  School  in  the 
world  teaching  the  v/orld's  greatest  Book".

We  believe  that  every  preacher,  pastor,  and  every  deacon  should 
find  themselves  in  Sunday  School  regularly  and  fill  their  places 
as  teachers  and  officers  when  called  upon. 

The  Sunday  School  has  as  iijs  only  text  book  the  Bible.  It  is 
the  living  Tital  Book  not  of  a  long  ago  but  it  has  tlie  transforming 
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power  to  change  the  lives  of  men  today  as  in  the  centuries  past. 

The  statistics  show  that  the  majority  of  those  that  become 
Christians  are  won  in  the  early  years.  Many  of  them  must  be  won 
in  the  Sunday  School  if  they  are  won  at  all.  What  a  marvelous 
opportunity  we  have  for  evangelization  in  the  Sunday  School. 

God  grant  that  the  coming  year  may  be  the  best  in  our  Associa- 
tion, the  Southland  and  throughout  the  world  in  our  Sunday 
School  work.

REPORT  ON  W.  M.  U. 

Another  year  has  passed  into  history,  and  we  bring  you  again 
the  report  of  the  W.  M.  U.  work  in  the  Tuckaseigee  Association, 
and  we  have  about  the  same  old  story  to  tell  of  great  number  of 
unenlisted  churches,  and  a  great  host  of  women  and  young  people 
still  unreached.  If  we  are  tired  of  this  same  old  story  year  after 
year,  why  not  decide  to  change  it.  It  can  be  done;  for  all  things 
are  possible  to  him  that  believeth. 

In  the  long,  long  when  Jesus  and  His  disciples  were  walking 
through  Samaria,  He  said  to  them  "Look  upon  the  fields  for  they 
are  white  unto  harvest".  He  wanted  th^m  to  see  the  great  Spirit- 
ual need  of  their  home  land  at  close  range.  Today  our  Spiritual 
need  is  far  greater  than  ever  before  in  the  history  of  the  world,  and 
there  is  only  one  source  of  supply. 

In  spite  of  many  discouragements  we  do  have  some  encourag- 
ing things  to  report.  For  the  year  1936  we  contributed  for  all 
objects  $517.06  which  is  better  than  the  year  before.

since  this  has  been  done,  many  persons  have  seen  fit  to  take  ad- 
vantage of  the  legal  dispensing  of  beer  and  wine,  all  of  which  has 
brought  about  a  very  noticeable  increase  in  the  drinking  of  the 
same  and  thereby,  drunkeness  has  increased  to  such  an  extent, 
until  the  conditions  have  become  alarming. 

Now,  in  consideration  of  the  foregoing  condition,  your  com- 
mittee, asks  that  every  member  of  the  Baptist  Church  in  this 
Association,  every  minister,  deacon,  and  every  worker  in  the  king- 
dom of  Chris  I,  abstain  from  the  use  of  intoxicants,  and  use  every 
means  within  our  reach  to  restrain  others  from  the  use  and  abuse 
of  intoxicating  beverages.

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where  to  abstain  from  the  evil  influence  of  those  who  make,  those 
who  who  sell  and  those  who  drink  intoxicating  liquors. 

Let  every  teacher  in  Sunday  school,  every  Superintendent  of  the 
Sunday  School  see  that  often  and  early,  we  stress  the  necessity  of 
temperance  and  sobriety  for  all  people  everywhere.

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

Report  on  Christian  Education  submitted  by  Rev.  P.  L.  Elliott. 
On  motion  report  was  adopted. 

One  hundred  and  three  years  ago  the  Baptist  people  started  their 
program  of  education  in  North  Carolina.  Wake  Forest  College  was 
established  in  1834  from  the  c®nviction  that  the  Baptist  ministry 
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should  be  educated  in  order  to  cope  with  the  necessities  in  spread- 
ing the  work  of  the  kingdom.  That  act  was  in  keeping  with  the 
movement  both  in  Europe  and  America  for  the  broadening  of  the 
intellectual  and  cultural  life  of  the  masses  of  people.  That  prin- 
cipal is  no  less  vital  today  than  then.  It  is  necessary  always  for 
the  leaders,  the  ministers,  to  be  more  thoroughly  developed  intellec- 
tually than  those  whom  they  lead;  however,  there  is  always  the 
danger  of  developing  the  intellect  away  from  the  spirit. 

There  has  been  a  significant  development.  From  the  meagre  be- 
ginning with  Wake  Forest  we  have  reached  out  until  we  have 
Wake  Forest  a  Senior  college  for  men  with  one  thousand  students, 
Meredith  College,  a  Senior  College  for  women,  with  five  hundred 
students,  Campbell  College,  Chowan  College,  Wingate,  Boiling 
Springs,  and  M&rs  Hill,  Junior  Colleges  for  both  men  and  Women 
with  around  fifteen  hundred  students.  A  significant  change  has 
taken  place  in  that  the  support  for  these  colleges  has  been  trans- 
ferred from  the  associations  and  churches  to  endowment  and 
fees.  The  convention  still  owns  these  schools,  and  appoints 
their  trustees.  That  is  about  the  only  official  tie-up  we  have  with 
our  institutions.  This  is  at  once  an  advantage  in  that  it  gives  more 
assurance  for  the  continuation  of  these  schools  than  the  agencies 
of  depressions,  prejudices,  or  differences  in  opinion  as  to  what 
should  be  taught.  On  the  other  hand  it  is  a  great  risk  in  the 
possibility  of  our  schools  in  their  independence  becoming  merely 
like  other  schools,  either  state  or  private.  The  emphasis  in  state 
and  private  colleges  has  been  on  scholarship  often  to  the  exclusion 
of  other  considerations  just  as  vital  in  the  education  of  our  chil- 
dren. Our  schools  have  kept  pace  in  scholarship.  The  work  done 
at  our  Senior  colleges  ranks  with  the  best  in  the  land.  Our  Junior 
colleges  are  likewise  good,  especially  Mars  Hill,  which  is  ranked 
a?  the  third  highest  Junior  college  in  America. 

My  plea  is  that  we  support  these  colleges  by  our  individual  gifts, 
v/ills,  etc.,  and  by  sending  our  children  to  them;  and  that  we  urge 
the  ruling  boards  of  these  schools  to  keep  the  scholastic  standing 
oc  them  equal  to  the  best,  both  in  curriculum  and  training  of  the 
teachers,but  that  above  all  that  they  employ  only  teachers  whose 
cliaracters  and  spiritual  genuineness  is  equal  to  their  intellectual 
scholarship.  If  this  be  done,  we  need  have  no  fear  for  the  future 
ox  our  work.

PERIODICALS 

Missionary  Baptists  should  be  an  informed  people,  and  with  the 
different  periodicals  that  are  available  there  is  no  reason  for  our 
being  uninformed  about  our  denominational  work.  Some  of  the 
periodicals  we  should  have  in  our  homes  and  read  are  "The  Biblical 
Recorder",  "Charity  and  Children",  "Southern  Baptist  Home  Mis- 
sions" from  the  Home  Mission  Board,  and  "The  Commission"  from 
the  Foreign  Mission  Board.  These  papers  give  us  the  best  of  read- 
ing matter  and  keep  us  informed  about  all  our  work. 

The  special  task  that  should  challenge  us  nov/  is  the  enlarged 
circulation  of  the  "Biblical  Recorder."  Surely  every  pastor,  Sun- 
day school  superintendent,  teacher,  deacon,  and  church  leader 
should  receive  and  read  this  paper. 

We  have  at  present  about  150  subscriptions  in  our  association. 
This  is  a  considerable  increase  over  a  few  years  ago,  but  even  now 
we  have  the  Recorder  in  only  one  Baptist  Home  in  eight.  It  is  no 
surprise  that  our  people  are  giving  so  little  to  the  mission  causes 
when  they  know  so  little  about  what  is  being  done. 

Tlie  m.anagement  of  the  Recorder  is  now  promoting  a  new  plan 
for  securing  more  subscriptions.  In  brief,  the  plan  is  to  secure 
clubs  of  subscribers  in  the  different  churches  of  about  10  per  cent 
of  the  resident  membership  for  1.50  a  year  and  let  the  sLibscriptions 
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expire  and  be  renewed  at  the  time  of  the  meeting  of  the  associa- 
tion. One  person  in  each  church  can  receive  the  money  for  the 
entire  group  of  subscribers  and  bring  the  money  with  the  names 
of  the  subscriber  to  the  Recorder  representative  in  the  association 
or  send  it  directly  to  the  office  in  Raleigh.  Each  reader  receives 
his  paper  through  the  mail,  and  he  knows  that  he  will  be  expected 
to  renew  at  the  time  the  association  meets.  The  committee  feels 
that  the  association  would  like  to  endorse  such  plan  and  to  en- 
courage our  people  to  read  the  Recorder  and  the  other  periodicals 
mentioned  above.

STATE  MISSIONS 

For  a  hundred  years,  the  work  of  State  Missions  has  centered  in 
evangelism,  and  truly  a  noble  service  has  been  rendered.  In  many 
strategic  centers  churches  have  been  started  through  the  State 
Mission  program  that  have  grown  to  be  strong  in  evangelism  and 
liberal  in  giving  to  all  our  mission  causes.  One  very  important 
task  at  present  is  that  of  assisting  some  of  our  faithful  pastors  who 
are  serving  in  important  centers  where  the  people  are  not  able 
adequately  to  carry  the  full  responsibility  of  pastoral  support.  Let 
this  work  continue,  and  these  churches  that  are  now  assisted  will 
become  strong  among  us  in  the  Lord's  work. 

Some  other  phases  of  our  State  Mission  program  are:  Teaching 
and  training  or  the  Sunday  school  and  B.  T.  U.,  aiding  in  church 
building  programs  in  important  centers  when  funds  are  available, 
work  among  the  Indians  in  Robeson  County,  some  assistance  to  the 
negroes,  work  among  students  in  the  colleges,  services  in  hos- 
pitals and  sanatoriums,  and  our  general  missionary  work  by  Mis- 
sionaries M.  O.  Alexander  and  J.  C.  Pipes.  The  accomplishments 
of  the  past  and  present  make  it  very  evident  that  we  have  a  worthy 
task  that  deserves  our  hearty  support.  With  renewed  energy 
let  us  push  forward  along  every  line. 

One  of  the  best  ways  we  can  have  a  part  in  this  great  task  is  for 
us  to  return  to  our  churches  and  urge  every  church  to  make  a 
contribution  to  our  general  denominational  program  through  the 
Cooperative  Program.  A  small  offering  from  each  church  will 
count. 

Inasmuch  as  the  major  emphasis  of  our  denomination  for  1939 
is  to  be  on  evangelism,  your  committee  would  recommend  that  a 
committee  on  evangelism  be  appointed  whose  duty  it  will  be  to 
keep  the  matter  of  evangelism  definitely  before  our  people  and  to 
see  to  it  that  no  unchurched  community  will  be  deprived  of  evan- 
gelistic services.

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REPORT  ON  HOME  MISSIONS  OF  WORK  DONE 
THE  PAST  YEAR 

Christ's  closing  message  to  His  followers  in  Matt.:  28:18-20  was 
for  them  to  go  and  minister  to  all  nations.  The  Home  Mission 
Board  in  last  year  is  ministering  to  "nations"  in  our  home-land, 
To  the  many  nationalities  in  the  home  land  our  representatives 
have  preached  36,579  sermons,  built  22  missions  chapels  and  pastors 
homes,  opened  over  100  new  missions  stations,  visited  50,000  people 
personally  in  the  name  of  Christ,  given  out  34,930  Bibles  and  23 
missionaries  have  been  added. 

Foreigners:  Those  born  in  other  lands  and  those  born  in  this 
land  but  speaks  a  foreign  language  making  over  five  million  people 
to  minister  to.  We  have  235  workers  serving  247  organized 
churches  and  353  out-stations.  They  report  5,004  conversions  2,164 
baptized  into  missions,  churches  and  a  church  membership  of 
12,445  members.  This  work  includes  Mexicans,  Italians,  Cubans 
in  United  States,  Europeans  and  Chinese. 

Deaf-Mutes:  Two  home  missionaries  are  working  with  45,000 
deaf-mutes  and  report  the  need  of  120  teaching  centers  for  Bible 
study.    There  were  79  baptisms  last  year. 

Indians:  There  are  more  than  200,000  Indians  including  40 
tribes  speaking  30  languages  in  North  Carolina,  Alabama,  Missis- 
sippi, Oklahoma,  New  Mexico,  and  Arizona  with  62  missionaries 
serving  289  churches  trying  to  carry  the  good  news  to  them. 

Panama:  There  are  more  than  60,000  looking  to  the  Home  Board 
to  send  them  the  Gospel  through  seven  churches  and  two  mission- 
aries.  The  Balboa  Heights  church  is  self-supporting. 

Cuba:  Under  the  direction  of  Dr.  McCall  30  important  centers 
have  the  gospel  with  51  churches  and  two  newly-organized 
churches.  There  are  nearly  5,000  Baptist  in  Cuba  and  they  give 
liberally  to  the  church  work  there. 

City  Missions  and  Good-will  Centers:  Our  board  is  doing  a  good 
work  in  these  thickly  industrial  areas.  Good-will  centers  and 
several  rescue  missions  are  ministering  to  thousands  who  need 
the  gospel. 

Negroes:  Dr.  Noble  Beall  s  general  missionary  to  the  negroes 
with  several  other  white  workers  they  are  greatly  honoring  the 
Lord  in  this  field. 

Missions  in  the  mountains  are  carried  on  by  eight  laborers.  The 
home  mission  board  operate  three  Mission  schools  and  owns  eight 
mountain  schools  that  are  operated  by  their  local  board  of  trustees. 
Jacob  Gartenhaus  the  board's  only  missionary  to  more  than  half 
million  Jews  is  getting  more  support  from  praying  Baptists  in  this 
progressive  work.  Dr.  Leavell  in  the  department  of  evangelism 
has  some  sweeping  associational  and  city-wide  revivals  over  the 
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South. 

Debts  are  being  paid,  field  work  is  being  done  and  our  Southern 
Baptists  are  rallying  to  the  support  of  Missions  generally.

REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS 
Ninety-three  years  ago  our  fathers  met  in  Augusta,  Ga.,  and 
launched  the  Foreign  Mission  Enterprise  of  the  Southern  Baptist. 
We  are  profoundly  grateful  to  our  Almighty  God  for  the  marvelous 
way  in  which  He  has  led  us  through  these  years. 

Report 

There  should  be  sustained  and  signal  gratitude  in  our  heart  to 
our  Lord  Jesus  for  His  blessings  upon  the  work  of  Foreign  Mission 
a^^  carried  on  by  Southern  Baptists.  In  spite  of  constantly  receiving 
obstacles,  there  has  been  progress.  In  1927  your  Foreign  Mission 
had  544  missionaries  on  the  roll.  In  1934  there  were  only  377  in 
active  service.  Since  1933  there  have  been  appointed  90  more 
new  missionaries  and  reappointed  28  making  a  total  of  118  re- 
placements. There  are  at  present  415  active  missionaries.  There 
are  56  retired  missionaries  on  the  pension  plan.  Your  board  has 
work  in  sixteen  countries.  In  all  these  countries  our  Lord  is 
blessing  in  the  work  and  some  of  the  countries  many  souls  are 
being  added  to  the  kingdom.  In  these  sixteen  countries  there  are 
now  1,715  churches,  2,798  out-stations  m.aking  the  total  member- 
ship on  all  fields  in  203,674  with  2,250  Sunday  schools  having  an 
enrollment  of  109,580.    Last  year  there  were  14,882  baptisms. 

With  these  items  of  general  information,  this  report  calls  atten- 
tion to  some  discouraging  features  that  come  up. 

First,  the  war  in  China  with  its  terrible  destruction  of  property 
in  many  sections  where  we  have  work. 

Second,  persecution  in  Rumania.  A  decree  was  passed  to  close 
every  Baptist  church,  but  they  are  still  open. 

Third,  persecution  in  Italy.  Our  work  in  Italy  is  hedged  about 
by  government  restrictions. 

Fourth,  the  greatest  need  in  our  mission  work  today  is  for  the 
increased  income  on  the  part  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board.  We 
cannot  properly  man  the  field  where  we  have  worked  with  the 
missionary  personnel  of  less  than  500  until  we  build  our  missionary 
force  back  to  this  number  our  work  will  be  seriously  handicapped. 
Encouraging  Features 

First,  our  debt  reduction  on  January  1,  1933,  we  owed  the  bank 
in  Richmond  $1,110,000.   Today  we  owe  $339,500. 

Second,  increased  receipts  of  the  board  during  the  past  year 
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there  was  received  for  the  first  time  in  a  number  of  years  more 
than  $1,000,000  and  in  1933  we  received  just  a  little  more  than 
$671,000. 

Fourth,  the  increasing  in  our  missionary  personnel.  During  the 
lean  years  our  number  was  decreased  from  544  to  377.  We  have 
now  built  the  number  back  up  to  where  we  have  415  missionaries. 

Fifth  ,the  opportunity  for  the  preaching  of  the  gospel  to  all  our 
mission  fields.

Report  for  the  Baptist  Hospital  was  read  by  J.  T.  Gribble  as 
follows: 

REPORT  ON  THE  NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL, 
INC.,  AND  SCHOOL  FOR  NURSES  AT  WINSTON-SALEM,  N.  C. 

The  Baptist  Hospital  was  incorporated  in  1922  and  received 
its  first  patient  on  May  28,  1923.  This  hospital  was  instituted  to 
carry  out  the  teachings  of  the  ministry  of  Jesus  and  was  made 
possible  by  a  fund  provided  in  the  $75,000,000.00  campaign. 

The  main  hospital  is  a  five-story,  fire-proof  brick  building  with 
basement  and  is  beautifully  located  on  an  elevation  in  the  western 
part  of  Winston- Salem.  The  capacity  of  the  hospital  is  108  beds 
and  is  equipped  with  all  the  modern  conveniences  of  the  best  hos- 
pitals in  the  land.  The  hospital  grounds  comprise  nine  acres 
which  have  been  made  very  attractive  and  beautiful  by  the  women 
from  the  different  churches  of  Winston-Salem. 

On  March  10,  1938,  when  the  last  report  was  made  public,  39,712 
patients  had  entered  this  hospital  since  its  establishment,  an 
average  of  388  patients  per  month.  These  patients  come  from  all 
sections  of  the  State  regardless  of  religious  affiliations.  Western 
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North  Carolina  lias  had  a  number  of  patients  in  the  hospital  from 
time  to  time  and  today  one  of  our  elderly  ministers,  Rev.  J.  D. 
Sitton,  is  now  a  patient  there.  I  am  sure  that  all  of  us  rejoice  that 
"Uncle  John",  as  commonly  known  among  us,  is  being  so  well 
and  comfortably  cared  for  in  his  declining  days. 

During  the  year  1937,  the  hospital  treated  1,564  patients  who 
could  pay  little,  if  anything,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $78,000.00 
plus  medical  and  surgical  services  of  $117,300.00.  This  will  give 
you  a  glimpse  of  what  the  hospital  means  to  those  who  are  suffer- 
ing and  should  call  very  vividly  to  our  memory  the  great  compassion 
which  Jesus  had  toward  those  who  suffered  during  his  ministry. 

Another  instance  of  the  work  of  the  hospital  during  the  year 
1937  which  is  noteworthy  was  the  services  rendered  to  the  mothers 
of  our  State.  1,000  mothers  were  sent  back  from  the  hospital  to 
their  homes  representing  3,000  children  who  were  blessed  with 
mothers  who,  otherwise,  might  have  been  orphans  today. 

There  is  a  staff  of  sixty-nine  doctors  and  ninety- one  nurses 
whose  qualifications  and  ability  are  excelled  by  none,  and,  whose 
devotion  to  duty  and  consecration  to  the  Master  cannot  be  excelled. 

It  costs  $4.00  per  day  to  care  for  a  patient  in  the  hospital,  but, 
by  special  arrangements,  these  charges  can  be  reduced  very  ma- 
terially. Service  cases,  those  paid  by  a  church  or  community,  are 
$1.50  per  day.  1,000  or  more  persons  were  turned  away  from  the 
hospital  last  year  because  of  the  lack  of  room. 

The  hospital  depends  for  its  financing  upon  the  4%  of  the 
monies  of  the  Co-operative  Program,  Mother's  Day  Offerings  and 
special  contributions.  May  our  hearts  be  touched  in  sympathy  for 
and  our  pocket  books  be  opened  to  this  great  institution  of  services 
to  humanity  which  is  fulfilling  one  of  the  commandments  of  our 
Lord.

ORPHANAGE  REPORT 

There  is  probably  no  one  agency  of  our  North  Carolina  Baptist 
that  is  as  widely  famihar  to  us  as  our  institution  at  Thomasville, 
and  the  Kennedy  Home. 

What  it  is  doing  for  us  will  not  be  known  in  this  generation, 
but  we  will  have  to  wait  until  those  children  grow  up  to  be  the 
citizens  of  our  great  common  wealth. 

We  do  know  this,  however,  that  it  is  our  pet  institution  and 
Baptists  from  all  over  our  State  are  interested  in  its  welfare. 

We  send  large  amounts  of  produce  that  we  have  on  hand  and 
often  feel  satisfied  that  we  have  done  our  duty.    Now  this  is  only 
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a  very  small  part  of  what  we  should  do.    Every  pastor  and  Sun- 
day school  superintendent  should  urge  the  ONCE  A  MONTH  OF- 
FERING through  our  Sunday  schools.   We  should  try  to  get  every 
Baptist  in  every  church  to  give  in  cash  as  much  as  one  days  wages 
for  our  THANKSGIVING  OFFERING.    Such  systematic  planning 
and  giving  would  tie  us  on  to  our  Lords  work  everywhere.

RECOMMENDATION 

We,  The  Tuckaseigee  Association  in  session,  at  John's  Creek 
Baptist  Church,  Cowarts,  North  Carolina,  having  forty-one  churches 
to  constitute  our  membership,  and  having  more  than  fifty  ordained 
ministers  in  our  territory,  with  many  of  our  churches  having 
only  once  a  month  preaching  and  many  of  our  ordained  ministers 
having  no  work  at  all,  believe  it  necessary  to  take  some  steps  in 
our  association  whereby  our  local  churches  may  be  more  cautious 
in  the  ordination  of  our  young  men  to  the  ministry  with  no  church 
in  view:   Therefore,  we  recommend: 

First,  That  this  Association  in  session  appoint  a  presbytery  con- 
sisting of  not  less  than  five  pastors  to  sit  in  session  and  pass  upon 
the  qualifications,  advantages  and  possibilities  for  pastoral  work 
of  any  man  or  church  who  may  desire  a  young  man  ordained. 

Second,  That  any  man  who  has  been  licensed  by  a  local  church 
to  the  gospel  ministry  shall  preach  and  exercise  his  calling  where- 
ever  he  may  desire  to  do  so  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  two  years 
before  he  shall  be  eligible  for  ordaination  unless  some  church  shall 
call  him  as  its  pastor. 

Third,  That  the  association  encourages  all  young  ministers  who 
may  be  found  worthy  to  make  progress  and  prove  themselves  cap- 
able of  spreading  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  throughout  our  bounds 
and  elsewhere.

Be  it  resolved  that  the  Tuckaseigee  Baptist  Association  now  in 
session  at  the  Sylva  Baptist  church  do  go  on  record  as  disapproving 
any  form  of  Sunday  shows  in  the  Tov/n  of  Sylva  and  that  we  urge 
the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  Town  of  Sylva  not  to  grant  any  per- 
mission for  Sunday  shows; 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  we  express  our  disapproval  of  the 
frequent  late-hour  dances  in  Sylva  and  that  we  urge  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  of  the  Town  of  Sylva  and  the  law  enforcement  officers 
to  keep  a  close  watch  on  any  and  all  places  selling  beer  where  dis- 
orderly conduct  is  in  any  way  evident  and  seek  to  check  all  drink- 
ing as  far  as  possible; 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  we  express  with  regret  the  fact  that 
the  swimming  pool  in  Sylva  has  been  permitted  to  remain  open 
on  Sundays  for  the  past  two  summers  and  that  we  urge  the  Board 
of  Aldermen  of  the  Town  of  Sylva  to  give  due  and  serious  con- 
sideration to  the  evil  effects  of  such  Sunday  operation  before  per- 
mission is  granted  for  the  pool  to  remain  open  on  Sundays  after 
this  summer; 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  we  express  our  keen  appreciation  to 
the  Mayor,  the  Board  of  Adermen,  and  officers  of  the  Town  of  Sylva 
and  all  the  officers  of  Jackson  County  for  their  faithful  service 
in  an  effort  to  check  drinking  and  all  other  forms  of  evil  and  that 
we  lend  our  encouragement  and  support  to  them  in  their  work 
in  the  future; 

Be  it  fw'ther  resolved  that  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  given 
to  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  Town  of  Sylva,  a  copy 
be  given  to  the  local  papers  for  publication,  and  a  copy  be  placed 
in  our  minutes.

Report  on  S.  C.  I.  was  read  by  Brother  H.  E.  Monteith  as  follows: 
SYLVA  COLLEGIATE  INSTITUTE 

For  about  thirty-five  years  Sylva  Collegiate  Institute  played  an 
important  part  in  the  education  of  the  youth  of  Western  North 
Carolina.  Due  however,  to  financial  conditions,  and  to  the  better 
equipment  of  Public  Schools,  Sylva  Collegiate  Institute  was  forced 
to  close  its  doors  in  1932  and  it  does  not  seem  probable  that  it  will 
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again  be  operated  as  a  Baptist  School,  certainly  not  in  the  near 
future. 

It  was  the  policy  of  this  association  during  the  time  the  school 
was  in  operation  to  select  from  nine  to  fifteen  good  and  loyal  men 
to  act  as  Trustees  of  the  school,  and  these  men  during  the  years 
have  served  well,  giving  of  their  time,  talents  and  money  in  the 
cause  of  Christian  education. 

Since  the  school  is  no  more  in  operation,  and  since  the  only 
function  of  a  Board  of  Trustees  at  this  time  is  to  look  after  the 
property  of  the  school,  by  and  with  the  aid  of  the  Home  Mission 
Board,  I  therefore  recommend,  that  hereafter  there  shall  be  five 
men  appointed  by  the  Moderator  of  this  association  as  trustees  of 
Sylva  Collegiate  Institute,  and  that  the  five  men  so  appointed  shall 
be  and  constitute  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Sylva  Collegiate  In- 
stitute, and  that  they  shall  hold  ofiice  until  their  sucessors  shall 
in  like  manner  have  been  appointed.  I  do  further  recommend, 
that  in  addition  to  the  five  men  named  by  the  Moderator,  that  the 
Moderator  of  this  association,  shall  at  all  times  be  a  member  ex- 
oflftcio  of  said  Board  of  Trustees.

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  REPORT  TO  THE  TUCKASEIGEE 
BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

We  feel  much  encouraged  with  this  year's  Sunday  School  work 
in  the  Tuckaseigee  Association  from  the  standpoint  of  interest  and 
attendance.  This  has  been  the  best  year  that  we  have  had  in  our 
Associational  Organization. 

We  feel  deeply  grateful  for  the  co-operation  of  the  Pastors, 
Officers  and  Teachers,  and  all  who  have  co-operated  in  our  Sun- 
day School  work  during  the  past  year.

W.  M.  U.  REPORT 

We  have  come  to  a  greet  and  glorious  year  in  the  history  of 
Woman's  Missionary  Union.  As  we  join  this  year  in  the  Golden 
Jubilee  Celebration  of  the  fiftieth  Anniversary  of  united  Mssionary 
effort. 

Anniversaries  are  like  peaks  on  a  highway  from  which  one 
looks  back  over  the  road  traveled,- and  views  the  inviting  scenes 
that  lie  before  us.  There  are  many  elements  that  make  them 
sacred.  Commemorating  as  they  do  both  joyous  and  sad  occasions. 
Association  contribute  to  deepen  the  impressions  they  make.  In- 
creasing years  hallow  the  memories  they  awaken. 

Anniversaries  of  organizations  and  movements  are  memorable 
because  they  provide  coincidence  of  growth  of  the  ideals  and  pur- 
pose for  which  they  were  organized. 

At  the  close  of  fifty  years  of  service  it  seemed  fitting  that 
Woman's  Missionary  Union  should  pause  to  express  gratitude  to 
God  for  this  blessing  upon  his  work  through  the  Missionary  or- 
ganization of  Southern  Baptist  women,  young  people  and  children. 
To  review  the  work  of  the  past  fifty  years,  and  to  pay  homage  to 
those  heroic  women  upon  whose  foundation  we  are  building  today. 
And  to  make  plans  that  will  yield  a  bountiful  harvest  of  spiritual 
blessing  to  those  who  work  with  us  and  to  those  who  v/ill  follow 
us.  With  this  in  mind  a  committee  was  appointed  in  1936  to 
formulate  plans.  These  plans  were  presented  and  adopted  by  the 
union  in  the  annual  session  in  1937,  and  the  calendar  year  of  1938 
was  declared  to  be  the  Golden  Jubilee  year  of  Woman's  Mission- 
ary Union. 

And  as  we  look  back  over  these  fifty  years,  we  have  come  a 
long  way,  in  numbers,  in  gifts,  in  achievements,  in  vision,  and  we 
look  forward  the  way  is  long,  the  way  is  hard,  and  the  goal  is  far 
distant,  but  the  road  leads  ever  onward  and  ever  upward. 

Because  one's  enthusiastic  interest  must  find  an  outlet  in  activity 
and  visible  results  certain  goals  or  standards  have  been  set  up. 
To  reach  these  goals  or  standards  each  individual  member  of  our 
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local  societies  must  be  made  to  feel  their  responsibility  personally 
lor  the  task.  Our  North  Carolina  W.  M.  U.  has  pledged  its  loyal 
and  whole-hearted  support. 

And  we  recommend  and  urge  that  Tuckaseigee  W.  M.  U.  accept 
the  goals  allotted  to  us  and  that  we  earnestly  endeavor  to  attain 
them  and  to  do  so  we  must  make  a  united  efiort. 

Financial  goals.  A  ten  per  cent  increase  in  total  gifts  of  Woman's 
Missionary  Union  over  the  total  gifts  of  1937. 

Jubilee  gifts.  That  over  and  above  the  ten  per  cent  increase, 
our  special  jubilee  gift  of  $10,000.00  be  reached  through  the  Heck 
Memorial  Offering. 

Organizations  and  membership  goals.  A  ten  per  cent  increase 
in  number  of  organizations  and  members. 

We  in  the  Tuckaseigee  Association,  have  a  long  way  to  go  to 
reach  these  goals  .  .  .  We  have  forty-two  churches  and  organiza- 
tions in  only  nine  of  these  we  have  two  new  organizations  to  report. 

We  had  six  A-1  Societies  last  year.  Our  W.  M.  U.  contributed 
ten  dollars  to  hire  a  truck  to  take  our  R.  A.  boys  to  Ridgecrest 
to  R.  A.  Camp. 

The  Tuckaseigee  ranks  second  in  the  Asheville  Division  in  the 
number  of  societies  observing  the  special  seasons  of  prayer  and 
Tuckaseigee  led  in  all  these  in  the  number  of  subscriptions  to  the 
BIBLICAL  RECORDER  with  115  subscribers  making  total  amount 
contributed  last  year  by  all  our  organizations  $534.26. 

We  would  give  ourselves  anew  to  the  great  purpose  which  was 
ours  from  the  beginning,  "To  stimulate  the  missionary  spirit  and 
grace  of  giving  among  our  women  and  young  people  of  all  our 
churches,  praying  that  God  may  use  us  to  advance  His  Kingdom 
on  earth."

Brother  Terrell  spoke  to  the  report.  A  motion  to  sustain  the 
report  was  adopted. 

REPORT  OF  THE  BIBLICAL  RECORDER 

On  January  1,  1939,  the  Bsptist  State  Convention  assumed  own- 
ership of  the  E'iblical  Recorder.  For  more  than  a  hundred  years  now 
the  Recorder  has  sought  to  advance  every  Baptist  cause  and  institu- 
tion. The  remarkable  progress  of  Baptist  growth  and  work  in 
North  Carolina  is  due  in  no  small  measue  to  the  fsct  that  Baptist, 
people  have  been  informed  through  the  columns  of  the  Recorder. 
Surely,  under  Convention  ownership  this  will  continue  and,  if  possible, 
to  a  greater  degree. 

The  present  circulation  of  the  Recorder  is  between  twelve  and 
thirteen  thousand;  and  of  this  nuniber  about  3,000  are  individual 
subscribers  on  the  $2.00  individual  rate,  while  about  9,000  are  mem- 
bers of  Recorder  clubs  in  our  churches  at  the  |1.50  rate. 

An  intensive  effort  has  been  made  and  will  be  made  to  increase 
the  circulation.    It  is  hoped  that  there  will  be  appointed  and  elected 
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a  leading  man  or  woman  in  every  association  who  will  be  Recorder 
representative;  and  in  every  church  a  Recorder  representative  whose 
duty  it  will  be,  along  with  the  pastor,  to  form  a  Recorder  club  in  the 
church.  At  present  there  are  more  than  five  hundred  clubs.  This  is 
encouraging  until  one  pauses  to  reflect  that  there  are  about  1,900 
churches  with  no  Recorder  clubs  at  all. 

Again,  it  appears  that  there  are  about  90,000  Baptist  families  in 
the  State  who  never  sec  the  Recorder  as  against  about  10,000  who 
do.  Surely,  we  need  to  change  this  situation.  If,  however,  it  is 
changed  there  must  be  the  closest  cooperation  between  the  Conven- 
tion and  the  churches.  It  is  earnestly  reqquested  that  every  associa- 
tion in  the  State  that  has  not  done  so  will  at  the  fall  meeting  of  1939 
elect  an  associational  Recorder  representative,  and  that  this  Recorder 
representative  will  cooperate  with  the  office  in  Raleigh  in  securing 
the  best  man  or  woman  in  each  of  the  churches  as  Recorder  repre- 
sentative. In  turn,  this  Recorder  representative  will  undertake  to 
build  up  a  club  of  subscribers  in  each  church. 

In  the  meantime.  Baptist  people  over  the  State  may  rest  assured 
thst  every  effort  will  be  made  to  improve  the  quality  of  the  paper 
to  the  end  that  the  cause  of  Christ  may  be  better  served  and  that  the 
challenge  of  every  Baptist  cause  and  institution  shall  be  presented.

Report  on  State  Missions  called  for  and  read  by  Rev.  Fred 
Forester. 

STATE  MISSION  REPORT 

Our  Holy  Bible  teaches  Missions  and  for  the  sake  of  convenience 
we  say  Foreign,  Home  and  State  Missions.  The  spirit  of  all  is  the 
same.  For  more  than  a  century  the  object  of  State  Missions  has 
been  to  win  North  Carolina  to  Christ.  The  program  now  trains 
those  who  are  won  by  the  varied  program  that  we  list  and  briefly 
discuss. 

1.  A  Training  Program  not  only  wins  them  to  Jesus  but  trains 
them  in  the  Sunday  School  and  in  the  B.  T.  U.  (BYPU).  E'etter 
teachers  and  leaders  are  now  being  turned  out  because  of  this  inten- 
sive training  program.  "Teaching  them  to  observe  all  things  what- 
soever I  have  commanded  you."— Matt.  28:20. 

2.  Pastoral  Assistance  has  been  given  to  the  churches  in  cen- 
ters where  the  need  was  great  and  where  the  pastor  could  not  stay 
full  time  on  the  field  "without  the  Mission  Board's  assistance.  Many 
of  the  state's  strong  churches  were  assisted  back  when  they  were 
struggling  financially  and  numerically.  The  hungry  flock  is  better 
fed  when  the  pastor  can  give  full  time  in  training  them. 
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3.  Church  Buildings  b^ve  been  erected  down  through  the  years 
by  the  help  of  the  Mission  Board  in  needy  centers;  sonme  are  now 
being  helped  as  far  as  funds  allow. 

4.  Indians:  The  Burnt  Swamp  Association  of  Robeson  County 
has  24  Indian  churches  and  the  State  Board  keeps  Rev,  and  Mrs. 
Lunsford  there  to  train  them. 

5.  Negroes:  The  State  Convention  is  now  cooperating  with  the 
Negro  Convention  rather  than  .sending  workers.  This  is  wise  because 
of  the  educational  advantages  of  the  Negroes  will  give  to  them  com- 
petent leaders.  We  help  W.  C.  Somerville  and  D.  C.  Clayton  on  the 
field  with  the  Negroes  to  provide  a  training  program  and  a  program 
of  evangelism.  The  first  is  General  Secretary  and  the  second  is  Sun- 
day School  Secretary. 

6.  Work  Among  College  Students:  The  increase  of  students  in 
the  educational  institutions  and  the  large  percent  of  Baptist  students 
makes  it  necessary  to  keep  a  trained  worker,  as  far  as  possible,  on 
the  campus  to  head  up  the  religious  life. 

7.  Hospitals  and  Sanatoriums:  State  Missions  seeks  to  keep  a 
preacher  to  minister  to  Oteen  Hospital,  W.  X.  C.  Sanatorium,  State 
Sanatorium,  and  Samarcand.  These  workers  give  the  gospel  to  the 
sick  in  body  and  soul. 

8.  Missionaries  J.  C.  Pipes  and  M.  0.  Alexander  are  aiding 
churches  all  over  the  State  in  their  training  and  evangelistic  and 
stewardship  programs. 

9.  Prison  Camps  are  not  being  aided  directly  but  indirectly  as 
many  of  the  missionary  pastors  are  taking  the  gospel  to  the  prison 
populgtion.    This  is  a  real  need,  too. 

Your  committee  recommends  that:  The  one  day  revivals  in  this 
Association  be  continued  until  every  school  house  and  the  smallest 
church  has  felt  the  fire  of  evangelism,  until  every  one  of  our  fine 
mountain  people  hears  the  message  "Jesus  Saves,  Jesus  Saves."  Get 
them  in  touch  with  a  minister  that  will  hold  a  revival. 

Second.  That  we  urge  every  Sunday  School  to  attend  the  As- 
sociational  meeting  every  second  Sunday  afternoon  and  that  an  evan- 
gelistic sermon  be  preached  and  an  invitation  be  given  to  the  lost  to 
accept  Jesus. 

Third.  That  we  join  hands  with  the  State  Baptist  forces  in  urg- 
ing the  people  to  come  back  to  family  altars,  constant  prayer  for  the 
lost  and  for  the  Missionaries  to  the  ends  of  the  earth  and  that  for 
the  remainder  of  the  year  every  minister  of  the  Good  News  preach 
evangeliscic  sermons  and  urge  the  people  to  follow  our  Only  Saviour.

REPORT  ON  HOME  MISSIONS 

"Ye  shall  be  witnesses  unto  me.  Doth  in.  Jerusalem;  And  in 
all  Judea;  And  in  Samaria;  And  unto  the  uttermost  parts  of  the 
earth."— Acts  1:8. 

Beginning  where  we  are,  you  and  I,  in  our  own  lodal  Baptist 
church  of  the  Tuckaseigee  Association,  our  responsibilities  enlarge 
with  the  borders  th'dt  span  across  the  earth. 

The  Home  Mission  Board  is  trying-  to  carry  out  this  mission 
through  you  and  me. 

We  have  all  the  world  represented  in  our  own  Southland,  many 
of  whom  will  never  know  of  Jesus  unless  we  witness  in  a  great  way 
of  Him. 

The  Home  Mission  Board  gives  us  this  opportunity  in  a  challeng- 
ing way.    Will  we  accept  the  challenge  in  beginning  at  home? 

The  following  things  will  greatly  stimulate  us  in  the  Home 
Mission  work: 

1.  That  we  pray  as  we  have  never  prayed  for  those  who  have 
come  to  us  from  other  lands. 

2.  Enlist  every  agency  to  win  them  to  Christ. 

3.  A  revival  in  every  church  and  school  house  with  soul-win- 
ning our  great  objective. 

4.  A  better  spirit  of  cooperation  with  our  boards. 

5.  Making  our  ministry  effective  by  living  what  we  preach. 

6.  That  every  church  give  something  during  the  year  to  support 
this  worthy  cause.

REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS,  1939 

In  the  ninety-three  years  since  the  organization  of  the  Foreign; 
Mission  Board,  no  more  troublous  times  have  been  seen  than  those 
"which  confront  our  missionaries  on  the  foreign  fields  today.  Yet, 
the  courage  and  heroism  of  our  workers  is  as  great  as  that  of  the 
martyrs  of  old,  who  died  for  their  faith. 

According  to  the  report  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board,  for  the 
year  1938,  most  of  our  mission  property  in  Central,  Interior  and  North 
China  missions  is  now  in  the  hands  of  Japanese  military  authorities 
and  our  missionaries  are  not  even  allowed  to  inspect  the  piroperty 
and  ascertain  the  extent  of  the  damage.  In  Shanghai  alone  our  losses 
i8re  estimated  at  close  to  a  quarter  of  a  million  dollars,  and  it  is  im- 
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possible  to  estimate  the  amount  of  damage  done  to  our  property  out- 
side of  Shanghai,  but  it  is  known  to  be  exceedingly  heavy. 

Many  of  our  missionaries  have  lost  an  average  of  one  thousand 
dollars  each,  in  personal  property  and  belongings.  The  Foreign  Mis- 
sion E'oard  has  no  funds  whatever  for  reimbursing  these  missionaries. 
It  is  feared  that  some  of  these  devoted  men  and  w^omen  will  actu- 
ally suffer,  unless  a  way  can  be  found  for  their  relief. 

Our  African  mission  is  eighty-eight  years  old.  It  has  recently 
been  visited  by  our  Foreign  Mission  Secretary,  Dr.  Maddry,  accom- 
panied by  Mrs.  Maddry,  Mrs.  J.  B.  Boatwright  of  South  Carolina, 
and  Dr.  and  Mrs.  M.  T.  Andrews  of  Texas. 

Many  difficulties  and  acute  problems  confront  our  African  Mis- 
sion at  the  present.  There  is  an  immediate  need  for  teachers,  nurses 
and  evangelistic  missionaries. 

The  debt  of  our  Foreign  Mission  Board  now  stands  at  |316,000. 
Since  the  Washington  Convention,  five  years  ago,  we  have  paid  on 
the  principal  of  our  debt  $771,510. 

The  Board  has  lived  within  its  income  and  has  not  borrowed  any 
money  in  five  years. 

The  Board  expresses  deep  gratitude  to  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Union  for  the  generous  and  unselfish  support  given  the  foreign 
mission  work. 

The  Lottie  Moon  offering  has  cared  for  the  salaries  of  125  mis- 
sionaries of  the  Board.  The  gifts  of  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Union  also  enables  the  Board  to  erect  missionary  homes,  build  schools, 
colleges,  training  schools  and  churches  and  to  pay  debts  incurred  in 
building  enterprises  by  the  native  churches  and  boards. 

The  following  statistics  are  taken  from  the  report  of  the  Foreign 
Mission  Bosrd:  Number  of  baptisms,  14,027;  total  native  member- 
ships, 208,794;  total  contributions  by  native  churches,  $370,638;  to- 
tal native  churches,  1,802;    number  of  self-supporting  churches,  986. 

In  the  face  of  great  difficulties  and  many  discouraging  prob- 
lems, our  missionaries  remain  faithful  to  the  cause  of  Him  who  said: 
"Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and  preach  the  Gospel  to  every  creature." 
Surely,  then,  w'e  w^ho  remain  at  home  should  make  a  greater  effort 
to  support  those  who  go  with  our  gifts  and  our  prayers,  for  the  com- 
mand is  just  as  binding  todzy  as  it  was  nearly  two  thousand  years 
ago,  when  it  was  given  to  the  disciples  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour,  Jesus 
Christ,  "w'ho  is  the  same  yesterday,  today  and  forever."

STATE  OF  THE  CHURCHES 

A  careful  study  of  the  reports  of  the  churches  to  the  Association 
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for  the  year  1938  reveals  some  startling  facts  as  will  be  seen  in  the 
following  report: 

There  are  44  churches  within  the  Tuckaseigee  Association.  Six 
churches  out  of  this  number  did  not  make  a  report  to  the  Association, 
neither  did  they  have  messengers  present. 

Of  the  38  churches  reporting  to  the  Association,  the  following 
facts  appear: 

26  churches  do  not  support  the  Co-operative  Program. 
28  churches  do  not  support  State  Missions. 

28  churches  do  not  support  Home  Missions. 

29  churches  do  not  support  Foreign  Missions. 
24  churches  do  not  support  our  Hospital. 

15  churches  do  not  support  our  Orphanage. 

34  churches  do  not  contribute  to  Old  Ministers'  Relief. 

16  churches  do  not  support  any  object  except  the  Sunday  School. 
3  churches  do  not  contribute  to  any  cause  whatsoever. 

9  churches  report  Baptist  Training  Unions. 
7  churches  report  Woman's  Missionary  Unions. 
12  churches  report  no  revivals  during  the  year. 

11  churches  report  weekly  prayer  meetings. 

12  churches  did  not  observe  the  Lord's  Supper  during  the  year. 

17  churches  report  no  baptisms  for  the  year. 
21  churches  report  one  revival  during  the  year. 

5  churches  report  2  revivals  each  during  the  year. 

There  were  152  baptisms  in  all  the  38  churches  during  the  year, 
23  of  which  came  from  the  Sunday  Schools. 

Four  churches  reported  no  house  of  worship,  while  one  church 
reported  no  pastor. 

Three  churches  reported  no  contributions  to  local  expenses. 

All  churches  reported  Sunday  Schools. 

The  whole  88  churches  showed  a  net  gisin  in  membership  over 
all  losses  of  41  members.  This,  as  you  can  readily  see,  is  one  and 
three  forty-firsts  (1  3-41)  members  per  church  for  a  whole  yearns 
work.  Does  such  a  report  do  credit  to  our  churches,  our  Association, 
our  State,,  our  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  our  Baptist  denomination, 
or  our  Lord  and  Master?

REPORT  ON  SYLVA  COLLEGIATE  INSTITUTE 

Sylva  Collegiate  Institute  in  former  days  was  one  of  the  nost 
favored  objects  of  our  denominational  program  and  Baptists  in  all 
the  western  associations  rallied  nobly  to  its  support  and  maintenance; 
but  the  days  of  adversity  came  and  we  suffered  the  loss  of  our  cher- 
ished institution.  In  its  going,  the  denomination  in  western  North 
Carolina  suffered  an  irreparable  loss  to  the  host  of  young  boys  and 
girls  of  Baptist  faith  and  inclination,  as  well  as  the  Baptist  constitu- 
ency of  this  section.  There  is  a  crying  need  for  the  training  offered 
by  such  institutions  but  little,  if  any,  hope  of  this  need  being  supplied 
through  such  schools  of  training. 

Since  there  is  little  hope  of  the  revival  of  Christian  schools,  the 
responsibility  for  the  proper  traniing  of  our  young  people  rests  more 
heavily  and  directly  upon  the  home,  the  Sunday  School  and  Church, 
May  we  have  a  revival  of  the  family  altar,  the  evangelistical  Sunday 
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School  and  the  spirit-filled  church  whose  influence  and  power  will  be 
sufficient  to  draw  our  young  people  to  a  full  consecrated  and  sur- 
rendered life  in  winning  the  world  to  Christ.

Report  on  Baptist  Hospital  read  by  H.  M.  Hocutt,  who  spoke 
to  the  report  briefly  and  introduced  Dr.  McKaughan  of  Win- 
ston-Salem, who  represented  the  hospital.  By  motion  the  re- 
port was  sustained. 

BAPTIST  HOSPITAL  REPORT 

Southern  Baptists  own  and  operate  20  hospitals  in  14  Southern 
states.  These  hospitals  have  a  bed  capacity  of  3,000.  About  100,000 
patients  were  treated  in  these  last  year. 

Our  own  Baptist  Hospital,  located  in  Winston-Salem,  received  its 
first  patient  May  28,  1923.  Since  then  about  45,000  patients  have 
been  treated.  A  little  more  than  4,000  were  treated  last  year,  but 
this  number  cannot  be  increased  until  bed  capacity  is  added.  Plans 
are  now  in  the  making  to  add  space  for  100  more  beds  to  the  hospital. 
This  addition  will  about  double  the  present  capacity  and  enable  us  to 
take  care  of  8,000  patients  yearly. 

About  one-third  of  those  treated  now  are  unable  to  pgy  muah  if 
any  of  their  expenses.  For  the  caring  of  this  group  we  must  look 
largely  to  the  Mother's  Day  offering  and  free  donations  of  hospital 
linen  by  W.  M.  U.  and  other  church  organizations. 

Last  year  our  hospital  treated  about  1,000  mothers  and  enabled 
them  to  return  to  their  children.  Then  about  100  preachers,  mission- 
aries and  ministerial  students  were  given  free  service  last  year. 

The  hospital  has  a  fine  staff  of  72  doctors  and  four  internes  who 
rendered  last  year  $196,177  of  free  service.  Then  the  hospital  has  a 
staff  of  82  nurses.   Of  this  number  51  are  students  in  training. 

Our  minutes  of  a  year  .i  go  indicate  that  13  churches  in  our  Asso- 
ciation contributed  $83.01  for  this  noble  work.  We  would  urge  that 
every  church  would  make  a  special  effort  on  Mother's  Day  and  send  a 
free-will  offering  to  our  hospital.

REPORT  OF  BAPTIST  ORPHANAGE  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA 

On  November  11,  1885,  the  first  child  was  received.  Since  the 
Oiphanage  was  opened  in  1885  it  has  rendered  aid  to  4,530  children. 
These  men  and  women,  boys  and  girls  are  succeeding  in  such  a,  way  as 
to  amply  justify  and  stimulate  continued  support  of  the  orphanage. 
Two  homes  are  operated,  the  Mills  Home  at  Thomasville  and  the  Ken- 
nedy Home  at  Kinston.  The  administrative  office,  with  I.  G,  Greer, 
General  Superintendent,  and  R.  D.  Covington,  Treasurer,  is  located 
at  Thomasville.  Mr.  J.  C.  Hough  is  Superintendent  of  Kennedy 
Home.  The  Social  Service  department  is  under  the  supervision  of 
Miss  Hattie  Edwards.  We  now  have  450  children  in  Mills  Home  and 
136  in  Kennedy  Home. 

The  health  record  of  the  orphanage  is  good.  This  is  attributed 
largely  to  the  fact  that  the  children  are  fed  well  and  that  they  eat 
and  sleep  regularly.  They  are  clothed  .appropriately  for  the  season. 
They  work,  play  hard,  and  study  under  proper  supervision.  The 
children  have  educational  advantages  that  compare  favorably  with 
those  offered  by  other  schools  of  the  state.  They  have  the  advantage 
of  a  good  library  where  their  reading  is  directed  by  a  skilled  libra- 
nan.  We  had  a  good  year  in  our  farm  work,  where  we  produced 
vegretables,  grain,  hay,  to  take  care  of  our  needs.  Over  6000  bushels 
of  gram  were  g^^  thered  this  year. 

Charity  and  Children  has  a  circulation  of  over  27,000  and  is  a 
^reat  help  in  our  work.  We  would  like  to  have  more  of  our  Sunday 
Schools  taking  clubs.  The  price  of  the  paper  in  clubs  of  ten  or  more 
to  one  address  is  60  cents  per  copy  per  year.  Money  for  the  paper 
the  books  ^^^""'^'^^  ^""'^  ^^''^  purpose  so  it  will  be  properly  credited  on 

We    depend  on  once-a-month  offerings  for  current  funds  to  sup- 
port   the    children.    We    earnestly    recommend    that  every  Sunday

The 
Sunday  Schools  that  are  represented  at  this  meeting  we  feel  are  dc^f- 
initely  helped  and  inspired  to  do  a  greater  work.  We  learn  the  needs, 
problems,  and  solution  to  these  problems  in  our  Association. 

\Ve  urge  that  your  Sunday  School  cooperate  by  being  represent- 
ed at  every  one  of  these  monthly  meetings. 

Two  new  Sunday  Schools  have  recently  been  organized  in  the 
Association— Pine  and  Upper  Long  Branch.  Several  of  our  Sunday 
Schools  in  the  Association  had  Sunday  Schools  all  of  last  winter  that 
had  heretofore  been  closing  in  the  winter  months.  This  is  greatly 
encouraging.  We  want  every  one  of  our  Sunday  Schools  to  have 
Sunday  School  every  Sunday  in  the  year,  regardless  of  the  weather.

REPORT  OF  W.  M.  U. 

The  women  in  our  Missionary  Societies  have  as  our  specisl  aim 
and  task  the  stimulating  of  missionary  information  and  interest  in 
our  churches  and  the  helping-  with  our  offeriiigs  in  the  great  program 
of  our  denomination  in  the  task  of  world-wide  evangelism.  As  we  re- 
view this  year's  efforts  we  give  thanks  to  our  Heavenly  Father  that 
He  hss  permitted  us  to  serve  when  such  challenging  tasks  are  al- 
ways before  us. 

Our  Association  has  seven  reporting  societies  in  the  following 
churches:  Cullowhee,  Hamburg,  Speedwell,  Webster,  Scotts  Creek, 
Sylva  and  Greens  Creek.  Seme  of  these  churches  have  young  people's 
organizations.  Sylva  and  Cullowhee  report  a  full  graded  union  this 
year.  There  have  been  two  R.  A.  Chapters,  two  G.  A.'s  and  one  Y.  W. 
A.  organized. 

In  our  association  we  hgve  forty-two  churches  with  missionary 
organizations  in  only  one-sixth  of  these,  with  approximately  509 
members.  The  task  is  great  but  v/ith  the  cooperation  of  the  pastors, 
functioning  societies  and  with  God's  leadership  we  can  reach  a  great 
host  of  these  and  enlist  them  for  the  Master  in  Missionary  work. 

.  Our  associrtional  W.  M.  U.  met  in  annual  session  with  the  Web- 
ster church.  We  had  Mrs.  R.  K.  Redwine,  our  Southside  W  .M  U. 
representative,  with  us  for  the  day.  Mrs.  W.  N.  Cook,  who  has 
served  as  Associational  W.  M.  U.  Superintendent  for  8  years,  due  to 
ill  health,  resigned.  She  has  served  our  association  in  a  noble  way 
during  these  years  in  which  she  has  led  us.  We  are  grateful  for  all 
she  did  for  us.  We  feel  thst  we  are  fortunate  in  having  Mrs.  Charlie 
Allison  as  our  newly-elected  Superintendent  and  we  bespeak  for  her 
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the  full  cooperation  of  all  the  people  as  she  leads  us  in  this  work. 
The  women  have  given  for  all  purposes  this  year  $1,662.09. 
We    had    three  quarterly  meetings  during  the  year.    They  were 
well  attended  and  very  helpful. 

Our  Young  People's  Rally  was  held  with  the  Sylva  Church,  with 
Mrs,  H.  M.  Hocutt  in  charge.  Miss  Mary  Currin,  our  state  young 
people's  leader,  was  with  us  and  gave  us  a  new  vision  of  what  our 
young  people  can  accomplish  in  the  Kingdom  work.

We  all  recognize  that  the  printed  page  is  a  powerful  factor 
among  us  for  good  and  for  evil.  It  would  be  difficult  to  estimate 
the  number  of  minds  and  lives  poisoned  by  the  wrong  kind  of 
literature,  and  it  would  be  equally  as  difficult  to  determine  the  far- 
reaching  effects  of  good  and  wholesome  literature.  The  number 
would  run  into  the  thousands  of  those  who  have  been  led  to  Christ 
by  the  reading  of  some  tract  or  Gospel  handed  to  them. 

In  view  of  the  influence  of  the  printed  page,  our  Denomination 
has  done  the  exceedingly  wise  thing  in  seeking  to  put  into  the  homes 
of  our  people  literature  that  keeps  before  them  the  challenge  of  the 
great  work  in  which  we  are  engaged.  Through  the  years  the  BIBLI- 
CAL RECORDER  has  kept  us  informed  about  our  Baptist  work  in 
'North  Carolina  and  has  given  us  limited  information  about  our  work 
abroad.  We  recall  that  a  few  months  ago  the  RECORDER  became 
the  property  of  North  Carolina  Baptists.  The  subscription  list 
should  be  greatly  increased  that  more  of  our  people  may  have  first- 
hand information  about  the  work.  The  regular  price  of  the  paper 
is  |2.00  in  advance,  but  where  clubs  are  formed  in  the  Churches 
the  price  is  reduced  to  $1.50,  if  the  club  reaches  the  required  per 
cent  of  the  membership. 
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Along-  with  the  RECORDER,  we  have  the  COMMISSION  pub- 
lished monthly  by  our  Foreign  Mission  Board  for  fifty  cents  a  year 
and  the  SOUTHERN  BAPTIST  HOME  MISSIONS  published  quar- 
terly by  the  Home  Mission  Board  for  twenty-five  cents,  a  year. 
These  two  papers  give  information  of  great  value  about  our  work 
in  the  home  lands  and  on  the  foreig-n  fields.  We  would  encourage 
more  people  to  take  them  and  read  them. 

Then  we  are  truly  grateful  for  all  the  publications  of  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Union  and  of  the  Sunday  School  Board  for 
the  different  phases  of  our  work.  A  mighty  challenge  comes  to 
us  as  we  read  of  the  greatness  of  the  task  before  us.  Let  us  tead 
more,  and  let  us  do  more  for  the  Cause  of  Our  Master.

Christy  the  Bible,  and  a  Christian 
teacher  grouped  with  hungry  minds  constitutes  Christian  education.

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There  were  thirty-one  churches  (31)  represented  by  letter  to 
the  association  as  Moses  Creek  church.  With  the  following  informa- 
tion; there  had  been  four  hundred  thirty-four  (434)  baptisms  re- 
ported from  these  31  churches  since  last  association.  There  were 
eleven  (11)  churches  which  did  not  make  report  by  letter.

Twenty-six  churches,  report  for  Orphanage  and  Hospital, 
$1018.71. 

There  is  a  gain  in  baptisms  and  offerings  over  last  year  in  the 
report  of  all  churches  reporting. 

There  were  some  outstanding  meetings  in  the  bounds  of  the 
association  last  year,  and  if  all  the  data  was  in,  the  number  of 
baptisms  would  no  doubt  be  larger. 

We  have  the  assurance  that  Dr.  Fred  F.  Brown  of  Knoxvillc, 
Tenn.,  will  hold  a  meeting  at  some  central  place  in  the  Association 
in  the  spring  of  1941,  and  will  be  assisted  by  the  pastors  of  the 
Association.

REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS 

Our  Foreign  Mission  Board  was  organized  in  Augusta,  Ga., 
May  8j  1845,  and  held  its  first  regular  meeting  May  20,  1845,  in 
the  Second  Baptist  Church,  Richmond,  Va.  The  Board  is  composed 
of  37  members,  one  from  every  State  of  the  Convention,  and  18 
local  members. 

During  these  95  years  the  Board  has  held  steadily  to  its  original 
purpose  to  evangelize  the  lost  peoples  of  the  world.  Southern 
Baptists  are  in  sixteen  foreign  nations  with  a  total  population  of 
754,864,903.  (Africa,  China,  Japan,  Brazil,  Argentina,  Chile,  Uru- 
guay, Italy,  Rumania,  Hungary,  Jugoslavia,  Spain,  Palestine,  Syria, 
Mexico  and  Manchukuo.) 

Four  hundred  and  twenty-six  missionaries  include  ordained 
ministers,  physicians,  trained  nurses,  teachers  and  secretaries.  In 
these  distant  lands  Southern  Baptists  have  a  harvest  of  1,802 
churches  and  2,798  out  stations.  In  the  year  of  1938  these  mission- 
aries   reported    14,027  baptisms  with  a  total  membership  of  208,794. 

One  hundred  and  twenty-five  of  these  missionaries  are  supported 
by  the  Lottie  Moon  Christmas  offering,  and  187  are  kept  on  the 
field  by  individuals  and  by  churches  who  consider  these  representa- 
tives as  their  own  pastors  or  workers  overseas. 

It  would  be  impossible  to  estimate  the  amount  of  damage  done 
to  our  property  by  war  in  some  of  these  nations,  and  what  the  effect 
will  be  morally  and  religiously  we  do  not  know. 

We  also  fear  that  in  some  places  the  effect  financially  is  very 
great,  and  that  possibly  if  we  do  not  increase  our  gifts  to  foreign 
missions,  some  of  our  workers  may  have  to  be  called  home  during 
the  next  year. 

Therefore  we  humbly  recommend  that  every  pastor  in  this 
Association  lay  greater  emphasis  on  our  Lord's  great  command,  to 
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"Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and  preach  the  Gospel  to  every  creature" 
during  the  next  Associational  year  than  ever  before.

STATE  MISSION  FACTS 

The  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  in  spite  of  some  discouraging- 
things  are  making  progress.  I  believe  we  are  giving  some  of  the 
work  being  done.  Since  1933  we  have  made  gains  in  receipts  every 
year.  The  largest  increase  was  made  in  1937  and  1938.  This  gain 
was  about  18%.  A  check  of  25  mountain  associations  showed  a 
gain  of  $12,000  in  1939  over  1938.  At  the  present  we  are  ahead  of 
last  year  in  the  state  of$10,000.00. 

Great  things  are  taking  place  m  our  work.  Here  are  some  of 
them,  for  which  we  shall  be  thankful: 

1.  The  building  of  a  new  four-year  Medical  College  at  Win- 
ston-Salem. 

2.  We  are  enlarging  our  hospital  from  a  capacity  of  108  beds 
to  300  beds. 

3.  A  Minister's  Retirement  Plan  has  been  worked  out  and  is 
now  in  operation  which  will  take  care  of  the  old  ministers 
w^hen  they  have  served  their  time  in  the  churches  and  are 
no  longer  able  to  serve  churches.  350  preachers  are  now 
participants.    These  350  represent  700  churches. 

4.  We  are  now^  in  a  campaign  to  build  on  the  campus  of  Wake 
Forest  a  great  chapel  building  to  proclaim  to  the  world  the 
supremacy  of  Christ  and  the  leadership  of  Jesus  in  educa- 
tion. Besides  this  your  board  is  helping  support  seventy 
pastors  in  weak  churches  Two  general  missionaries  give 
full  time  to  stewardship  and  evangelistic  work  all  over  the 
state.  Also  we  help  support  our  Negro  missionary  to  all 
the  Negroes  in  the  state.  A  number  of  churches  have  been 
helped  in  building  in  a  limited  way.  These  are  some  of  the 
things  Baptists  are  doing  in  our  great  state.  Surely  we 
are  listening  to  what  Jesus  said  and  are  trying  in  a  limited 
way  to  practice  some  of  these  things.

W.  M.  U.  REPORT 

The  Woman's  Missionary  Union  of  the  Tuckaseigee  Association 
is  the  response  of  our  women  to  the  command  of  our  Lord,  ''Go 
Tell."  We  have  been  slow  in  obeying  this  general  order  of  our 
King  but  we  are  happy  to  report  that  the  work  has  grown  during 
the  past  year.  With  the  help  and  cooperation  of  the  pastors  during 
the  year  ahead  we  hope  to  be  able  at  the  close  of  this  year  to  re- 
echo the  words  of  the  Psalmist  68:11  'The  women  that  publish  the 
tdings  are  a  great  host." 

During  the  year  that  has  just  closed  we  have  made  some 
marked  gains  in  the  number  of  organizations  and  in  gifts.  We 
are  happy  to  report  an  increase  in  our  young  people's  organiza- 
tions. One  in  particular  we  feel  should  be  made  special  mention 
of,  a  Royal  Ambassador  Chapter  in  the  Tuckaseigee  church  which 
does  not  have  a  Mother  Society  to  foster  it.  We  hope  these  boys 
will  challenge  the  women  of  ther  church  to  join  hearts  and  hands 
with  them  in  a  great  missionary  cause. 

We  have  lost  one  of  our  reporting  Missionary  Societies  of  1939. 
We  now  have  28  reporting  organizations  with  an  approximate  mem- 
bership of  500. 

As  we  think  of  the  fact  that  ''Missions  wait  on  Stewardship," 
we  trust  that  this  year  we  may  be  able  to  reach  our  financial  goal 
of  every  woman  in  every  church  where  there  is  a  missionary  organi- 
zation making  some  contribution  to  the  cause  of  Christ  in  a  finan- 
cial way.  We  gave  last  year  $560.43^  but  we  hope  to  give  far  more 
than  that  this  year.  Our  goal  for  the  new  year  is  |595.75  to  mis- 
sions. Let  us  work!  Let  us  pray!  And  let  us  give  sacrificially 
until  we  go  far  beyond  the  allotted  goal.  Let  us  dedicate  a  portion 
of  something  we  have  definitely  to  the  work  of  the  Lord. 

Our  Associational  W.  M.  U.  met  in  annual  session  with  the 
Hamburg  Church  June  25,  1940.  Due  to  a  crowded  schedule  a 
representative  from  the  State  W.  M.  U.  Office  could  r.ot  be  with 
us,  but  we  were  fortunate  in  having  Mrs.  L  K.  Stafford  of  Asheville, 
who  brought  us  a  challenging  message  on  the  fundamental.^  of 
W.  M.  U.  work.

The  leg-al  title  to  the  property  is  now  vested  in  the  Home  Mis- 
sion Board.  The  local  Board  of  Trustees  were  the  owners  of  twenty- 
€ight  lots  and  when  it  became  necessary  that  the  Home  Mission 
Board  include  the  property  of  Sylva  Collegiate  Institute  in  the  deed 
of  trust  when  the  large  loan  was  obtained  by  it,  the  local  Board 
of  Trustees  executed  a  deed  to  the  Home  Mission  Board  therem 
conveying  title  to  the  twenty-eight  lots  to  the  Home  Mission  Board. 
The  Home  Mission  Board  has  paid  the  street  assessment  against 
the  property,  is  paying  the  insurance  on  the  buildings  and  is  now 
renting  the  building  and  applying  the  rent  so  received  toward  the 
upkeep  of  the  buildings.

ORPHANAGE  REPORT 

The  children  who  compose  the  population  of  the  Baptist  Orphan- 
age of  North  Carolina  may  be  classified  under  three  heads:  Full 
orphans,  half  orphans,  and  victims  of  desertion  and  wrecked  homes. 
These  children  are  being  cared  for  by  three  well  recognized  methods 
of  child  caring  agencies,  mother's  aid,  boarding  houses,  and  the 
orphanage  proper. 

The  demands  upon  the  orphanage  authorities  have  never  been 
greater.  They  receive  upon  an  average  45  applications  every 
month  during  the  year.  No  matter  how  urgent  the  demands,  how- 
ever, the  policies  of  the  orphanage  leaders  is  not  to  make  special 
appeals.  Special  appeals  for  other  causes  may  come  and  special 
appeals  may  go,  but  this  constant  stream  of  human  want  must  go 
on  day  after  day  and  year  after  year  until  the  purpose  of  Christ 
through  His  Church  has  been  fulfilled. 

The  past  year  was  one  of  the  best  in  history  of  the  orphanage, 
but  imperative  needs  continue  to  increase. 

I  suggest  as  a  goal  for  the  Association  for  next  year:  A  month- 
ly contribution  from  each  church;  gifts  of  produce  in  season;  a 
real  Thanksgiving  offering  in  November.

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SUNDAY  SCHOOL  REPORT 

The  Sunday  Schools  of  our  Association,  and  of  the  Soutliern 
Baptist  Convention,  have  made  much  progress  during  the  past  year.

Be  it  Resolved,  That  we  support  our  growing  S.  S.  Convention, 
organize  new  B.  Y,  P.  U.  and  W.  M.  S.  and  that  every  church  hold 
a  protracted  meeting  and  a  Vacation  Bible  School. 

Be  it  Resolved,  That  we  support  the  United  Dry  Forces  in  our 
fight  for  a  dry  country.  We  also  make  a  plea  for  a  State-wide 
referendum. 

We  give  our  heartfelt  thanks  for  the  hospitality  of  the  Moses 
Creek  Missionary  Baptist  Church  and  to  our  speakers  from  other 
associations.
